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INTRODUCTORY. 



The Penal Laws and Test Act, the subject of the present 
pages, point to an epoch in the history of this country of the 
greatest possible interest. To those of the present age, both 
are, in every sense, a " thing of the past," and now that their 
repeal and the toleration of all sects is an accomplished fact, 
we can scarcely regard the matter properly from our present 
altered position ; we cannot enter with requisite spirit into the 
feelings of our forefathers with regard to their injustice, or 
sufficiently appreciate the hardships with which they pressed 
upon those of the Roman Catholic and Dissenting communities, 
whilst, on the other hand, we cannot adequately value the 
stubborness and inflexible tenacity of those, who persisted in 
maintaining them as the chief anchor of their religious liberties. 

The time at which the Test Acts were introduced was, as it 
were, a turning point in the established religion of the kingdom, 
Too near to the Reformation, and still nearer to the subsequent 
return to Popery under Queen Mary, and its attendant horrors, 
it seemed necessary to impose a barrier to the possible re- 
establishment of the Romish Church ; but under the disguised 
tendency to Catholicism on the part of the House of Stuart, 
and its open avowal by King James II., previous to the passing 
of the Act of 1673, being then Duke of York, it became not 
only still more desirable, but imperative, to retain those whole- 
some restrictions on the development of a faith, not tolerated 
by the masses of the people.

** Declaration of Toleration and Liberty of Conscience," (which 
will be found repeatedly alluded to in the ensuing pages), with 
his Instructions for the election of Members to serve in Parlia- 
ment, dispensing thereby with all oaths and tests, and admitting 
the Catholics to Parliament,* and although this measure led to 
great discontent among those who looked upon it as jeopardising 
the Protestant doctrines of the country, it was repeated bv a 
second ** Declaration of Indulgence," exactly twelve months 
after (in April, 1688), much to the same purport, but on this 
occasion he commanded it to be read in the churches, and 
added his reasons for removing those who had not complied 
with hi^ wish to repeal the Penal Laws and Tests, and reflected 
upon them.t One archbishop and eight bishops! refused to 
distribute this Declaration to their clergy, or to have it read 
from the pulpit, and seven of them were in consequence com- 
mitted to the Tower ;^ the grounds on which they acted being, 
that the same was ** illegal,'* and contrary to the decision of 
Parliament in 1662 and 1672.II The King's Instructions to

I The Bishops who protested against the Declaration were : — Canterbury, Ely, 
Peterborough, Norwich, S* Asaph, Bath and Wells, Bristol, Gloucester, and Chichester. 
Seven of them were imprisoned : Sancroft (the Primate), Ken, Lake, Lloyd, Turner, 
White, and Trelawney. Their protest was framed in these words : — ** We are not 
averse to the publishing of the Declaration, out of want of due tenderness towards 
Dissenters, with whome wee shall be willing to come to such a temper as shall be 
thought fitt when the matter comes to be settled and considered in parl'mt. Hut 
the Declaration being founded on such a dispensing power, as may at pleasure sett 
aside all law, ecclesiastical or civil, appears to us illegall, and did soe to the parFmt 
of 72, and it is a point of soe great consequence, that we cannot soe farre make

On 
the reverse, ** a church being undermind by two Jesuits, with a pickaxe and shovel,

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the Judges of Assize, proceeding on circuit that summer, 
sought to palliate his conduct in respect of the bishops' im- 
prisonment, which had caused such indignation throughout the 
country,* and was perhaps one of the most imprudent steps 
of his whole reign. Although ostensibly introduced as a 
secondary matter, it was, in fact, the pith of these instructions, 
for the King evidently felt that he had, at that stage of affairs, 
somewhat overstepped his mark. 

The Repeal of the Penal Laws and Test Act, the main obstacle 
to his Romish views, was a matter which James II. primarily 
resolved to settle and effect, if possible, by virtue of his sole 
Royal authority, for the aforesaid *' Declaration of Toleration and 
Liberty of Conscience" proclaimed by him in 1687-8 to all 
creeds, was issued with that determination ; the Judges having, 
in addition, by their verdict the previous year, confirmed his 
right to dispense with those Statutes. — 

It was an object with the King, however, under existing cir- 
cumstances, to impart to this act an air of that constitutional 
authority which he had hitherto so thoroughly disregarded, and 
to endeavour to carry their abrogation by means of Parliament, 
so that, as a preliminary measure of chief importance with 
regard to the next election, it was deemed desirable to canvass 
the Magistracy of the different counties and the Corporations, 
touching their private views and leanings on the subject.

With this object the Lords Lieutenant were instructed to put 
certain interrogatories to the Deputy Lieutenants and Magis- 
trates of their respective counties, whilst Secret Agents were 
sent throughout the country to sound and canvass the con- 
stituencies, and ascertain their sentiments. It would seem that 
this task was not altogether one which the greater part of the 
' Lords Lieutenant were disposed to entertain, many of them re- 
fused to put them at all, and more than half of the entire 
number were summarily displaced. 

In connection with these interrogatories the Lieutenants of 
counties were instructed to obtain all possible information as to 
the leaning and tendencies of the diflFerent constituencies and 
county interests, and Returns were sent in giving such infor- 
mation, and other Returns will be found, given in the sequel, 
by the Agents employed on this especial service. 

The Questions, when propounded by the Lords Lieutenant, 
met, as a rule, with no success ; neither were the King's 
Agents' Reports more favourable.* Their secret Returns went 
to prove the discontented and hostile views of the several 
constituencies to the abrogation of these laws, and in comparing 
the Returns of the several counties, the Answers of the nia;;is- 
trates were especially negative, and testify plainly, by their 
language and uniformity of wording, to preconcerted action 
among them. In this state of feeling of the country, there re- 
mained apparently but one remedy to the King — still bent upon 
the expediency of calling together a parliament of his own 
electing, for he had prorogued his last indefinitely as not 
amenable to his purposes — namely, that of annulling the 
charters of the different Corporations, and replacing the Depiitv 
Lieutenants and Magistracy from among the Roman Catholic 
and Dissenting communities, favourable to his views. 

Among the tyrannising acts of this period, having nothing 
less in viewthan the complete subjugation of the country, and

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the establishment of despotism, this expedient of remodelling 
the Corporations by the forfeiture of their governing Charters, 
which had its origin, in fact, towards the latter part of the last 
reign, was perhaps the most direct and eflFectual attack which 
the King could devise against the civil rights and liberties of 
the subject. The similarity, moreover, between these arbi- 
trary and unconstitutional proceedings of James II. and those 
of his predecessor Queen Mary is strikingly apparent. Both had 
in view the abolition of the Reformed Religion, with all laws 
made in support of the Protestant Faith ; the last by power of 
the ecclesiastical supremacy which she had inherited from Henry 
VIII., her father, but afterwards made over to the Pope ; the 
former solely by virtue of his Royal Prerogative. ' It was 
evident to them both, that the repeal of these la ws^ constitution- 
ally, could only take place by Act of ParUament ; but as there 
was small likelihood of any Parliament concurring in these 
measures, as constituted on the accession of these two Sovereigns, 
the elective element was operated upon by each of them, in 
order to influence the constituencies, and procure returns 
favourable to their object. 

The measure, therefore, of re-modelling the Corporations and 
constituencies, which had been taken in connection with the 
Questions from the Lords Lieutenant, was at once put in force.* 
Some boroughs were deprived of their charters under Quo 
Warranto proceedings, which in every case were adverse to the 
Corporationst ; and the charters of those who avoided the legal 
sentence, surrendered them voluntarily. Returns of all Catholics 
and Dissenters in the various Counties and Corporations, who 
were considered fit to replace existing magistrates, &c., were

made out ; and the qualification of electors examined, to the 
complete exclusion of such as adhered to the Test and Penal 
Statutes, Notice was, in fact, given in the London Gazette of 
Dec. II, 1687, that the Lists of the Justices and Deputy- 
Lieutenants would be revised. Those Deputy-Lieutenants and 
Magistrates, who had shown themselves, by their Answers, 
averse to the King's wishes, were struck out, and replaced by 
others devoted to the Crown. Thus, by this arbitrary act, 
the King would have gained an overwhelming influence, and have 
been master of nearly all the elections in the kingdom, the 
majority of members to parliament being returned by electors 
of his own nomination. 

These Original Returns and Answers, are embodied in one 
of the Rawlinson MSS. in the Bodleian Library, and are highly 
instructive, taken in connection with the history of England at 
the time. They show the disposition and temper of the country 
gentlemen and Corporations at that critical juncture of our 
religious liberties, for it was simply a question whether, by 
retaining the Penal Laws and Test Act, the established Religion 
of the country was to be maintained, or, by repealing them, 
an eventual but certain return to Popery and arbitrary govern- 
ment was to ensue. 

It is a remarkable and interesting fact, taken in close connec- 
tion with the attempted abrogation of these statutes, that the 
identical step of eliciting information and canvassing opinion, was 
adopted by James IL with the officers and soldiers of his army ; in- 
deed, one which seems scarcely credible, or even possible, in these 
days. The first, (and only), regiment on which the experiment 
was tried, signally, not to say ludicrously, failed, for officers and 
men being called upon to engage to the utmost of their power 
to procure the repeal of the Penal Laws and Test, and being 
commanded, in the event of their not complying with the King's 
proposition, to lay down their arms, the whole regiment, with the 
exception of two Roman Catholic captains and some few soldiers 
of the same persuasion, obeyed the order and grounded their 
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arms, — ^James II. himself being present at the time. The regi- 
ment in question was the one then known as the " Earl of 
Lichfields." 



The following were the Instructions issued in furtherance of 
the foregoing object : —

That the Lords-Lieutenant doe call before them all the Deputy- 
Lieutenants and Justices of the Peace within their Lieutenancies, 
either joyntly or separately, as they shall think best, and ask them, one 
by one, the following Questions : — 

1. If in case he shall be chosen Knight of the Shire, or Burgesse of a 
Towne, when the King shall think fitt to call a parliament, whether he 
will be for taking of the Penall Lawes and the Tests. 

2. Whether he will assist and contribute to the Election of such 
Members as shall be for taking of the penall Lawes and Tests. 

3. Whether he will support the King's Declaration for Liberty of 
Conscience, by living ffriendly with those of all perswasions, as subjects 
of the same Prince, and good Christians ought to doe. 

As they shall ask these Questions of all Deputy-Lieutenants and 
Justices of the Peace ; so they shall particularly write downe what every 
one answers, whether he Consents, Refuseth, or is Doubtfull. 

That they likewise doe bring the King as good an account as they can, 
of all the several Corporations within their Lieutenancies, what persons 
of such are willing to comply with these measures, have creditt enough 
of their owne, to be chosen Parliament men, or may be chosen if assisted 
by their fifriends ; and lastly, what Catholicks, and what Dissenters are 
fitt to be added either to the List of the Deputy-Lieutenants, or to the 
Commission of the Peace throughout the said Lieutenancies,

MEMORANDUM for those that go into the Country to dis- 
pose the Corporations to a good Election for members 
of parliament. To be read by them often.* 

It's necessary you weigh well the difficulty of your work, and consider 
that you will meet with all manner of deceit and combination to frustrate 
your endeavours ; the Clergy f will engage the gentry, and both endeav- 
our to render you unacceptable, and your works fruitless, if not top 
upon you false men under the semblance of real friends. 

2. Consider the evil effects that will attend a miscarriage in this 
matter. 'Tis not only a frustration of the good expected, but ruinous 
to your own interest, & exposing you to contempt. You must expect 
that no weakness or inadvertency of yours in this work will pass un- 
observed, and the best of your actions misrepresented, and every failing 
magnified, & that hap'ly to the K, or some of his Ministers, which there- 
fore calls for the highest care and circumspection. 

4. You have as full an account of the Persons, and things for each 
Corporation and place, as hath hitherto been collected, which consider 
from time to time in the respective places as you come at them ; and for 
your guidance in these places find one or two of the best, prudentest and 
acceptablest person or persons, and engage them to your assistance, and 
know from them the temper and humour of the respective persons with 
whom you are to converse, and accordingly endeavour to suit your dis- 
couse to their temper and humour. 

2 {sic). Take from place to place letters recommendatory, for the 
strengthening your interest and acceptance ; get fitt and acceptable per- 
sons to accompany you to such gentlemen as you will have occasion to 
discourse, for you must expect to meet with discerning men, and men 
of great parts, and for that purpose be wary in your expressions and

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conversation, and be not too ready and open in discourse, till such per- 
sons become by their declarations engaged. 

5. 'Tis of very great importance to this service, that very good cor- 
respondents be settled in each town, to whom letters and papers to be 
dispersed may be sent, and who shall receive every post such prints and 
advices, as shall be fitt and proper for them ; and in this you must con- 
sider that the persons, to be so engaged, must be right men, not only 
by inclination, but also men of prudence and intVest (if possible). 

6. Where the Corporations do fix upon their Members, inform your- 
selves fully what probability there is of their Election, and what 
methods will be taken in order thereunto ; and when you have fully 
satisfied yourselves that such persons are right, and likely to answer 
the K's expectation, (in which by your Instructions you are not re- 
strained to the persons named in your list, and in case there be exceptions 
to any of them, or fitter persons can be provided). If possibly you can, 
get the Elector to write Letters of Invitation to such their intended 
Members, that by subscription under their hands, their election may be 
ascertained ; and where they shall be content to elect such as his Ma*^ 
shall nominate or recommend, that they do in like manner express their 
desire, that such nomination and appoinment be made in order to their 
election, in which all prudent care is to be had, and the leading persons 
of such Corporations to be consulted. 

7. You are from time to time, to give an account of all occurrences* 
that are material, and of all suggestions, books, and libels, that are dis- 
persed in prejudice of his Ma*»«* service. 

8. You must be very careful to give a full and distinct account of all 
the proceedings every post, and therein an impartial account of the 
sentiments of the persons with whom you converse, their inclinations, 
and resolutions, and what expedients are necessary to render the Elec- 
tion certain ; which account you are to give, from time to time, to 
Robert Brents Esq : at his Chamber in the Temple. The respective 
Correspondents are in like manner to send their letters to him, and to 
follow such directions as from time to time they shall receive from him ; 
or M*^ Edward Roberts, to whom they may write, directing their letters 
to M' Brenfs Chamber ; but not to give an account of your proceedings 
to any other persons whatever. 

9. You are likewise to consider the Correspondents in each Corpora- 
tion, whether they are fitt and proper, and if not, that others more fitt 
and proper be named ; as also to enquire whether the Correspondents do 
disperse the books and papers, according to the directions sent them ; 
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Persons proposed as Assistants to those that go into the Country, for

1. You shall make the K's Declaration the chief subject of your dis- 
course, with such persons as you shall think fit to speak with, &c. 

2. You must make it your principal care'to settle the minds of people, 
especially of those that are designed for Members of Parliament, or such 
who do, or are likely to come up to the K's measures, in relation to the 
Penal Laws & Tests, against all endeavours, which may be made by the 
K's adversaries, for diverting the effects of his good intentions; & it being 
very probable that when the Parliament shall meet, this will be chiefly 
endeavoured by some indirect means, as by attempting to make some 
difference between the K. and his two Houses of Parliament, or either 
of them; or by starting somewhat, which may be a dispute between the 
two Houses ; you are particularly to forewarn and caution all persons 
who are likely to be Members against this artifice. 

3. You are to assure those that are of the CA. of England, that his 
Ma*"® will maintain the same according to his word. 

4. You are to engage all people of what perswasion whatever, to live 
friendly together, as becomes fellow Subjects ; desposing them to unite 
their endeavours to render effectual his Ma*»c» gratious intentions, for 
their ease and advantage ; & you are to tell them, that his Ma^ie will 
favour them most as shall be of that peaceable disposition, as to sacrifice 
all private animosities to the publick good. 

5. You are to remove as much as may be, all fears and jealousies out 
of peoples minds, by telling them his Msfi^ only designs the universal 
happiness of all his People. 

6. You are to make acquaintance with the leading, active, and inter- 
ested men in the Country, or in the Towns and Corporations, who are 
inclinable to abrogate the Penal Laws for religion, and the Tests ; and 
engage them to improve their interest for effecting it. 
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7. You are to inform yourself, (as privately as may be), whether 
the persons proposed to be chosen, by the list given you, be rightly 
principled, and so disposed to part with the laws, as may be depended 
on. 

8. You are to inform yourself whether the regulations made in the 
respective Corporations, have been of proper persons for his Ma**" 
service. 

9. You are to inform your self, who are the Electors in the respective 
Corporations and Burroughs, and by what manner Elections are made ; 
who influences them; and who are fittest to be chosen in those places, 
where none are yet proposed. 

10. of the behaviour of the officers of the several branches of 

his Ma^«s Revenue in relation to elections, whether they promote his 
iigfies interest as they ought to do; and further what in them lies, the 
Repeal of the Penal Laws and ^ests. 

11. To acquaint your selves with the Preachers of the Dissenting Con- 
gregations, and encourage them to employ their interest, for the abroga- 
ting those Laws & Tests, and if you find any of them dissatisfied, enquire 
who they correspond with in London, and give notice of it. 

12. To inform your self of some fit person in each Corporation, with 
whom a correspondence may be held for the knowledg(e) of the true 
state of the same, and to whom books and papers may be sent, to dis- 
perse them for the peoples better information. 

13. You are from time to time to advise with the Catholick gentle- 
men. 

14. You are likewise to inform those you converse with, that Liberty 
of Conscience hath been the cause of the Hollanders great trade, riches 
and power, &c. 

15. You shall take care to make all persons understand, that the late 
proceedings against the Bishops, were necessary to support his Ma*»«s 
Declaration for Liberty of Conscience, which the King will also maintain; 
as likewise his Prerogative, on which it is founded. 

16. That their dissobedience and their Petition, were designed only 
to obstruct the meeting of Parliament, and to prevent the establishing 
of what they apprehend, &c., which is so far from discouraging his Ma*'e^ 

that he is more resolved than ever to pursue this great work, not doubt- 
ing to effect it, whatsoever opposition he may meet with.

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The following additional matter, among the State Papers of 
the reign of James II., now in the Public Record Ofl5ce, bears 
directly on the foregoing subject.

allow the King's Declaration for Liberty of Conscience to be read from the pulpit. 

J Louis XIV. of France had also just revoked the Edict of Nantes, in consequence of 
which many French Protestants sought refuge in England and Germany. About 50,000 
refugees passed over into England, and there can be little doubt, (as observed by 
McCulloch), that their representations of the cruelties perpetrated by the King of 
France, tended to excite the suspicions of the English, against their own Roman 
Catholic sovereign, and in some degree accelerated the Revolution of 1688.

did not suffer them to comply with their designes, were turned out : and 
others were put in their places, who they believed would be more com- 
pliant to them in ^heir designs of defeating the intents and execution of 
those laws, which had been made with so much care and caution, for 
the security of the Protestant Religion. And in many of these places 
they have put professed Papists, though the law has disabled them, and 
warranted the subjects not to have any regard to their orders.

The list of those several Lords Lieutenant, from the time that 
James first formed the design of propounding through them his 
Questions to the Magistracy of England and Wales, until the 
landing of the Prince of Orange, affords evident proof, as ex- 
emplified by their very commissions, of the despensing and un- 
constitutional powers which he assumed, by virtue alone of his 
Royal prerogative ; and the same powers, had "he remained on the 
Throne, he unquestionably would equally have excercised in 
respect of the Penal and other Statutes, the chief barriers in the 
way of his arbitrary designs.

{a) Algernon, 2d Earl of Essex, was in his minority at the decease of his father 
Arthur, the ist Earl, in 1683. He became Gentleman of the Bedchamber to William 
III., and was in attendance on him at the Conjgress at the Hague in 1690-1. He was 
Colonel of the 4th Dragoons ; was present in the action at Landen in 1693, and 
served in the next reign in the wars of Spain, when he became a Lieut.-General, and 
Constable of the Tower of London. He was also Lord Lieutenant of the county of 
Hertford both in the reign of William IIL and that of Queen Anne. 

The death of his father was connected with considerable mystery. He had dis- 
tinguished himself in the cause of liberty, and became implicated with Lord Russell 
in the Rye House Plot in 1683, or was accused of that conspiracy, and was consequently 
arrested and sent to the Tower. Soon after his commitment he was found not only 
with his throat cut, but with the head nearly severed from the body, the very day on 
ivhich Lord Russell was tried, and Hume observes that this fact, as one of presumed 
suicide, was forcibly insisted on as a proof of guilt, at the trials of both Lord Russell 
-and Algernon Sidney, and had its influence on the jury. There was, however, great 
difference oi opinion at the time on the subject, and subsequently a parliamentary 
enquiry took place on his death in Nov., 1689. In Feb. 1684 one of the jury at the 
coroner's inquest, which sat on the Earl, Lancelot Colston, was arraigned at the 
Court of King's Bench for having said, " T'was impossible any one could cut his 
throat in that manner, &c." (Luttrell.) Hugh Speke and Laurence Braddon were 
-also fined, one 2,000, the other 1,000 marks, for endeavouring to fasten the murder on 
the Government [Id] . Several persons were arrested on suspicion of being concerned 
in his murder, but general belief pointed to the King and Duke of York, who were in 
Tower that very morning, where, as Rapin says, " they had not been for 12 years 
-before."

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That they should not at this moment be found among our 
Public Records is a matter which will doubtless occur to 
many persons ; indeed, considerable conjecture has arisei^ 
in some quarters as to the way in which Dr. Rawlinson, whose 
valuable Antiquarian Collections form part of the Bodleiaa 
Library, became possessed of these Original State Papers^ 
The explanation, we imagine, may be as follows : — There are 
at the present time, four autograph Letters of the Duke of 
Monmouth in the Bodleian Library, written by him on the 
eve of his execution. These Letters were comprised among 
other State Papers of about the same period, and can be traced 
as at one time in the possession of William Bridgeman, in his- 
official capacity as Clerk of the Privy Council, and Under 
Secretary of State to James IL They were purchased by 
Rawlinson at the sale of the library and pictures of William 
Bridgeman*s daughter (Catherine Bridgeman) in 1743, ^nd this, 
fact is alluded to by him in a letter on the subject among the 
Ballard MSS. [ii. No. 78.]* 

William Bridgeman, was, as observed, Clerk of James II.V 
Council, t and in the confusion and overthrow of the then 
Government, on the arrival of the Prince of Orange, had an 
opportunity and a fair pretext of appropriating Privy Council: 
Records, in this instance purely of a speculative nature, which to 
him and many others had apparently ceased to be of value 
or at any rate of importance in the then existing state of 
aflfairs. Certain it is, and we have his own word for knowing 
it, that Dr. Rawlinson purchased the above named Monmouth 
Letters. What can be more likely than that he obtained these 
Penal and Test Act Returns from the same quarter, and in the 
same way ?

PROPOSED REPEAL OF THE SAME IN 1687-8; 

The Circular Questions propounded by James II., on that occasion, to the 
Deputy Lieutenants and Magistrates of the County of Somerset. 

[From the Original Documents in the Bodleian.] 



England had been divided by two great factions some eight or 
nine years before the time of which we are treating, so that fully 
to appreciate the anti-Catholic feeling of the kingdom, when 
James sought the repeal of the Test and Penal Statutes, it is 
necessary to recur to the state of parties at that previous time, 
when arbitrary power and popery were apprehended as the 
scope of all projects. 

In 1679, the historian Hume, writing on the then state of 
affairs on the eve of the new parliament summoned to meet in 
October of that year, observes ^* The cry against Popery was 
loud, but it proceeded less from religious than from party zeal 
in those who proposed, and even in those who adopted it/' — 
The two parties whose aims and views were antagonistic to each 
other, were the *^ country " or popular party, and the ** court " 
or royalist party. All the elections for the coming parliament 
had gone in favor of the former, for even then the apprehension 
of the Duke of York's bigoted and arbitrary character weighed 
with men of sense and discernment. In 1 680, the year following, 
these factions had become so extremely antagonistic, that they 
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mutually bestowed on each other the derisive denominations of 
" Whig " and " Tory ; " the ** court *' party embracing the latter 
category, the *' country or rural " party the former ; and thus it 
was, that when the parliament of ibSo met, the majority of the 
house was in excess of the King's or court party (Hume), and 
the passing of the Bill for excluding the Duke of York from the 
Throne, one of its first measures, was a proof of the sentiment 
which animated that majority. 

The Western counties had already shown themselves forward 
at this time in the expression of their sense of public aflfairs, and 
in two of these, Somersetshire and Dorsetshire, the far greater 
proportion of the population were of the * * W hig ' ' or country party. 
The former county and Devonshire seem to have taken the lead at 
this juncture. A petition framed in accordance with their views, 
was presented to the King by a Mr. Dare from the dissaffected 
borough of Taunton. *^ How dare you deliver me such a paper" 
said the King to this person. — ** Sir," replied he, " my name is 
Dare." (Hume.) For this reply he was fined and imprisoned. 
The answer, however, as given by Luttrell is the more probable* : 
" The words that Mr. Dare of Taunton spoke, and for which he 
was found guilty, were, that there was but two waies (sic) to 
remedy grievances, by petition, or by sword." About the same 
time similar petitions were preferred, and equally rejected, from 
Dorsetshire, the City of Wells, and Salisbury ;t and letters were 
transmitted from many counties and towns, particularly from the 
county of Somerset, to their representatives in parliament, re- 
turning them hearty thanks for their unwearied endeavours in 
preserving the Protestant religion. Exeter had shown itself 
also forward, in the person of one Stowel or Stawel, on the sub- 
ject of arbitrary commitments.

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These preliminary remarks, relating more particularly to 
Somersetshire, apply also to other counties, those of Dorset, 
Beds, and Northampton. 

Somersetshire, however, had other and greater causes in the 
next few years to excite its animosity and disgust. 

This county had been the principal seat of the Monmouth 
Rebellion, and at the time of the King's Penal and Test Act 
proceedings, was in a disturbed and agitated mood. Barely two 
years had elapsed since that time, and it could scarcely be said 
to have emerged from the consequent confiscations and bar- 
barities just recently inflicted on it. The temper of the county 
was the reverse of tranquil, for society and mutual associations 
had thereby been completely unhinged. Hostility, or rather 
intense hatred, not only to the government, but among those of 
the same community, one towards another, had been engendered, 
throughout this part of the West, for many, although afterwards 
pardoned, had aided and abetted in the atrocities,* in whick 
Kirke and Jeffreys both played such prominent and disgraceful 
parts ; acts the remembrance of which did not die out for many 
succeeding generations, and which, at the time under notice, 
were as fresh in the minds of the people, as an event of yester- 
day.t 

We have evidence of this feeling in some of the next ensuing 
pages. Between the High Sherifl* and county magistrates at 
Bruton quarter sessions, a scene appears to have occurred, 
both in and out of Court, of a disgraceful nature, but quite in 
unison with those turbulent times, and one, as between ministers 
of justice, of which we can at present form but a faint idea.

into exile. Hume says : *' The whole country was strewed with the heads and limbs 
of traitors." 
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The details of the occurrence are set forth in the High SheriflPs 
complaint to the Board of Regulators, as then called, or rather 
to their chief Agent, acting under the King ; one out of many 
points in dispute being the question of a proposed address, 
promising to support the King's measures, and especially to 
thank him for his Declaration of Indulgence.* The matter was 
deemed so aggravated and important, in respect of the person 
of the King's appointed Sheriflf, as to require investigation before 
the highest tribunal, the Privy Council ; forming historically an 
incident of some value, and tending materially to illustrate the 
conduct of the magisterial proceedings of that day. 

In one particular, however, before many months all differ- 
ences seemed to yield, the haste, namely, in which the counties 
Devon, Dorset, and Somerset, &c., unanimously united to 
welcome the Prince of Orange, and espouse his cause. 

The Lord Lieutenant who presided over the county of 
Somerset, and had been entrusted to propound the King's can- 
vassing interrogatories, was at the time under notice, Henry, 
Lord Waldgrave.t He had been so appointed some months 
before, on the dismissal from most of his posts of Charles, Duke 
of Somerset, for refusing to escort the Papal Nuncio, or to 
attend his public audience by the King at Windsor. He was a 
Roman Catholic, and had married Henrietta Fitz- James, the

I st Duke of Marlborough, and as such naturally acquiesced in 
all that King's measures. His tenure of office, although some- 
what longer than that of some other Catholic Lieutenants, 
was but of short duration, and before the end of the following 

year the Protestant Lord Stawell was called upon to assume 
charge of the county ; a step very reluctantly adopted by 
James, but which the course of events had obliged him to take. 
Such had been the feeling against this Lord Stawell at the time 
of Jeffi-eys's Western Circuit, that (as stated by Locke, in his 
** Western Rebellion*'), the corpse of one of the executed 
prisoners was suspended in chains at liis park gate, as an in- 
fliction for the sympathy and compassion shown by him for the 
slaughter and suflferings of his neighbours.* 

These barbarities, however, the foreshadowings of similar 
acts which might yet be looked for, if James, as was then prob- 
able, followed the example of Louis XIV., in respect of his. 
Protestant subjects, t were in due course destined to have an 
end. The landing of the Prince of Orange, at no very distant 
date, became the forerunner of better things for Somersetshire, 
and the rest of the kingdom. He was hailed on his arrival as 
the saviour of the country, and with the exception of James's 
Catholic adherents, most of the landowners of position flocked 
to his standard. At Exeter he was joined not only by the 
gentlemen of Somersetshire and Devonshire, but by many 
others of rank of the same party from different parts of England, 
who hastened to him in a body. A proof may be had of the

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spirit which animated them, by the following resolution or 
declaration, emanating from the Somersetshire gentry for the 
defence of the Prince and the cause he had undertaken, 
which, whilst it does honour to the spirited feeling which, 
prompted it, illustrates an important part of the Revolution of 
1688. 

The following parchment roll among the Papers of Sir 
A. A. Hood, at St. Audries, testifies to the sentiments which 
Somersetshire held at that time : — 

" We, whose names are hereunto subscribed, who have now 
joyned with the Prince of Orange for the defence of the Pro- 
testant religion, and for maintaining the ancient Government, 
and the Laws and Liberties of England, Scotland and Ireland, 
do engage to Almighty God, his Highness the Prince of Orange, 
and to one another, to stick firm to the cause and to one 
another in the defence of it, and never to depart from it, until 
our Religion, our Laws and Liberties are so far secured to us in 
a free Parliament, that we shall be no more in danger of falling 
under Popery and Slavery. And whereas we are engaged in 
this common cause under the protection of the Prince of 
Orange, by which means his person may be exposed to dangers, 
and to the desperate [and] cursed attempts of papists and other 
bloody men : — We do therefore solemnly engage to God, and 
to one another, that if any such attempts are made upon him, 
we will pursue not only those who make them, but all their ^ 
adherents, and all that we find in arms against us, with the utmost 
severity of a just revenge to their ruin and destruction, and that 
the execution of such attempts, (which God of his mercy forbid), 
shall not divert us from prosecuting the cause, which we now 
undertake, but that it shall engage us to carry it on with all the 
rigour that so barbarous a practice shall deserve, against all 
persons whatsoever^ the Kings sacred person only excepted.*

He had represented Bath in 1685, and was returned 
for the same borough in the Convention Parliament of 1688-9. After the Revolution he 
was appointed to the Lieutenancy of Somersetshire by William HI. (Luttrell). He 
was Governor of Bath at the time of the Monmouth invasion, and refused entrance 
to the Duke's forces when that place was summoned to open its gates to him 
(Reresby). Subsequently, after the landing of William of Orange, we find the following 
entry among the Duke of Sutherland's papers : — Dec. 4, i688. " The Princes of 
Orange and Denmark stayed at the Earl of Bristol's till Friday last, and went thence 
to Bruton, the Lord Fitzharding's house, and designed for Bristol, which city was 
delivered to the E. of Shrewsbury, who is made Governor of it by the Prince ot 
Orange"— [Hist. MSS. Com. V, 198].. This branch of the Berkeleys of Berkeley 
Castle, descends from Sir Maurice Berkeley of Bruton in Somersetshire, who was 
Standard-bearer to Henry VIIL, Edward VL, and Queen Elizabeth; and he again 
from Sir Robert Fitzharding, Lord of Berkeley in Gloucestershire.

The ladies of the Queen's household distin^ished themselves pre-eminently by 
rapacity and hardheartedness. Part of the disgrace which they incurred falls on 
their mistress ; for it was only on account of the relation in which they stood to her, 
that they were able to enrich themselves by so odious a trade.'* ....** The 

misfortunes which she [the Queen] subsequently endured have made her an object 
of some interest ; but that interest would not be a little heightened if it could be 
shown that, in the season of her greatness she saved, or even tried to save, one single

victim from the most frightful proscription that England had ever seen. Unhappily 
the only request she is known to have preferred touching the rebels, was that a 
hundred of those who were sentenced to transportation might be given to her 
(Sunderland to Jeffreys, Sept. 14, 1685). The profit which she cleared on the cargo, 
after making large allowance for those who died of hunger and fever during the 
passage, cannot be estimated at less than a thousand guineas.*' ....** We 
cannot wonder that her attendants should have imitated her unprincely greediness 
and her unwomanly cruelty. They exacted a thousand pounds from Roger Hoare, a 
merchant of Bridgwater, who had contributed to the military chest of the rebel army. 
But the prey on which they pounced most eagerly was one, which it might have been 
thought that even the most ungentle natures would have spared. Most of the young 
ladies who had presented the standard to Monmouth at Taunton, or who had walked 
in the procession were still alive. Some had expiated their offence. Some of them 
were under ten years of age, all had acted under the orders of their school mistress, 
without knowing that they were committing a crime. The Queen's maids of honor 
asked permission to wring money out of the parents of the poor children ; and the 
permission was granted. An order was sent down to Taunton that all these little 
girls should be seized and imprisoned. Sir Francis Warre, of Hestercombe, the 
Tory member for Bridgwater, was requested to undertake the office of exacting the 
ransom. He was charged to declare in strong language that the maids of honor 
would not endure delay, that they were determined to prosecute to outlawry, unless 
a reasonable sum were forthcoming, and that by a reasonable sum was meant 
7000 pounds. Warre excused himself from taking any part in a transaction so scandalous. 
The maids of honor then requested William Penn to act for them ; and Penn accepted 
the commission '* [Letter of the Duke of Somerset to Sir F. Warre ; Macaulay 
History of England i, 655-6.]

f John Trenchard of Taunton, who was sent to the Tower upon suspicion of com- 
plicity in the Rye-house plot in 1683, is the person here spoken of. He was brought 
up as a barrister, and was Recorder of Taunton. With regard to this event, a letter 
firom Sir C. Littleton to Lord Hatton (in the Hatton Correspondence) dated June 
30*^, 1683, has this entry: — **Mr. Trencher (sic) is in the Tower too, the same who 
first brought in y* Bill of Exclusion of a popish successor. My L^ Russel was v* 
next that brought it in, and carried up to y* Lords, as you may better know then L'* 
T. Deanes writing to Lord Preston (June 28*^ 1683) says : — ** This morning Tren- 
chardy recorder of Taunton, and the chairman of the King's Head club, and as it 
since appears treasurer to the plotters, was taken and sent to the Tower. Strict 
guards are kept at Whitehall. Never a horrider conspiracy was ever hatched or so 
plainly made out.*' [The same to the same] June 28, 1683 — "Two days ago my 
Lord Kussel was sent to the Tower. I need write nothing of the Duke of Monmouth, 
the printed proclamation will inform you about him. This I can only tell you, that 
these lords are not accused of the design that was now on foot for killing the 
King, but an old one, which was some months ago to seize him, and was rendered 
inenectual by Mr. Trincard (Trenchard) not being able to raise the 3,000 he had 
promised them from the west. The gentleman is now apprehended, but it is not 
known what he confesseth. [Sir F. Graham's Papers ; Hist. MSS. Com. vii, 364] . 
He was afterwards implicated with Monmouth in 1685, ^^^ arrested ** for dangerous 
and seditious practices '* about the time of his landing in the West. Being rescued 
by his father-in-law, Geo. Speke of White Lackington, out of the hands of the mes- 
sengers-at-arms, for which the latter was heavily fined, he made his escape abroad, 
where he lived for some years, until pardoned. Hume says : — " Trenchard in par- 
ticular, who had interest in the disaffected town of Taunton, had assured him (Mon- 
mouth) of considerable assistance from that neighbourhood.** Luttrell under date of 
Dec. 7th, 1687, has the following : — ** A warrant is said to be signed for Mr. Tren- 
chards pardon ;*' and a later entry (July 2i8t, 1688), runs thus : — " John Trenchard 
Esq is come over, and hath kist the King*s hand, and is received into favour.** In 
the reign of William and Mary (1693), he was appointed Chief Justice of Chester, 
Sergeant-at-law, and Secretary of State, being then knighted, but died two years after- 
wards in 1694-5. Some particulars of this appointment, worthy of note, are given 
in the Hatton Correspondence. — C. Hatton to Lord Hatton, Nov. 7th, 1693. ** Here 
is very good news, my L<*, at w<* many here, who either cou*d not see or wink*d, are 
niuch surpris'd at. The si|;net is taken from my L<^ Nottingham. The most credible 
report is y* yesterday morning, about 9 of y« clocke, Mr Sec. Trenchard came to my 
lA Nottingham and signify'd to him his master's pleasure y^ he should resign up his 
office as Secretary ; w*" my L* declared he wou*d not doe, for he had serv*d y* King 
faithfully and done nothing but what he could justify. S' John Trenchard then told 
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accordingly he carried it to Kensington, and ther delivered it up himself.** Sir C. 
Littleton writing to Lord Hatton, says: — Nov 9th 1693, ** I hear yS when M' Secrc: 
Trencher came to D* N for y* seales, he told him, w*" y* usual! complim*, that he 
was sorry to come of y* message, w<^ was, that his Ma^ understanding he was willing 
and desirous to deliver y* seales, and had sent him for y™. My L^' replied : * Not I before

The Secretary told hiny 
yt he did indeed mistake his message, and y^ y Kin^ commanded em. So my LA 
went w«*» em." [Hatton Correspondence, Cam., Soc. li, 196-7-8.] Burnet observes :— 
** Trenchard was made Secretary of State ; he had been engaged far with the Duke 
of Monmouth. He got out of England, and lived some years beyond sea, and 
had a right understanding of affairs abroad. He was a calm and sedate man, and 
was much more moderate, than could have been expected, since he was a leading 
man in party. He had too great a regard to the stars and too little to religion? 
[History^of His Own Time, iv, 157.] He does not appear to have sat in the Long 
Parliament, but was first returned for Taunton in 1678-9 ; he sat for the same boroi^ 
in 1679, and 1680-1, the year in which the Exclusion Bill, with which he was much 
concerned, was passed By the Commons and rejected by the Lords. In the Parlia- 
mentary Returns he is described of Taunton, but he was also of Bloxworth in Dorset- 
shire, which he purchased of the Savage family (HutqJ^ins). There were two of the 
same name at this time, likely to be confounded, the magistrate under notice, and 
John Trenchard of Cutteridge, and Abbots Lei^h, a political writer and author of 
** Cato's Letters;" a commissioner for the forfeited estates in Ireland; and M.P. for 
Taunton in the ad septennial parliament. They were distant cousins ; the former 
grandson of Sir Thomas Trenchard of Wolvcrton, living in 1640 ; the latter son of 
William Trenchard of Cutteridge, M.P. for Heytesbury and Westbury, mentioned in 
the " Wilts " Returns, 
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S' John Sydenham,* and John Speak,t eldest son to George Speak, do 
intend to stand for the County, but it is uncertaine whether they will be 
chosen.

[Autograph Letter from Edward Strode, high sheriff of Somersetshire, 
dated 14 January i68f , complaining of his dispute with the county 
magistrates af the Quarter Sextons, and their hostility to him, as the 
King's nominee ; apparently addressed to Robert Brent % ^s the 
principal agent of the " Committee for Regulating Corporations"] 

I serv'd y® late undersherifife w^ his writ of discharge y* 19*** of Dec****^ 
past ; and y® 2^ of this instant I went to my first county court att illchester, 
expecting to have mett y® late sheriff,§ then to havey* Goale Rolls, writs 



* Sir John Sydenham of Brimpton in the county of Somerset, was the 2nd Bart., 
and ob. 1696. He represented the county in 1669 and 1678-9. His ist wife was 
daughter of John, Lord Powiett ; his 2nd wife daughter of Philip, Earl of Pembroke 
and Montgomery. Several monuments of the family are in Brimpton Church. 

f John Speke, the name of whose family was anciently Le Espek or Espec, (now 
represented by Speke of Tordans), was apparently brother of Charles, convicted of 
being in the Monmouth rebellion, and hung at Ilminster by Judge Jeffreys, being both 
sons of George Speke of White Lackington. Hugh Speke, who forged a manifesto in 
1688, would seem to have been another brother. The grandaughter of the above 

John, married Frederick, Earl of Guilford. The Speke family were antagonistic to 
ames IL George Speke in i68-,was convicted of a riot in rescuing out of the hands 
of the messengers-at-arms his son-in-law, John Trenchard, apprehended for high 
treason, and was condemned in a fine of 2000 marks. Hugh Speke in 1715, author 
of the Secret History of the Revolution, and at on« time an officer in the service of 
the Prince of Orange, laid claim in that year to the authorship of a forged proclamation, 
purporting to have come from William of Orange on his landing, the object of which 
was to render a service to his cause and that of Protestantism, and aim a deadly 
blow at James's Government. Macaulay considers that having made this avowal 
27 years after the time, when those who might have contradicted him were dead, 
some doubt exists as to its credibility. He was instigated to the act, in revenge for 
his brother's execution after the Monmouth rebellion. 

I This letter is difficult to decipher and void of all punctuation ; stops have there^ 
fore been inserted to make it more readable. 

§ The late sheriff was Edward Hobbes. How long he retained the office we have 
not ascertained, but we find him as such in 1685. ^^ became very conspicuous 
during the notorious Western Circuit and " Bloody Assize," in carrying out the 
sentences of execution of Judge Jeffreys, after the Monmouth Rebellion. It may not 
be out of place, seeing the short mterval of time between these transactions and those 
recorded in the letter, to give a copy of his warrant for the execution of certain 
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and all other things belonging to my office turn'd over to me, according 
to y* tenour of y® s^ writ, y* soe I might have made a keeper, and have 
had a safe place for prisoners, and have been secured from escapes, but 
y® sheriff never mett me. I found all y® people att y* place, being 
Attorneys, and y® rich sober country freeholders, (except y® late under- 
sheriff)* satisfyed and thankfull for his Ma'ties grace in giving present 
lyberty, and dessigning y® taking off y® penall laws and y® test. Publickly 
att y® table I convinced all of y® aboundant kindnes of his Ma'tie to his 
people in his labouring for it. Y® lo^ instant I also went to the 
quarter sessions held att Bruton, (beqsiuse I heard of noe new Comission 
of y® peace seal'd), to give my attendance on y® justices, [not] doubting 
their mallice ag* me because of his Ma*ties imployingof me, and hop'd I 
should have found all things well and easy, espetially it being y® lord 
ffitzhardings town, and he ther, but I found y® quite contrary. Y® first 
man I discourst was y* lord, who told me his answer to y® lord Wal. 
grave,* on y® questions propos*d by him, and y* w° y® lord Walgrave 
told him y* his Ma'tie would secure all y® laws to his people as to their 
liberty and property, y* he should [did] answer him, y* could not be done 
unlesse his Ma'tie would hang eleven Judges. He after shew'd me and 
Justice Hunt (a most violent man), a letter from y® Lord Walgrave, 
wherein my lord writ him, y* his last answer was approved of by the 
King, and y® others y* answer'd negatively to y® questions rejected. He

Jeffreys for the executing of several rebeils within yo' said cittie. These are therefore 
to will and require yo'', immediately on sight hereof, to erect a gallows in the most 
publicke place of y"^ said cittie to hang the said trayto" on, and that yo'' provide 
halters to hang them with, a sufficient number of faggots to bume the bowells of 
fower traytors, and a furnace or cauldron to boyle their heads and quarters, and salt 
to boil therewith, halfe a bushell for each trayto', and tarr to tarr y™ with, and a 
sufficient number of speares and poles to fix and place their heads and quarters ; and 
that yo'' warne the owners of fower oxen to be ready with a dray and wayne, and the 
said fower oxen at the time hereafter mentioned for execusion, and yo^ yourselves to- 
geather with a guard of fortie able men att the least to be present on Wednesday morning 
next by eight of the clock, to be aiding and assisting to me or my Deputie, to see the 
said rebeils executed. Given under my seal of office, this i6^ day of November, A* 
1° Jacobi Secundi 1685

Yo^ are also to provide an axe and a cleaver for quartering the said rebeils.

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swore he gave y* lord Walgrave noe other answer, but y* he would first 
see y® laws secured before ever he would assent or act towards taking ofif 
y® penall laws and Test ; and made himself very pleasant. The next 
thing he talk't w*^ me about was y* he would see y® panell of y® Grand 
Jury. I told him they were all substantiall free holders and good men, 
and y* y® undersheriff had y® panell. He sent for y® undersheriff to 
bring it to him, (this was all att an jnne) (a very unusual thing) ; w° he 
had it, he caus'd Edward Cheek y® master of y® jnne to read y® names, 
and give his character as they weer read, and he could not object ag* 
any, only y® old usuall Jury men were left out, w^^ troubled y® lord, and 
he would have had me returned others, some of his neighbors, w** I 
refused to doe. Then he was angry, and told me I had returned a Grand 
Jury y' would make an Addresse. I told him I thought soe, and it was 
fitt they should for y® Kings love to his people. In some short time S' 
Edward Phillips came, who was sent for by y® lord to hold y® sessions 
w**» M^ Hunt, M' Thomas Windham, the Chancellour of Wells D' 
Bayly, and M' Bull. They went to y® hall, and after my undersheriff 
had delivered them y® precept and y® panell of y® Grand Jury, David 
Trim, (tho* he knew I had a spetiall outlawry ag* him), appeared as 
deputy clerk of y® peace, and in affront to his Ma'ties writ, he first caird 
y® Bayliffs of the hundreds for their hundred juries, and as he read them 
to be sworn, those y* weer sober honest men he would stand up and 
acquaint y® L*^ Ffitzharding and S*^ Edward Phillips, &c., of them, to y® 
great discouragment of them and others [returned] for y® Grand Jury, who 
weer much sleighted and discountenanced by y® court, espetially [by] y® 
lord ffitzharding, who talkt w*** M*^ James Tucker, y® foreman of y® Grand 
Jury, to hinder an Addresse ; his Ma'ties writ of outlawry being deliver'd 
me and M"^ Trim in presence. It would have been an escape in (from ?) 
me if he weer not taken on it, soe I ordered one of my Bayliffs, w° y® 
court was up, to goe and sei*ve him w*^ y® warrant, w*^^ he civilly did, 
noebocy taking notice of it. The justices came to y® jnne to diner, 
where I was w*^ y® Duke of Southampton,* and M"^ Speaker Sey- 



* Charles Fitzroy, son of Charles II. by Barbara, Duchess of Cleveland, was 
created lOuke of Southampton in 1675, and died 1730. On the death of his son the 
Duke of ibouthampton and Cleveland, the honours expired. His ist wife, by whom 
he had no issue, was Mary, daughter and sole heir of Sir Henry Wood Kt. and Bart, 
of Loudham in Suffolk, Clerk of the Green Cloth t. Charles II. He was married to 
her whilslt yet a minor, and several entries appear in Luttrell's Diary affording 
evidence cvf considerable litigation as to the disposal of her fortune. These extracts 
are given lunder Sir Cssar Cranmer Wood. 
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mour,* w° y« lord Fitzharding came into y« room, he came angryly to me 
and told me, I had returned a grand Jury of purpose to addresse, and y* 
y« King had not made me sherifif for nought, and more to this purpose. 
I answered him y* whilst his Ma'tie thought me fitt to serve him, I 
would doe him all faithfull service. We went to diner, wher I was 
sufi&tiently abus'd and teas'd by them, having noe body ther of the 
Kings side w^ me, but I took courage and did answer them again 
w^ out fear. Presently after diner news came y* Trim was arrested, 
linediatly y* lord ffitzharding, M*^ Hunt, but espetially M' Thomas 
Windham fell upon me in a most violent manor, and us'd me very re- 
proachfully, aijd askt me how I durst arrest one of their officers. M' 
Windham was so furious y* he talkt of cutting my throat, and I veryly 
believe if one had not stept between us, he would have struck me. He 
told me M' Trim was his officer, meaning he being recorder of Wells, 
and he his Town Clerk, and I should have ask't his leave, and given 
him notice. I vallew'd none of them but stood my ground, tho' single, 
and told them I would never be ashamed to execute the Kings writs as 
long as he should cofnand and think me worthy. Alt last w" they saw 
I would not discharge Trim, they p*^ down 20^^, and y^ lord ffitzharding, 
M' Windham, M"^ Stocker, M"^ Twiford, all of a sort, became bound for 
y« other 24^^. This being over I considirr'd w*^ myself, if I should stay, 
y* court would take some occasion ag^* me, (as afterwards they did), soe 
I left my undersherifif to wait on them, and went hoiti<. I was noe 
sooner gone, and they gone to court, but they contrived o^JBsPlumer, a 
hundred Bayliffe of y^ lord ffitzharding, who is lord of Bruton inijidred, 
to fall out w*^ a Bayliffe of mine, (who was sworn to attend ancj keep 
y« Grand Jury ther in y^ Hall), and said aloud, " y* was one of Sirodes 
Rouges," meaninge me. The other only answer'd y* he should hold his 
peace, " for y« time was now over for y« setting up of heads and quarters." 
Upon this y* lord ffitzharding, M' Windham, S' Edw Phillips, and M*^ 
Hunt fell most outragiously upon my Bayliffe, s*^ y* he disturbed y^ 
court, coinanded him to find sureties or they would coinitt hi n. He 
modestly answer'd y* he did not disturb y^ court, but answer'i him y* 
abus*d him, and pray'd their pardon, and y* he had no suret es. All 



f He had been chosen Speaker in 1678, in the room of Sir Robert Siwyer, and 
the particulars (as given in the Hatton Correspondence) are elsewhere mentioned. 
He was again chosen by the House of Commons the year following, but lis appoint- 
ment refused by tho King. In November, 1688, he was one of those wh. went over 
to the Prince of Orange, being then made Governor of Exeter.

S', y* businis of this q^ sessions would have been as 
easyly dispatcht in 2 days as in 4, but because Bruton is y® lord ffitz* 
hardings towne, and Edward Cheek y* master Of y« jnne, wher y* 
Justices do eat and drink, the businis is prolonged to keep the country 
men in towne to spend their monys, and to spend the Kings mony, for 
y* Justices have each 4* a day, and y* y^ King might not have fines 
to pay it, theyhave this sessions fin'd men y* have been found guilty, 
some but 6^, some i*, for greater offences then formerly.

* The writer of this letter belonged to the Strodes of Cranmore, who derived their 
descent from Warine de la Strode, Lord of Strode in Dorsetshire, temp. Conq. The 
representative of the family in 1623 was Thomas Strode of Shepton-Mallei in Somer- 
setshire, and we assume Edward, (the Sheriff here named), also of Shepton- Mallet, 
to have been his grand-nephew. Owing to the number of branches seated at the 
time in Dorset and Somerset, it is difficult to identify him with certainty. A monu- 
ment at Shepton-Mallet, inscribed to the memory of Edward Strode of Downside in 
that parish, who died in 1703, aged 73, son of William Strode of Barrington, most 
probably refers to him ; and in such case he would have been cousin (or nephew, for 
It is not very clear which), to Col. Wm. Strode, who died in 1645, M.P. for Bereal- 
ston t. James and Charles I., one of the five members impeached by Charles I., and 
demanded out of the House of Commons. His relationship to this Col. Strode at 
any rate, was near, the allusion to him in the letter from one of the bench at Bruton 

Saarter Sessions (overleaf) decidedly implying this. The same Edward Strode was 
e founder in 1699 of the Almshouses, called after his name at Shepton-Mallet. 
That he should have assisted Monmouth with funds, as asserted by the writer, and 
afterwards have become zealous in the King's service, is an anomaly, but of no 
unusual occurrence in those days. He had obtained the King's pardon for the part 
he took in the insurrection in the West, and we have this entry In Luttrell's Diary : 
— " 1686 April 27***, Edward Strode Esq pleaded at the Kings bench bar his majesties 
pardon for high treason." We have not ascertained the date of his nomination as 
Sheriff, but if prior to August 1687, it was he who accompanied Tames II. in his pro- 
gress at that time to the frontier af the county, where the High Sheriff of Glouces- 
tershire was ready to receive the King. In the above Diary of Luttrell we have the 
sequel to the Quarter Sessions disturbance, as given in his correspondence. Under 
date of February 1687-8, is this entry : — " Upon the complaint of M' Strode, the 
Sherif of Somersetshire, several gentlemen of that county attended his majestie in 
council for affronting him, but he not making good his complaint, they were dis- 
charged." Shortly after, this entry is followed by another : — " Some persons met 
lately at Bruton in Somersetshire, and burnt the high sherif, M' Strode, in effigy 
there." 
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[Counter-statefnent from one of the Bench, in reply to the foregoing letter of 
accusation on the part of the High Sheriffs commenting in strong terms 
on his character and antecedents.] * 



That I may give you a satisfactory, as well as a just relation of what 
hapned between the high Sheriff of Somersett, M"^ Edward Strode, and 
some Justices of the Peace of the same County, at the Quarter Sessions 
the tenth of January at Brewton, I must take my rite some years before, 
and acquaint you that after Monmouth's Rebellion, when every honest 
heart was full of detestation of those vile miscreants, who had bin the 
loss of soe many lives and so much Treasure in that Country, noe 
person was more zealous to discover those Traitors, then one David 
Trim of Wells, who in his search found the aforesaid M"^ Stroode to 
have abetted it, by giving a considerable sume of money without any 
compultion to Monmouth. This as a good subject he revealed, which 
made Strood be seized, who had not now bin Sheriffe, had not his 
Ma*y in great mercy given him his life. This by the sequell seemes 
plainly to be the foundation on which his spleene is built ; for a writt 
coming into his hand against Trim, when he might easily have taken 
him any day, he reserved it, till he could take his revenge the most 
disgracefully to him and his friends, publikely before the County at the 
Sessions, where he knew he must be the Clerke of the Peace's Deputy. 
This the gentlemen conceived was an affront done to the Court, and 
told him so with very little heate, nor would they protect him, which 
they thought they might, finding by his insolent carriage he sought a 
quarrell. All they did was to be bound for the debt, every body there 
thinking this had been an end of all before in dispute, and that he was 
satisfied now, as well with those who had any warme discourse with 
him, as with such with whom there had passed nothing but civiHty and 
respect. For my owne part I never exceeded those bounds, and doe 
sweare I thought we had parted loving neighbours. In the afternoon 
when the Sheriff was gon, there hapned an accident that might be soe 
misrepresented that he might be concerned at it. When the Grand 
Jury had received their charge, a Bayliffe as usually was appointed to

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waite on them, the Jury instead of him appointed desired one Stroode, 
a kinsman of the Sheriffs might be the man, which we readily assented 
to. As soone as in office, he called to the other Baylifife as loude as all 
in the Hall heard him, and in an insolent tone, that [the] "time of hanging 
and quartering is over," which being all scandalized at, as a great 
reflection on the justice of the Nation, we comitted him to the Under- 
sheriffe, who suffered him to scape, on which we fined the Sheriff a 
hundred pounds, but on his coming in next morning, acknowledging his 
fault, the fine was struck off. Possibly he was nettled at this. If any 
heate of word passed between him and other gentlemen, who have ever 
bin as eminently loyall as he and his family have been other wayes, I 
never knew my Country famed for good breeding. To be called before 
the King and Councell, will be a punishment will break their hearts, to 
finde him preferred to them, who on all occations have ventured life 
and fortune for his Ma^, of which I can give many eminent instances. 
For my owne part I can never be repaired ; he hath blasted me in the 
Country, where far from Court I desired only leave to pray for the King, 
which I doe publikely, faithfully, and fervently, twice a day at least ; 
then to be cited to appeare before the Councell on the bare allegations 
of a man, whose father was so eminent a Rebell, he had a perticular 
proclamation to proclaim him so, and he plundred my father in the 
beginning of the Rebellion 1642 ; whose brother carried on [upl a petition 
to exclude his present Ma*y, which I put a stop to first of any man in 
England, and turned the streame quite the other way, as my Lord 
Godolphin* well enough knowes. If I have done any thing amiss to the 
King t'was for this Stroode, swayed too much by a tender nature. 
Though it did little, I often interceded with his Ma*^ to save him, for 
which I humbly ask God Almighty, the King and Countryes pardon. 
This is all on [behalf of] my reputation a little lowde ; it may be 
unmannerly language might [did] pass, and if he had not bin galled, 
he would have winced no more than others.

PROPOSED REPEAL OF THE SAME IN 1687-8; 

The Circular Questions propounded by James 11. , on thai occasion, to the 
Deputy Lieutenants and Magistrates of the County of Dorset, 

[From the Original Documents in the Bodleian.] 



Dorsetshire was a county, which Uke that of Somerset, 
embraced beyond any other, the greatest proportion of 
" Whigs," or those holding the doctrine of the fanatical Scotch 
Covenanters, antagonistic to the " court party" or government 
of the day. Like that county also, it had experienced the same 
barbarities after the Monmouth insurrection, but to a some- 
what less extent. 

Its Lord Lieutenant was John, third and last Earl of Bristol 
of that creation. The title had been conferred on the first 
Earl,* for his able and distinguished services (as considered at 
the time), in negociating the Spanish marriage in 1622. He 



* Sir John Digby, ist Baron Digby of Sherborne, county Dorset, had been so cre- 
ated in 1618 on his return to England, during the progress of a proposed marriage 
treaty between Charles, Prince of Wales, and the Infanta Maria of Spain ; and had 
been further raised to the Earldom of Bristol in 1622, during the same negociations. 
As is well-known, the Treaty was broken ofif, and on succeedmg to the throne, Charles 
ist married Henrietta Maria of France. In 1626 he was brought on a charge of 
high treason before the House of Lords, for his conduct as ambassador in carrying on 
the above treaty, on the allegation of an endeavour, whilst professing the Protestant 
religion, to advance the doctrines of the Church of Rome, to the prejudice of the 
established religion of the kingdom. On this occasion he impeached the King*s fav- 
ourite, the Duke of Buckingham. He was a member of the Long Parliament in 
1640, but eventually withdrew into France, where he died in 1653. 
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had been appointed to carry on negociations with Spain with 
that view in 1616 (14 James I) ; and was a Protestant, although 
his son, the 2d Earl, who had become a convert when in exile, 
and is said to have died a Catholic, appears, according to all 
authentic testimony, to have experienced satisfaction in the 
repeated changes of his religious faith, and was as eccentric on 
that score, as he was a contradiction in many other matters re- 
corded of him.* 



* George Digby, 2nd Earl of Bristol, was brought up a Protestant, as stated in his 
father's defence before the Lords in 1626 (Rapin). In 1640-1 he was knight of the 
Shire for Dorset, but opposing the Bill of Attainder against the Earl of Strafford, his 
speech was publickly burned by the hangman (Rapin), and he was expelled the house. 
The Parliamentary party stripped him of his estates, which he, however, recovered 
at the Restoration, and was made a Knight of the Garter. He it was, also, who in 
1642 advised Charles I to take that memorable step of impeaching the five members 
of the Commons. In that year his correspondence with the Queen, his brother-in- 
law Sir Lewis Dives, and Mr. Secretary Nicholas, becoming intercepted, he was 
accused of high treason. On the Duke of York being obliged to quit France in 
1657, *11 ^^^ English of the King's party in the service of France, had the same 
orders, and amongst them Lord Digby, who had then become Earl of Bristol upon 
the death of his father, and a convert to the Catholic religion. " All these English 
(says Rapin), dismissed from France, retired into the Low Countries, some to their 
King (Charles II), and the rest to Don Juan of Austria, to seek employment in his 
army." His life, according to Walpole, was a real contradiction — ** whilst writing 
against Popery, he embraced it. A zealous opponent of the court, he was a sacrifice 
for it. He was converted to Popery in the midst of his prosecution of Lord Strafford, 
and was unconscientiously an opposer of Lord Clarendon. He spoke in favour of 
the Test Act although a Roman Catholic," — but as the concluding part of his speech on 
this occasion, is evidence of laudable and statesmanlike motives, even if inconsistent on 
the score of faith, we give it as recorded by Rapin : — " Upon the whole matter, how- 
ever {much\ the sentiments of a Catholick of the Church of Home (not of the Court of 
Rome), may oblige me, upon scruple of conscience, to give my negative to this Bill, 
yet as a member of a Protestant parliament, my advice prudentially cannot but go 
along with the main scope of it, the present circumstances of time and affairs con- 
sidered, and the necessity of composing the disturbed minds of the people." In 1663 
Dr. Wm. Denton writing to Sir R. Vemey observes ; — '* Bristol, I hear is in town, 
and bottoms himself mostly in the Presbyterian interest, being now turned Protest- 
ant again" (Hist. MSS. Com. vii, 484); nevertheless he changed once more, for in 
1676 he died a Catholic. Contradiction seems to have been a feature in this family, 
for his brother John, a general of horse under Lord Hopton, became a secular priest 
at Pontoise, saying mass daily to the English nuns of that conventual establishment 
(Wood Athen. Oxon. iii, 341). John, 3rd Earl of Bristol of Sherborne, the above 
named Lord Lieutenant, succeeded his father in 1676, and married as his 2nd wife 
the daughter of Sir Hugh Windham Knt., one of the Justices of the Common Pleas. 
His mother was Anne, daughter of Francis, Earl of Bedford, and from his sister, 
Anne, married to Robert, Earl of Sunderland, Lord- President of James II Council, 
the present Duke of Marlborough, and Earl Spencer, mutually descend. He died in 
1698, when the Earldom becoming extinct, his estates passed to the above named 
Anne, Countess of Sunderland. 
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Being called to the Upper House on the death of his father in 
1676, whilst sitting as the recently elected member for the 
county of Dorset, in place of Sir Giles Strangways, he became 
involved in an action for slander with Lord Shaftesbury, arising 
out of that very election, in which the latter recovered ;^iooo 
damages against him ; a verdict which so irritated the Dorset- 
shire electors, that they at once subscribed ;^3ooo, wherewith 
to present him.* 

On the Revolution of 1688, like the majority of the upper 
classes, he cast in his lot with William of Orange, and whilst the 
Prince was on his march towards the capital, he entertained him 
at Sherborne, escorting him thither from the borders of his 
county of Dorset. He died in 1698, when the Earldom became 
extinct.

The Circular Questions propounded by James II., on thai occasion, to the 
Deputy Lieutenants and Magistrates of the County of Bedford.

In Bedfordshire the " Whig " element, or as might now be 
almost termed, the popular or democratic element, as against 
Popery and the " Court," was dominant in the country or rural 
districts, and among the artisans of the towns. It had been 
proved so particularly at the election for the Parliament of 
1678-9, the first after the Long Parliament, and previously, when 
William, Lord Russell,* the most popular man of the day, had 
been its representative, the circumstances attending whose un- 
fortunate death, and connection with that party, have become 
like a romance in history ; but in the packed parliament of 1685, 
when all hostile boroughs in the " Whig '* interest had been 
deprived of their charters, the elections were ever)rwhere in 
favour of the government, or as then styled '* the Court.'* 

Thomas, 2d Earl of Ailesbury,t had succeeded his father in 
1685 in the Lieutenancy of this county. He had also been 

* Son and heir apparent of William, Earl of Bedford, (afterwards i« Duke of Bed- 
ford,) convicted and executed in 1683 for his complicity in the Rye-House (or 
Protestant) Plot 

t Thomas Bruce, 2d Earl of Ailesbury, and 3d Earl of Elgin in Scotland. His 
father Robert Bruce, 2d Baron Bruce of Whorlton, county York, and 2d Earl of Elgin, 
was created in 1664 Baron Bruce of Skelton, county York, Viscount Bruce of Ampt- 
bill, county Bedford, and Earl of Ailesbury, county Bucks ; ob.

appointed Lieutenant of the county of Huntingdon, during the 
absence of Edward, Earl of Sandwich. Robert, the first Earl, 
who sat as Lord Bruce in 1661 for the county of Bedford, had 
been created an English peer in 1664. He was Lord Chamber- 
lain of the Household, and assisted at the Coronation of 
James H. in 1684-5, and died the same year at Ampthill, his 
seat in Bedfordshire. Reresby styles him : — " a true subject to 
King James." Thomas, the 2d Earl aforesaid, had stood a con- 
tested election for the county unsuccessfully against the Russell 
influence in 1678-9 ;*in the next parliaments, however, of 1679, 
and 1 680- 1, he was returned for the borough of Marlborough, 
in Wiltshire, and represented that county in 1684-5, until called 
to the Upper House on the death of his father.! He was a 
Catholic, and proclamation was made for apprehending him 
after James's abdication, as disafifected to the government 
Being suspected also of conspiring against William HL, in 1696, 
he was arrested and committed to the Tower. He died in 1 741. 
There is an autograph letter from the ist Earl among the Raw- 
linson MSS. to Samuel Pepys at the Admiralty in 1 684 ; and his 
commission appointing Pepys in 1685 a deputy lieutenant of 
Huntingdonshire.

I John Harvey of Ickwell-Bury in the parish of Northill, Beds, son of Robert

My Lord, 
Since your Hon^ spake with me at Bedford, I have conferred with the 
heads of the Dissenters, and particularly with M^ Margetts and M^ 
Bunyon whom your Lord^P named to me. The first of these was Judg- 
Advocate in y« Army under L** General Monke when y® late King was 
restored ; the other is Pastor to the Dissenting Congregation in this 
town. I find them all to be unanimous for electing only such members of 
Parliament as will certainly vote for repealing all the Tests and penal- 
Laws touching Religion ; and they hope to steere their friends and fol- 
lowers accordingly ; so that if the L** Leiften* will cordially assist with 
his influence over the Church-party, there cannot be, in human reason, 
any doubt of our electing two such Members. 

I nominated to them two Gentlemen to stand for Burgesses, but (I 
must confess) they returned upon me with reiterated desires that I would 
stand for one, and therfore rather than the King shall fail of one to vote 
for repealing the Tests and penal-Laws, I shall be willing to stand. 
The other they desired to stand with me, is Robert Audley Esq', late 
Deputy Recorder of our town, who, when in power, was very indulgent 
to all Dissenters. I sent yesterday a letter to him at his howse in 
Bigglsward [Biggleswade] , but he was gon into Lincoln-shire, and my 
letter returned.

During the absence of Edward, Earl of Sandwich,* the 
county of Huntingdon, was at this time in charge of Thomas, Earl 
of Aylesbury, already spoken of in the Returns from Bedford- 
shire, of which he had also been appointed the Lieutenant 
in the first year of James's reign. 

Among its magistrates and deputy lieutenants of the day, 
there is perhaps no name, so identified with the present 
time, as that of the diarist, Samuel Pepys, to whom Hunting- 
donshire gave birth, and the record of his verbatim Answer 
in these Returns is both of value and interest. One of the 
magistrates in his Answer to the 3 Questions, alludes to 
the " factious " [i.c. the Whig) party at the late Election 
of 1685 ; indeed we may conclude from the Answers in the 
Return, that the King encountered as much opposition in 
this as in any other quarter. This county, like the counties 
contiguous to it, had been very much the theatre of operations 
during the Great Rebellion, and doubtless a large share of 
Republican spirit lurked still among many of its community.

He was sentenced in 
1 7 14 by the Court of King's Bench to pay a fine of 1000 marks, and to undergo three 
years imprisonment, as the author, publisher, and printer of a work, entitled : — *' The 
Hereditary* Right to the Crown of England asserted." There is a letter from him in 
the Bodleian concerning the hardships of prisons ; he proposed that Divine Service 
should be performed in the Marshalsea Prison (Biographie Universelle). 

f Samuel Pepvs, the Diarist, was such a remarkable man, and his name as a public 
character so well known, both in the history of the time under notice, and in the 
present day, that a lengthened note of his career, drawn up from different sources, 
may not be thought inappropriate. 

His father, John Pepys, was descended from a family of that name at Cottenham, 
in Cambridgeshire, of which there is a pedigree of three generations in the Bodleian 
Library down to 1619, in descent from W°» Pepys of Cottenham 1541. His 
brothers were John and Thomas ; the former was Clerk of the Acts and to the Trinity 
House. The brother of John Pepys sen', was Thcmas of Bride Lane, London, who 
had a son Thomas, cousin to Samuel. What relation he bore to Roger Pepys, the 
M.P. for Cambridge in 1660, we have not ascertained. A letter from him to Sam^ Pepys 
(in the Bodleian), tends to the belief that he was of Impington in Cambridgeshire. After 
pursuing some trade (as has been said, altho' on no very authentic grounds), John 
Pepys sen', eventually settled at Brampton in Hunts, a small property which he had 
inherited from his brother, and he was also of Ellington in the same county. It was 
at the former place that Sam^ Pepys was bom in 1632. After leaving the school at 
Huntingdon, and that of St. PauFs, he went to Cambridge, and entered Magdalen 
College, where we find his admission at fo. 12 of the College Register: — Oct" 1650, 
** Samuel Peapys, filius Johannis Peapys, annos natus — , e schola Paulina admissus 
est Sizator, Tutor |^J, Domino Morland.'* [Hist. MSS. Com., v. 482J 

His cousin was Sir Edward Montagu, afterwards created Earl of Sandwich, whose 
father Sir Sidney Montagu, (a younger son of Sir Edward Montagu of Boughton), had 
married Paulina, 3d daughter of John Pepys of Cottenham, aforesaid. It was doubt- 
less to this renowned naval commander that he owed much of his subsequent advance- 
ment, who, independent of his eminent services, had been employed to bring over 
Charles II. to England at the Restoration in 1660 ; Pepys accompanying him as 
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+ Justice of y« Peace, Henry Stonner [Stonorl] I have writt twice 

to him, and have had no answer. 



Secretary on that occasion. In the same year he was nominated '* Clerk of the Acts 
of the Navy/* and thrown into almost daily intercourse with the Duke of York, as 
Lord High Admiral. He was very active in his department on the breaking out of 
the Dutch War in 1664, and remained at his post during the whole time of the 
" Plague " in the year following, regardless of the dangers which surrounded him. 
During the memorable " Fire of Ix)ndon ** he exerted himself, also, very conspicuously, 
as detailed in his own " Diary.** When in 1667, the officers of the Navy Board were 
summoned to the Bar of the House of Commons, respecting the Dutch Admiral De 
Ruytei*s success against Chatham Dockyard, Pepys undertook their defence, and 
succeeded in a brilliant speech of three hours duration in so disproving all charges 
made against the Board, that the inquiry went no further. 

In a contest for Aldborough in Suffolk, in which the Duke of York, and L^ Henry 
Howard (afterwards 6th Duke of Norfolk), exerted themselves for his return, he was 
unsuccessful ; and in 1673, although he was chosen for Castle Rising, his return was 
disputed, proceedings taking place in the House of Commons against his election, on 
the ground of his religious principles. In 1685 he was returned for Sandwich, one 
of the Cinque Port boroughs, as well as for Harwich, for which latter place he elected 
to sit. Upon the passing of the Test Act in 1673, the Duke of York, having resigned 
all his employments, the King called Mr. Pepys into his own service, as ** Secretary 
for the Affairs of the Navy." In 1679 he was committed to the Tower, with Sir 
Anthony Deane, a Commissioner oi the Navy, on suspicion of treasonable corres- 
pondence with the French King as to the state of the English Navy. In 1680, being 
in attendance on Charles II. at Newmarket, he took down in shorthand the narrative 
of that King's escape and adventures after the Battle of Worcester. So high, indeed, 
was Pepys in favor both with Charles II. and his brother, that we are told on reliable 
authority, that when the latter was in the act of sitting for his portrait to Sir Godfrey 
Kneller, intended as a present to him, then Secretary of the Admiralty, news coming 
that the Prince of Orange had landed, James II. with the utmost composure, desired 
Kneller to proceed and finish the picture, ** that his good friend might not be dis- 
appointed.'* This picture was at one time in the possession of Mr. S. P. Cockerell, 
and has been engraved by Vertue. He had assisted at James IPs. coronation as one 
of the Cinque Port Barons. 

Upon the accession of William and Mary, he lost (or rather gave up) his appoint- 
ments ; and although he had represented Harwich in two Parliaments, those, 
namely, of 1678-9, and 1685, the electors refused to return him for the Convention 
Parliament of 1688-9. Samuel Pepys bequeathed his library (The Pepysian Library) 
to Magdalen College, Cambridge, and died at Clapham, May 26th, 1703. His death 
and funeral are thus mentioned by Evelyn in his " Diary,'* and by Charles Hatton to 
Lord Hatton. The latter writes: — **June 5***, 1703. — Mr. Pepvs, who was a very 
valuable person and my particular friend, to whom dying he left mourning, is dead, 
and was yesterday buried ; several persons of quality and note being at his funerall." 
(Hatton Correspondence.) Evelyn observes : — ** 26*** May, 1703. — This day died Mr. 
Samuel Pepys, a very worthy, industrious, and curious person, none in England 
exceeding him in knowledge of the navy, in which he had passed through all the 

most considerable offices When King James II. went out of England, he 

laid down his office, and would serve no more ; but withdrawing himself from all 
public affairs he lived at Clapham, with his partner, Mr. Hewer, formerly his clerk, 
in a very noble house and sweet place. . . Mr. Pepys had been for nearly forty 
years so much my particuiar friend, that Mr. Jackson [son of Pefys's sisUr] sent me 
complete mourning, desiring me to be one to hold up the pall at his magnificent 
obsequies, but my indisposition hindered me from doing him this last office." 
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+ Justice of y« Peace, Chamock Heron Esq'.* He is at his quarters, 

being one of my L** Huntingtons captains.

His residence at Brampton in Huntingdonshire, was at " Sycamore House/* at one 
time occupied by Mr. George Phillips. We may add that his " Diary," written in 
shorthand, remamed undeciphered for upwards of a century, when it was deciphered 
and published in 1825 by the late Lord Braybroke ; and that among the Kawlinson 
MSS. in the Bodleian, is the ** Key*' to the cipher of his correspondence with Sir 
Leoline Jenkins, the statesman and Judge of the Admiralty Court. 

His name will be found in the Kent and Hants Returns, in his official connection 
with Portsmouth and Chatham. 

* May have been related to John Heron of Brampton, in Huntingdonshire. 

f Sir Robert Bernard of Huntingdon, 3d Bart., represented the county in 1688-9. 

I William Drury of Earith, co. Huntingdon, held the manor of Colne in that county. 
At the Visitation of 1684 he was aged 76, and ob. 1690. From him descended, in the 
4th generation, Thomas Drurv of Overstone, Northants, M.P. for Maldon in Essex, 
created a Baronet in 1739.

"^ Sir Robert Dacres Knt. of Cheshunt, in Hertfordshire, was one of the Band of 
Gentlemen Pensioners, temp. Charles II. and James II., and a gentleman of the Privy 
Chamber. The family had been seated at Cheshunt for several descents. Henry 
Dacres was an Alderman of London, 15 Elizabeth. The above knight died at his 
house in Clerkenwell in 1703. (Le Neve.) 

t Sir William Leman of Northaw, was created a Baronet in 1664, and represented 
the borough of Hertford in 1689-90. He had been High Sheriff of the county 28 C. II., 
and ob. 1701. 

J Silas Titus of Bushey, in Hertfordshire, styled " of the Bedchamber," was M.P. 
for Ludgershall in 1660, for Lostwithiel in 1669-70, designated in the Parliamentary 
Returns of that year, as the " Hon"*,*' and of St. Giles's in the Fields, co. Middlesex. 
In 1678-9 he was returned for the county of Herts, and sat for that of Huntingdon in 
1679, 1680- 1. In 1689 l^e ^AS member for Ludlow, but in a contested election for 
Huntingdonshire in 1695 he was defeated, " M' Montague and M' Hammond carry- 
ing it against him." [Luttrell, Oct. 30.] At the Restoration his name occurs in some 
pecuniary transactions with the Government, and as the recipient of a large suni of 
money. He was made a Privy Councillor in July, 1688, and as to that nomination, 
Evelyn observes : — ** Colonel Titus, Sir Henry Vane, (son of him who was executed 
tor his treason), and some other of the Presbyterian and Independent party, were

sworn of the Privy Council, from hopes of thereby diverting that party from going 
over to the Bishops and Church of England, which now they began to do, foreseeing 
the design of the Papists to descend and take in their most hateful of heretics, (as 
they at other times expressed them to be), to effect their own ends, now evident ; 
\v%z\ the utter extirpation of the Church of England first, and then the rest would 
follow." (Diary ii., 277.) His name is identified with a debate in the House of 
Commons, in 1692, on tne question of pronouncing sentence on two pamphlets, one of 
them the ** Pastoral Letter " of Burnet, Bishop of Salisbury, to those of his diocese, 
supposed to contain doctrines dangerous to the liberty of the subject, and as to which 
it was moved, that it should ** be burned by the hands of the common hangman.*' 
** Amongst those, [writes Charles Hatton to his brother Lord Hatton, in 1692-3] 
who signalized their favour to IV Burnet in speaking in his behalf, y* late \A Justice 
Coningsby, appeared very zealously, and said, y^ tho' their were some expressions 
w^ might give offence, yet ther were many excellent things in y^ booke, and, there- 
fore he hoped that they wou'd only censure y* passages w^ gave offence, and not 



bume 3^ booke.'* Coll. Titus reply'd to him and said : — ** In the year 1639 in an edition 
of y« Bible, " not '* was left out m the vii**» Commandem^ and yet y* Bible in w<* were 
very excellent things, was ordred to be burnt.'* On the motion being carried. Lord 
Ranelagh said, that the House had that day taken a letter out of Bi> Burnet's name, 
" for hereafter he would only be called Bp Burnt.*' [Cf. Smollett ; Tyndal ; Hatton

PROPOSED REPEAL OF THE SAME IN 1687-8; 

The Circular Questions propounded by James II. on that occasion^ to the 
Deputy Lieutenants and Magistrates of the County of Northampton. 

[From the Original Documents in the Bodleian.] 



Henry Mordaunt, 6'** Baron Mordaunt of Turvey,* in the 
county of Bedford, and 2^ Earl of Peterborough, had been 
first constituted Lord Lieutenant of Northamptonshire in 1642,+ 
and his re-appointment to the Lieutenancy took place on the 
accession of James IL He was also Lieutenant of the county 
of Rutland. From an early date Lord Peterborough, who was 
wounded at the battle of Newbury, and otherwise distinguished 
in the Civil Wars of Charles L, by his great zeal in the Royal 
cause, had continued firm in his allegiance to the House of Stuart. 



* The manor of Turvey was held temp. Conq. by Eustace le Mordaunt. Sir John 
Mordaunt, Sheriff of Beds t. H. VIII., was created Baron Mordaunt of Turvey in 
1532, and died in 1562. His descendant Henry, Lord Mordaunt, in 1605 was com- 
mitted to the Tower, on suspicion of being concerned in the Gunpowder Plot, whose 
son John, 5th Lord Mordaunt, was created E. of Peterborough in 1628, and became 
converted to the Protestant communion, consequent on a disputation in his own house 
between Bishop Usher and a Catholic priest. The above Earl (Henry), was succeeded 
in the Barony at his death in 1697, by his sole daughter and heir, Mary, who married 
first Henry, Duke of Norfolk, from whom she was divorced ; and secondly Sir John 
Germaine Bart. The Earldom, however, passed to his nephew, Charles, 2d Viscount 
Mordaunt, and ist Earl of Monmouth, the distinguished soldier and statesman of the 
ensuing reigns. 

f The draft order among the MSS. of the House of Lords, (dated Aug. 2<*, 1642), 
appointing the Earl of Peterborough Lord Lieutenant of Northamptonshire, seems to 
indicate the sd Earl, the Lord Lieutenant in question. The ist Earl, his father, died 
in that year. 
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He became associated in 1648 with Henry, Earl of Holland, in 
an attempt to release Charles I. from his confinement. In the 
rising which ensued, though Holland was taken prisoner and 
beheaded, he himself effected his escape. At the Restoration 
he was sworn of the Privy Council. In 1672 he was entrusted 
to enter into negotiation for the marriage of the Duke of York 
with the Archduchess Claudia, daughter of Frederick Charles, 
Archduke of Innsbruck ; and some months later with the 
Princess Eleanor Magdalen, daughter of the Elector of Neu- 
burg ; but both these transactions having been broken off, he 
was sent in 1673 to Modena, to propose the marriage of the 
Duke with the Princess Mary Beatrice. This negotiation being 
forthwith concluded, he officiated as the Duke's proxy at the 
nuptial ceremony at Modena, and escorting the Princess to 
England, landed with her at Dover shortly after. In 1685 he 
was made Groom of the Stole, in the room of the Earl of Bath, 
and carried the Sceptre with the Cross at the Coronation of 
James II., having been created a Knight of the Garter in the 
same year. He was also Colonel of the 3d Regiment of Horse. 

He had been a witness in the proceedings against Dangerfield 
in 1685, for a scandalous libel reflecting on the King and him- 
self ; and in the year following the Earl brought an action of 
scandalum magnatum on two occasions, arising out of these pro- 
ceedings ; one against the late Speaker Williams, for licensing 
Dangerfield's libel, called his " Narrative '' ; and another against 
a printer for publishing the same, recovering in the last case 
;^5,ooo damages at the Northampton Assizes (Luttrell). In 
1687 he relinquished the Church of England for that of Rome, 
(although Rapin places the occurrence some years earlier)^ 
as to which step, it was said at the time, in allusion to his then 
bodily infirmities, that " he had not changed his religion till he 
had outlived his faculties." (Macaulay.) 

At the Revolution in 1688, his house at Drayton in 
Northamptonshire was attacked by the rabble ; and in attempt- 
ing his escape from the kingdom at that time, he was arrested 
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and committed to the Tower. On the accession of William 
and Mary, he was impeached, among other reasons, ** for being 
reconciled to the Church of Rome." 

Like Somersetshire, Dorsetshire, and Bedfordshire, the popu- 
lar (or *' Whig ") element predominated in the county of 
Northampton, so much so, that at the contest for the county in 
1679, the lowers orders became so violent and hostile to the 
"Court" candidate, that (according to Macaulay) "a body of 
soldiers was drawn up in the market place of the county town, 
and was ordered to load with ball-cartridge." This same party 
now showed equal repugance to James's proposed repeal of the 
Test and Penal Statutes.

He 
represented Peterborough in 1666, and 1678-9. 

+ Sir Lionel Tollemache Bart., Lord Huntingtower (or Huntingtour), so styled 
during the lifetime of his mother the Countess of Dysart, succeeded as 2d Earl of 
Dysart, in the Scotch Peerage, in 1696.

Northampton, 2^ Bart., represented the county 
in 1678-9, 1685, and ob. 1691. He married daughter of Sir Hatton Fermor of Easton. 

X Sir Lewis Palmer of Carlton, son of Sir Geoffrey Palmer, Attorney-General 
13 Charles II., was created a Bart, in 1660. He sat for Higham Ferrers in the Long 
Parliament of 1661, and in 1685. ^^^ of the Lordship of Carlton is held by the 
service of attending the King as " porter," when he visits Beauvoir Castle. (Bridges.) 

§ Sir Matthew Dudley, 2d Bart, of Clapton, co. Northampton, married Lady Mary 
O'Brien, daughter of Henry, Earl of Thomond, of Great Billing, in the same county. 
He was Sheriff of Northamptonshire 36 Charles II., and died in 1721. He sat m 
several parliaments, and for the county of Huntingdon in 17 — . 

II Sir Justinian Isham, of Lamport manor, 4th Bart., was M.P. for co. Northampton 
in 1700-1, 1701 ; and for Northampton borough in 1685, 1688-9, 1693 on the death of 
Sir Thos. Samwell, and in 1695. He died in 1713. His father had sat for the county 
in the Long Parliament, and died in 1674-5, when John Lord Burleigh sat in his place, 
called the same year to the Upper House as Earl of Exeter. 

** Sir John Robinson, Lieutenant of the Tower, Alderman and Lord Mayor of 
London (Le Neve), was knighted at Canterbury, and afterwards made a baronet in 
1660. He was nephew of Archbishop Laud, and married daughter of Sir George 
Whitmore of Balmes. His son. Sir John of Farming Woods, co. Northampton, 
married daughter of Sir William Dudley, by whom he had a daughter who married 
David, 3d Earl of Wemyss. He was direct ancestor of the present Rev<J Sir Frederick 
Robinson of Cranford, and died in 1697. 

+t Sir Charles Neale of co. Northampton, was (according to Le Neve, 

Harl. MS., 5801, fo. 136) knighted in 1678. We identify him as probably the Charles 
Neale of Wollaston, in Northants, who was High Sheriff of that county in 30 
Charles II. (Bridges). 

It Sir Thomas Pinfold was a Doctor of Laws, and knighted by James II. in 1686. 
He was in descent from Richard Pinfold of Dunstable, t. H. VII., (Lo Neve). 

§§ Edward Griffin of Dingley, is the same on whom Tames IL, in December, 1688, 
when at Salisbury, conferred the title of Lord Griffin of Braybrooke, in the county of 
Northampton, being about the last, if not the very last, honour he bestowed before 
his abdication. Luttrell (in his Diary) styles him ** Colonel Edward Griffin.*' He 
was Lieut. -Colonel of the Duke of York's regiment of foot-guards, now the 2d or Cold- 
stream regiment, and married the Lady Essex Howard, daughter and heir of James, 
3d Earl of Suffolk, and Baron Howard of Walden. Being a staunch Jacobite, and 
unwearied plotter after James's abdication, some of the following particulars seem 
worthy of note. He was summoned by proclamation, on William III.*8 accession, to 
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take the oaths and his seat as a peer, and as a pledge of his acquiesence in his posi- 
tion, *' kissed the King's hand" (according to Luttrell). Nevertheless, he refused the 
oaths, and soon showed how little he intended to adhere to the Government. We 
find him in 1689 associated with Lord Preston, Sir John Fenwick, and Col. Oglethorpe 
** in fomenting disturbances *' in the North of England on behalf of the late King 
(Luttrell) ; and about the same time, or soon after, he was committed a prisoner to 
the Tower for contriving to send intelligence to France. This occurred not very 
long before the battle of the Boyne, in connection with a plot which accidentally 
came to light, known as the ** Pewter Pot Plot." The matter is briefly related by 
Tindal (History of England), but the details are more fully given in the " Hatton 
Correspondence " ut infra. In 1708 we find him an adherent of the Pretender (the 
Chevalier St. George), in his intended invasion of Scotland. On that occasion he 
was taken prisoner by Sir George Byng, on board the Salisbury man-of-war, one of 
the French fleet, committed to the Tower, and condemned to be executed, but seems 
to have remained in confinement for the remainder of his life, viz., until Nov. 1710, 
when he died, having been from time to time reprieved. 

The details of the " Pewter Pot Plot " are thus given in the Hatton Correspondence : — 
•*Oct. 24, [i6]89. My Lady Essex Griffin is sent to y« Tower for a Pewter- Pot- Plot. 
My Lord Griffin's cooke bespoke of a pewterer an oblong square pewter pot to put 
brandy in ; but it wase to have a false bottom, in w^ wase to be put some contraband 
goods to be sent to France. When the pot wase made, yesterday morning, betwixt one 
and two of y clocke in y morning, y« cooke and a foot boy went to call up the pew- 
terer to come to my L<* Griffins house to sodder in y« false bottom. The pewterer told 
y«n he cou'd not ther doe it soe conveniently as at his own house, and bid y^ fetch y« pot, 
and he wou'd get ready his tooles and sodder in the bottom presently. They went, 
fetch'd y pot, and, as soon as y pewterer had received it, he told y°i he must know 
w* wase put into y« false bottom. They pretended that ther wase Jewells. But y 
pewterer, pulling [out] what wase in y false bottom, found letters to y King and 
severall papers, apprehended the cook and footman, and sending for a constable, 
caned y" to y« Secretaries office; but, noe body being ther, he secured y°^ in y« porter's 
lodge, went to M' Hampden [Richard H,, then in office] , acquainted him, and early yt 
morning the^ were examined. 

[Tindal gives the contents, as " Letters addressed to King James, the Duke of Ber- 
wick, &c. ; private resolutions of the Council, and an exact list of all the land and sea 
forces of England." According to Luttrell " Papers containing secret transactions of 
State here, and design'd to be sent to France, to discover our affairs there."] 

" A messenger wase sent to search y L^ Griffins house and secure my L** ; 
but he wase gone away. My Lady is sent to the Tower, and my Lady Eliz. 
Thatcher. Her first husband was de la Val. The pewter-bottle wase to have 
been sent by Mon* Busy, a Frenchman, who marryed my Lady Newburgh ; and 
M' Thatcher, my Lady Eliz. husband, wase to go as his man w^^ him into 
France, and from thence to carry y pewter-bottle into Ireland" {where James 
II. then was). — Nov. 2^, [i6]89. ** The Lord Griffin is come m, and layes all the 
blame of y late business on his lady, whose contrivance it wase without his 
privity ; all w**» she averres, and y* a letter writ in his name, in a hand very like his, 
wase write by her direction by a very skilfull person in counterfeiting hands, who is 
since fled into France. You will easily imagine ye intreague of y Pewter Plot. The 
managem' thereof, and my L* Griffins delivering himself up, furnishes this town w*** 
various reports. If coffee house tales were to be credited, my L** Griffin hath im- 
peached at least 20 personns of note. The H of Commons have appointed a com- 
mittee to examine by w*** meanes my h^ Griffin had intelligence where y* severall 
stations of y winter guard of y navy were to bee, w<^^ it is said, were resolved on on 
Saturday night, and found mentioned in my Lord Griffins paper y« next Monday 
morning." — ** Nov. 12. Yesterday my L** Griffin wase brought up to the L**" House 
to be examined. He pleaded ignorance to all y« designe of the Pewter Plot. But a 
letter wase produced, said to be under his hand, and one who had been his servant 
said he knew his hand, and thought that to be his hand, but could not swear it ; upon 
w^ my LA was remanded to y Tower, and ordered to be brought up again to-day.

My L* Lovelace acquainted y House y* my L^ Griffin wo*d take y« oathes, and 
offered to be his baile. But it seems bare taking y« oathes will not excuse my L* 
Griffin ; he must doe somethinfj more meritorious, for this day he is committed to y* 
Tower for high treason." [Charles Hatton to Lord Hatton.J The continuation of 
this matter is given thus by Luttrell : — ** The 6 (Dec') the Lord Griffin was brought 
to the barr of the Lords house, and enter'd into a recognizance, himself in ;^io,ooo, 
and the Lord Fitzharding and Sir Justinian Isham in /"5,ooo apiece, for his forth 
coming." In July, 1690, he was again committed to the Tower for high treason ; but 
bailed out in the month following with L^ Clarendon and others. In May, 1692, a 
warrant was issued for his further apprehension with Lord Scarsdale, Lord Litchfield, 
Sir John Fenwick, and others " who have fled, and to commit them for high treason." 
He would appear to have remained abroad until 1708, when he joined the projected 
invasion of Scotland. 

James Griffin of Dingley, (afterwards 2d Baron Griffin), sat for the borough of 
Brackley in 1685. He was arrested and committed to the Tower for high treason in 
1690. 

* Was possibly one of Hindes of Lilboume, for some time lords of the manor, in 
which church are monumental inscriptions of the family. 

f In Brigstock church is a monument to Major Thomas Manning, who died in 
1705 ; apparently the above magistrate. 

J Goddard Pemberton of Higham Ferrers, according to a monument in that church, 
was 2d son of Sir Lewis Pemberton of Rushden, Knt. He was colonel of a regiment 
to Charles I., and died in 1690. Of this family was Sir Goddard Pemberton of 
Hertingfordbury, Herts, buried at Rushden ; Goddard Pemberton, M.P. for Peter- 
borough t. Eliz. ; and Sir Lewis Pemberton, Sheriff of Northants 19 James I. 

§ Francis Lane, either the above magistrate, or his immediate predecessor, was 
an intended " Knight of the Royal Oak " in 1660, his estate valued at ;f6oo per annum. 
Francis Lane died in 1689, and his son Francis in 1698, in descent from Sir Ralph 
Lane. 

II Christopher Thursby of Abington and Castor (Castre), co. Northampton, is re- 
turned as a justice of the peace in 1682, then aet. 74. He died in 1690, having been 
one of the intended " Knights of the Royal Oak" in 1660. He married daughter of 
Sir Wm. Dove of Upton, near Peterborough (Bridges). 

** Harvey Ekins of Spratton and Weston Favell, co. Northampton, was Sheriff of 
the county in 1681, and died 1730. He was son of Alex' Ekins who died in 1676. 

ff Henry Freeman. There were two families of this name in Northamptonshire ; 
the Freemans of Billing Magna ; and those of Whilton. We cannot identify this 
magistrate with either. He may possibly have been Henry Freeman of Higham 
Ferrers, in that county, who married Anne daughter of Sir George Alleyn of Little 
* Leigh in Essex, who, according to a monument in Higham Ferrers Church, died in 
1697 (Bridges).

* Gilbert Dolben (or Dolbyn) of Finedon (or Thingdon), co. Northampton, was 
created a Baronet in 1704. He was son of John Dolben, Archbishop of York, who 
died in 1686 ; and married daughter and heir of Tanfield Mulso of Thingdon. His 
uncle (the Archbishop's brother) was Sir Wm. Dolben Knt. (created in 1676) one of 
the Judges of the King's Bench ; turned out t. Charles II. forgiving his opinion against 
the legality of dissolving corporations by Quo Warranto^ but restored by William III. 
The above Sir Gilbert became a Justice of the Court of Common Pleas in Ireland. 
At the Visitation in 1681 he was set. 23 (Bridges ; Le Neve). 

f Charles Kirkham was of Warmington, and in descent from John Kirkham of 
Kirkham Abbey, in Lancashire. Walter Kirkham of Fineshade (Finshed) Abbey, 
was in 1660 returned as qualified for a ** Knight of a Royal Oak," his estate computed 
at ;£^8oo per annum (Le Neve). 

J Charles 0#ne represented Peterborough in 1678, and 1685. The name was for 
some time associated with this place. Humphrey Orme was M.P. for that borough 
12 Charles II., and his monument records his death in 1670, being the son of another 
Humphrey, and an intended ** Knight of the Royal Oak" in 1660. A benefaction to 
Peterborough is recorded of Robert Orme. 

§ Geoffrey Palmer was either son of Sir Geoffrey Palmer, ist Bart, of Carlton, 
Northamptonshire ; or Geoffrey, son of Sir Lewis Palmer, 2d Bart, of Carlton, who 
succeeded as 3d Bart., and died in 1732. 

II John Lynn of Southwick ; an old family which had held that manor from t. 
H. VIII. In 1791 George Lynne, his descendant, was lord of the manor. 

** Moses Bathurst, (son of George Bathurst, son of Lancelot Bathurst of Franks in 
Kent), was of Hothorpe, co. Northants, and d. s. p. in 1705. From him Hothorpe 
descended to the present Lord Bathurst. 

+t William Alston, of the Inner Temple, appears to have been son of Sir Edmund 
(Edward) Alston of East Barnet, and brother of Sir Thomas Alston, ist Bart., of 
Odell, in Beds ; was seized of the manor of Strixton in Northamptonshire, and 
died 1682. This William died in 1690, s. p'le; and (according to Bridges) bequeathed 
the manor of Strixton to Dr. Alston of Northall in Middlesex. By pedigree in Le 
Neve [Harl. Mb., 5801, fo. 38J Dr. Alston was Charles, a younger brother of the 
above William, and was Archdeacon of Essex, and died in 17 14.

Oxen, Bart., next heir male 
to Philip, 3d Viscount Wenman of Kilmainham in the peerage of Ireland, obtained a 
reversion of this peerage, and succeeded on the decease of his great-uncle as 4th 
Viscount. He sat for Brackley in 1679, 1685, and as Richard, Lord Wenman in the 
Convention Parliament of 1688-9, and 1690. 

t John Beaumont was the Lieut.-Colonel Beaumont of the Duke of Berwick*s 
regiment, cashiered by James II. for refusing to receive some Irish Catholic soldiers 
into it. He was brother of Thomas, 3d and last Viscount Beaumont ot Cole-Orton, 
and on the landing of William of Orange, went over to him with his cousin Thomas 
Beaumont of Stoughton. He was made governor of Dover Castle, and re-instated 
in his former regiment by William III. He married first, daughter of Sir Hatton 
Fermor of Easton-Neston, co. Northampton; and secondly, daughter of Sir Nicholas 
Carew of Beddington, in Surrey ; and died without issue in 1701. He occurs again 
as a magistrate in the following Returns from Leicestershire. In descent from these 
brothers, is the present Sir George Howland Beaumont B* of Coleorton. 

J Sir John Egerton, 3d Bart, of Parthinghoe, whose great-grandson was created 
Lord Grey de Wilton, ob. 1729. He was ancestor of the present Sir Philip Egerton 
Bart. 

§ Sir William Farmer Bart., represented the borough of Northampton in 1678-9. 

II Sir Charles Shuckburgh, 2d Bart, of Shuckburgh, co. Warwick, was son of Sir 
John, who died in 1661. He was master of the staghounds to Q. Anne; M.P. for co. 
Warwick in 1698, 1701, and 1702; and Sheriff of the same in 1687. His 2d wife was 
daughter of Lord Willoughby de Broke, on whom he settled the manor of Farthing- 
stone, CO. Northampton in dower. He died in 1705. When the Princess Anne left 
London in Dec' 1688, he escorted her from Harborough to Leicester with 50 horse. 
(Hatton Correspondence.) 

** We asssume this magistrate to have been (according to Luttrell) Clerk of the 
Crown in Chancery, who was replaced in that office by a Mr. Barker in Dec. 1688. 

+t George Gierke is returned by Le Neve as of Watford, co. Northampton, and 
qualified for a '* Knight of the Royal Oak " in 1660, his estate being valued at ;£'3,ooo 
per annum. The eame (or another) Geo. Gierke represented the county in i66o-i. 

II Ralph Sheldon, was doubtless the same mentioned frequently in these Returns ; 
one of James II. equerries, who accompanied him to France at the Revolution.

He was ambassador to France in 1669, and 
supported in the House of Commons the Bill of Exclusion to prevent the Duke of York 
from succeeding to the Throne. After James n.*s accession he was removed from his 
office of Master of the Wardrobe, which was given to Lord Preston. On James's 
abdication in 1688, he was one of the Lords who took on themselves the government 
of the country until the arrival of the Prince of Orange. He was created Viscount 
Monthermer and Earl of Montagu in 1689 ; and Marquess of Monthermer and Duke 
of Montagu in 1705 ; and died in 1709. In 1679, during the lifetime of his father, he 
sat in the House of Commons for tne borough ai Northampton. 

t Sir S^ Andrew S* John represented the co. of Northampton in the Parliaments of 
1689-90, and 1695. 

tSir Thomas Samwell, ist Bart, of Upton, in the county of Northampton, was son 
ichard Samwell of Upton, by daughter of Thomas, Viscount Wenman of Tuam, and 
represented the county in 1688-9, and the borough in 1689-90, when he died. He was in- 
dicted in 1684-5, ^^^ '* publishing, printing, and making a libel, called * An Addresse 
to the Knights of the Shire of the county of Northampton.' " (Luttrell.) 

§ Sir William Craven Knt., son of Thomas Craven of Appletreewick in the West 
Riding of York, was of Guilsborough, co. Northampton. He was kinsman of William, 
Lord Craven, son of Sir Wm. Craven, Lord Mayor of London in 161 1; and distin- 
guished himself during the Dutch War with Sir Robert Holmes. He died in 1707 
(Bridges.) 

II Sir William Langham, 3d Bart, of Walgrave, in the co. of Northampton, sat for 
Northampton borough in 1688-9, 1689-90, and was Sherifif of the county in 1672. 

** Edward Montagu, succeeded as 3d Earl of Sandwich in 1689, and had represented 
the county of Northampton in 1685, and 1688-9. 

tt Miles Fleetwood was son of Sir^Miles Fleetwood Knt. of Aldwinkle, in Northamp- 
tonshire, whose half-brother, commonly called Lord Fleetwood, was the Protector's 
General and Commander-in-Chief. The above magistrate sat for the county in 1679. 
In 1684-5 ^^ ^^B indicted with Sir Thomas Samwell for publishing a libel called '* An

Jt William Tate of De la Pr6, Preston and Wootton,was probably son of William 
Tate, an intended ** Knight of the Royal Oak " in 1660, whose estate was valued at 
jf 1,500 per annum. The family were in descent from Sir John Tate Knt., SheriflFof 
London i Henry VH., and Lord Mayor in 1496, who was knighted for service done 
against the rebels at Blackheath, when in that office (Bridges). Wm. Tate senior, 
as above, was second son of Sir Wm. Tate of De la Pr6, by the daughter and co-heir 
of W. Lord Zouche of Harringworth. His elder brother, Zouche Tate, was M.P. for 
Northampton in 1640, a Covenanter, and zealous enemy to the Royal cause. He is 
worthy of note, as having in 1644 first moved in the House of Commons, that no

PROPOSED REPEAL OF THE SAME IN 1687.8; 
In respect of the Deputy Lieutenants and Magistrates of Leicestershire. 

[From the Original State Papers of the Reign of James II., in the Bodeian Library, 

relating to the abrogation of those Laws.] 



The Lieutenancy of Leicestershire, on King James's acces- 
sion to the Throne, was in charge of John Manners, the 8th 
Earl, and subsequently the ist Duke of Rutland. He refused 
to comply with the Royal measures for the Repeal of the Test 
and Penal Laws, and Theophilus, 7th Earl of Huntingdon,* a 
nobleman in great favour with James H, and ostensibly a Pro- 
testant, was substituted in his place. With this county was 
associated that of Derby, of which in 1687 Lord Huntingdon was 
equally appointed the Lieutenant, in succession to Robert, Earl 
of Scarsdale, displaced for a like cause. 

To the notices already given of Lord Huntingdon in the 
Derbyshire Returns, we may observe, that in addition to his 
other appointments about Court, he was constituted in 



* Theophilus Hastings, 7th Earl of Huntingdon, was in descent from George 
Hastings, 3d Baron Hastings of Hastings, created Earl of Huntingdon in 1529. Sir 
Edward Hastings, son of the ist Earl, was created Baron Hastings of Loughborough 
t. Queen Mary, with whom the title expired ; and Henry, brother of the 6th Earl was 
also elevated to the peerage by the same title, who dying s. p. m. in 1665, ^^^^ title 
became again extinct. The 7th Earl (as above), who had married as his 2d wife, 
daughter of Francis Leveson Fowler of Hamage Grange in Shropshire, died in 1701. 
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December 1687, Groom of the Stole, and Gentleman of the 
Bedchamber to the Prince of Denmark, in the room of the 
same Lord Scarsdale, whom he had replaced in Derbyshire. He 
had been previously nominated in 1685, to the lucrative post 
of Lord Chief Justice and Justice in Eyre of all the Royal 
" forests, chaces, parks, and warrens '' on the south side of 
Trent, rendered vacant by the removal of the Earl of Chester- 
field. 

In 1688, after the Prince of Orange had landed, and was 
advancing towards London, among those who flocked to his 
standard, and were declaring for him in other parts of the king- 
dom, was John, Earl of Bath, the Lord Lieutenant of Cornwall 
and Governor of Plymouth, who till then had remained stead- 
fast in his allegiance to the King. The Earl of Huntingdon, 
being at that time with the regiment which bore his name in 
garrison at Plymouth, was suspected, in common with the 
Catholics in the West, of compassing the death of the said Earl, 
and seizing the citadel for King James ; whereupon he and all his 
Catholic officers were placed in arrest. The result of this measure 
does not appear to have transpired, for the records from that 
time are silent with regard to him until 1689, when the Act 
of Indemnity was taken into consideration by the Parliament. 
Then, as having sat as a Commissioner for ecclesiastical affairs, 
he was excepted from the same, together with the Lord Chan- 
cellor Jeffreys (at that time in the Tower), the Earl of Sunder- 
land,* Lord Chief Justice Herbert, and the rest of the Ecclesi- 
astical Commission. 



♦ The name of Lord Sunderland, as Lord President of James the Second's Coun- 
cil, is of repeated occurrence in these Returns. Robert Spencer, 2d Earl of Sunder- 
land, only son of Henry, Baron Spencer of Wormleighton, (who was created Earl of 
Sunderland, and fell at the Battle of Newbury), succeeded his father in 1643. He 
was ambassador at Madrid and Paris in 1671, and whilst at the latter court in 1673, 
was appointed one of the plenipotentiaries to the Congress at Cologne. He was 
sworn of the Privy Council in 1678, and succeeded Sir Joseph Williamson as Secre- 
tary of State in 1679. Owing to his supporting the Bill for excluding the Duke 
of York from the Throne he was dismissed from office, but in 1685 was re-instated 
by James H. as Lord President of the Council. In 1687 he declared himself a 
Catholic, and became a Knight of the Garter. He was always suspected of intrigu- 
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From all that has been stated of him, there was much that 
was contradictory in his character and acts ; but in the main 
he was probably in James the Second*s interest, and a supporter 
of his arbitrary measures ; indeed, that he was mistrusted after 
the King's abdication, is in proof of this supposition. He was 
suspected in 1692 of favouring the French descent, which ended 
in the Battle of La Hogue,* and was shortly afterwards com- 
mitted to the Tower with the Earl of Marlborough.t 

These commitments became subsequently a subject of de- 
bate, t in the House of Lords. 



ing during his political career, but in 1688, his schemes and underhand dealings 
with France and the Prince of Orange, became known to James II. and he was 
removed from office, Lord Preston succeeding him as Secretary of State. Fox says of 
him, that '* he possessed in an eminent degree beyond any other living man the 
power of ingratiating himself with persons in power/' and such seems to have been 
the case, for althongh excepted from the Act of Indemnity by William III., he 
actually gained that King's confidence, became one of his principal advisers, and 
was nommated by him a Privy Councillor, and Lord Chamberlain. In the preceed- 
ing reign he had made himself an indispensable minister to James II., in carrying 
out his arbitrary designs at absolute monarchy. He died in 1702. The 5th Earl, 
his grandson, succeeded as Duke of Marlborough in 1733. 

• The following entries in LuttrelPs Diary maybe quoted: — Thursday, 5th May, 1692 
— ** Yesterday the Earle of Huntington was examined before the councill, on the 
account of favouring the French descent, and keeping 30 or 40 stable horses &c., and 
was committed to the custody of the sergeant-at-arms ; his lordship, as he went 
thither in the privy garden, pull'd a letter out of his pockett, and tore it into pieces, 
which was afterwards gathered up and putt together, and carried to the councill ; 
but nothing [was] to be made of it.** Saturday, May 7th, "Yesterday morning early, 
the earle [sj of Huntington and Marlborough were committed to the Tower by war- 
rant signed by 14 of the councill.** — " The warrant for Lord Marlboroughs commit- 
ment is for conspiring the death of the queen, and endeavouring to seduce the officers 
and soldiers of their majesties guards, and none suffered to come near him." — Thurs- 
day, 16th Aug., 1692. — *' Yesterday the earles of Huntington &c., &c., were brought 
from the Tower and bailed before the lord chiefe justice Holt, at Sergeants' Inne ; 
themselves in 5000/. each, and 4 sureties in 1500/. each.'* 

t John Churchill, afterwards the renowned Duke of Marlborough ; the hero of 
Blenheim, Ramilies, and other victories over the French. He had been created 
Baron Churchill and Earl of Marlborough in 1689, and was subsequently advanced to 
the further dignities of Marquis of Blandford, and Duke of Marlborough in 1702. He 
was a Prince of the Holy Roman Empire, and died i6th June, 1722. At his 
death, his eldest daughter and co-heir, Henrietta, Countess of Godolphin, became 
Baroness Churchill, Marchioness of Blandford, and Duchess of Marlborough, by virtue 
of the statute limiting his honours to his daughters according to priority of birth. 

J Tuesday, 8th Nov. 1692 — " The Lords were yesterday on the commitment of 
Lord Marlborough, Huntington, &c., where was warm debates, and appointed a 
committee to search presidents (sic) ; and so adjourned till Wednesday.'* Tuesday, 
15th Nov'—** Yesterday the Lords adjourned the debate about the earle of Marl- 
borough, and voted that no peer ought to be committed without 2 witnesses." — 
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The county itself seems to call for no particular observation, 
beyond what it shared in regard of its municipal privileges with 
other English counties at that period, as to which we have more 
particularly alluded under " Berkshire/' The Princess Anne 
passed through the county on her way to join the Lords in the 
North in November 1688, and again, on her return-journey 
towards Oxford. The Catholic element in I^icestershire was 
also perhaps somewhat in excess of some other counties. 

In the following Return, the Lists of the Deputy Lieutenants 
and acting Magistrates are' fully given, but the Answers to the 
King s interrogatories are more limited.

"Yesterday the Lords reassumed the debate relating to the late commitment of peers, 
and after a long debate the question was put, whether the order drawn up by the com- 
mittee to regulate the judges for the future in case of commitment for treason (viz. 
that there should be 2 evidences) shall stand ; t'was carried in the affirmative, yeas 
35, noes 28 ; and this day they went on the same debate, and voted that the remand- 
ing of a peer to prison, meaning the earle of Huntington, etc, without there had been 
2 witnesses, is a breach of priviledge, but however did not order them to be discharged, 
but adjourned to Thursday, that in the meantime their bail may be discharged." 
[Luttrell's Diary ii, 617.] Saturday, 19th Nov' 1692. — ** Yesterday the carles of 
Huntington, Marlborough, with divers others appeared at the king's bench court, where 
M' attorney appeared, and acquainted the judges it was his majesties pleasure their 
bail should be discharged, which was done accordingly. [Id. ii, 619.] 

* Sir Thomas Burton, 3d BaH of Stockerston in Leicestershire, was Sheriff of the 
county, 9 Charles i, and ob. 1705. Sir Thomas, the ist Bar^, suffered imprisonment 
during the Rebellion, and was in the first commission of array for Leicester in 1641. 
He was made a Baronet in 1622, and was Sheriff in 1633. The 2d Bart d. in 1659. 

f Sir Henry Beaumont of Stoughton Grange, in Leicestershire, 2d Bart, is here 
indicated, but this List of magistrates having been returned in Jan^ 1687-8, he seems 
to have died shortly after, viz. Jan. 27th, 1687-8 (Nichols.) In that year his eldest 
son Sir Thomas, succeeded him as 3d Bart, and bore a commission for some time

in James n.*8 horse-guards, but on the landing of the Prince of Orange he joined him 
with a troop raised at his own expense, for which William IIL made him a colonel of 
dragoons, and afterwards standard-bearer of his ist troop of horse-guards. He was 
with William IIL in Ireland, and died on service there in 1690. The family derived 
from a common ancestor with Thomas, Viscount Beaumont of Swords, in Nicholas 
Beaumont of Cole Orton, who died in 1585. 

* Sir Wm. Holford Knt. of Welham (or Wellandham) in Leicestershire, was son 
of Sir William of Welham, and aet. 45 at the Visitation of 1683. He was in 1706 
created a Baronet, and died 2 years afterwards in 1708. He married Lady Frances, 
daughter of James Cecil, third Earl of Salisbury. His mother was daughter of Sir 
Thomas Burton of Stockerston. Of this family of Welham, Wm. Holford was High- 
Sheriff of the county in 1638. We fail to trace any near alliance with the Holfords 
of Wistow, Barts. 

f Richard Roberts of Thorpe Langton, the magistrate here named, was Sheriff of 
Leicestershire, 33 Charles II. (1681); his wife was Anne, daughter of Henry 
Chowne M.P. for Horsham (See Sussex Returns). His father, Sir Richard Roberts 
Knt. of Thorpe Langton, was High Sheriff in 1661 ; and his grandfather, Sir Wm. 
Roberts of Sutton-Cheyney, was the same in 1629. Sir Richard Roberts, son of 
Thomas Roberts of Sutton-Cheney, was a zealous Royalist, and ob. 1644. 

I Henry Nevill of Holt, (in descent from the West-Saxon Kings of England, and 
from Robert, Lord of Raby on the one hand, and Henry, Lord Nevill, Chamberlain to 
Henry II. (1155), on the other), was son of William Nevill of Holt co. Leicester, and 
of Westow Lodge in Cambridgeshire, a colonel in the Royalist army, and appears to 
have died unmarried in 1728 (Nichols). 

^ Sir William Villiers, 3d Bart, of Brokesby (or Brookesbv) in Leicestershire, 
was M.P. for the borough of Leicester in 1698, and 1700-1, and died s.p.m. in 171 1. 
His grandfather William, son of Sir George Villiers Knt. of Brokesby, and Sheriff 
of the county, t. Elizabeth, was created a Baronet in 1619. Sir George Villiers, his 
father, was m the first commission of array in Leicestershire, upon the breaking out 
of the Rebellion in 1641. For the descent of this ancient family (See Nichol's 
Lreicestershire iii, 193-4). '^^c manor of Brokesby was alienated to Sir Nathan 
Wright, Lord Keeper. 

II Sir John GifTord of Burstall in Leicestershire, was the 2d Bart, and appears to 
have quitted England about the time of William IIPs accession to the Throne, being 
a Roman Catholic, and was residing in France in 1695. He died in 1736.

* Rowland Eyre of Eastwell in Leicestershire, son of Thomas Eyre by his ist 
wife, married Lady Elizabeth Plunket, dau^^hter of Luke, 3d Earl of Fingal. Her 
brother Peter, the 4th Earl, was outlawed in 1692, and Oliver Plunket, of the same 
family, titular Archbishop of Armagh, was executed in 1681, as concerned in the 
Popish Plot. The principal seat of the Eyres was at Hassop in the Peak of Derby- 
shire, of which the above is a branch. Rowland Eyre of Hassop, the first purchaser 
of Eastwell, (grandfather of the above magistrate), was a colonel of horse, t. Charles 
L, and married daughter of Sir Francis Smith, and sister of the ist Lord Carrington. 
The son of the above Rowland Eyre, Thomas, married a grand-daughter of Viscount 
Stafford beheaded in 1681. 

f Sir Richard Vemey of Allexton, in Leicestershire, and Compton-Murdach(Compton- 
Vemey), in Warwickshire, was 3rd son of Sir Greville Vemey Knt, who died in 1642 ; he 
was also of Belton in Rutlandshire. He was Sherififof this last county in 1682, and sat for 
the CO. of Warwick in 1685. On presenting an address from that county in 1685, ^^ 
was knighted by James II., and sat again for it in the Convention Parliament of 
1688-9. He soon after preferred his claim to the Barony of Broke, and in 1695 took 
his seat in the House of Lords under that title, as 3rd Baron. His brother Greville, 
made a Knight of the Bath, at King Charles's coronation in 1661, married Diana, 
daughter of William, Earl of Bedford. On the Restoration, Richard Vemey, whose 
estate was ;^iooo per annum in this county, was among the intended ** Knights of the 
Royal Oak.'* He lived to a great age, and according to Nichols (the historian), and 
pedigree signed by himself at the Visitation of Leicestershire from 1621 t. James I. 
to 171 1 t. Queen Anne. He was buried at Compton-Vemey. 

I John Beaumont, has acquired a certain degree of celebrity as one of the five 
officers of the Duke of Berwick's regiment, who were cashiered by James II. for 
refusing to receive certain Roman Catholic recruits. He was a colonel in the army, 
Governor of Dover Castle, and a younger brother of Thomas, Viscount Beaumont of 
Swords and Cole Orton, who dying in 1702, left Cole Orton to his heir male in blood Sir 
George Beaumont of Dunmow. John Beaumont, as above, died s.p. in 1708 (Nichols). 
He occurs also in the Nottinghamshire Retums, as M. P. for Nottingham in 1685, 
and for Hastings in 1688-9. He was re-instated by William III. in his former regiment 
late the Duke of Berwick's. (See foot-note, p. 105.) 

§ George Bright, Doctor of Divinity, and at one time fellow of Emanuel College, 
Cambridge, and Dean of St. Asaph, was Rector of Loughborough in Leicestershire, 
and died unmarried in 1696. 

I According to Nichols, was one of the Lords of the manor of Shilton in Leicester- 
shire, in trust for the copyholders. 

''** Charles Fortescue of Husbands- Bosworth in Leicestershire, son of Charles 
Fortescue of the same place, who compounded for his estate in 1655, died in 1730- 
31. His sister, Frances, married William Turvile, the magistrate next in the list. 
He was related to Sir John Fortescue, created a Baronet of Nova Scotia in 1656. 

tj- William Turvile of Aston-Flamville, married Frances, daughter of Charles 
Fortescue of Husbands-Bosworth, and died in 1702.

* Sir John Hartopp, 3d Bar* of Frcathby in Leicestershire, married daughter 
9f Crom weirs son-in-law Charles Fleetwood, the celebrated parliamentary general ; 
was member for the county of I^icester in 1678-9, and 1679. and ob. 1722. Sir 
Edward, the ist Bart, was so created in 1619. The first of the Hartopp family was 
Ralph, t. Richard IL (1377). (Visitation of Leicestershire 1619). The last Bart, was 
Sir John Hartopp who died in 1762. 

f Wolstan Dixie, son of Sir Beaumont Dixie, 2d Bart, of Bosworth, succeeded on 
the death of his father as 3d Bart, in 1692. He was colonel of the Leicestershire 
militia in 1683, and ob. 17 13. 

t William Hartopp, here named,was 2d son of William Hartopp of Little Dalby 
in Leicestershire, by Dorothy, daughter of Sir Thomas Hartopp of Burton -Lazars, 
Knt., and married daughter of Thomas Hartopp, alderman of London. It was this 
magistrate's cousin, Thomas, who married Constance Van Hove at Antwerp, under 
the peculiarly romantic circumstances, related by Nichols, [Leicestershire ii, i5o»], 
tnd was an officer of rank in the Spanish army.

He was grandson of William 
fjewett of Millbrook and Ampthill in Beds, and died in 1690. He signed his pedigree 
it the Visitation of 1681-2. His grand-nephew was captain of the Leicestershire 
rolunteeis under the Marquis of Granby, in the rebellion of 1745 (Nichols's Leicester- 
ihire.) 

tt John Oneby (or Ondeby) of Hinckley, Barwell, etc; was a member of Gray's 
inn, and practised as an attorney at Barwell. He was chosen Bailiff of Leicester in 
687-8, under the new charter imposed on that borough in 4 James II., but subse- 
[uently when the same was revoked, he lost that office. Nichols says that he died 
>lind in London in 1721, at the advanced age of 92. [Cf. Nichols's Leic. IV, 475.] 

II From pedigree in Nichols's Leicestershire, entered at Leicester in 1681-2 by 
he Rev. John Gery (or Geary), the above named magistrate was one of the Gerys of

M.P. for Nottingham in 1685, ^^^ ^^^ been with Charles II. in his exile, and held 
under James II. a commission as Lieutenant Colonel in the Duke of Berwick's regi- 
ment, refused to take Catholic soldiers ordered to be transferred to it, being then 
quartered at Portsmouth, and was accordingly brought to a court-martial and 
cashiered, with five captains who adhered to him. Nichols in a note [Hist, of Leices- 
tershire] observes, * the Portraits of all these officers were engraved in six ovals, joined 
by as many hands, expressive of their union." The Print called " the Portsmouth 
Captains '* is extremely scarce ; their names were Hon^ Capt. Paston, Capt. John 
Port, Capt. Simon Pack (son of Sir Christopher Pack of Prestwould), Capt. Thomas 
Orme, Capt. William Cooke [Cf. Nichols iii, 739.] 

* Bennett, 2d Lord Sherard of Leitrim in the Irish Peerage, represented the 
county of Leicester in 1678-9, 1679, 1685, the Convention Parliament of 1688-9, and 
1689-90. He was attainted by James the Second's Irish Parliament in 1689 ; was 
constituted Lord Lieutenant of Rutlandshire by William III., and died in 1698. 
His son Benedict (or Bennet) 3d Baron Sherard, was made Lord Harborough by 
George I in 1714, Viscount Sherard in 1718, and Earl of Harborough in 1719, and 
sat for Rutlandshire in 1688-9, 1689-90, and 1695. 

t Charles, 3d Viscount Cullen succeeded his father Bryan, 2d Viscount, and resided 
for some years at Elmesthorpe in Leicestershire. He was one of the Lords in arms 
for the Prince of Orange in 1688, and escorted the Princess Anne on her way to 
Nottingham in November of that year, and on her return journey to Oxford. At that 
time he was Lieutenant of the Northamptonshire troop of horse, composed solely of 
gentlemen (Hatton Correspondence ii, 119, i2o.) He married daughter of William 
Lord Willoughby of Parham. Charles Cockayne, ist Viscount Cullen in the Peerage 
of Ireland, was son of Sir William Cockaine Knt. of Swepstone and Nethercote in 
Leicestershire, Lord Mayor of London in 1619, and in descent from the Cockaines of 
Ashbourne, who for three generations lived at Elmesthorpe. He was so created in 
1642, and married the Lady Mary O'Brien, daughter and co-heir of Henry, 5th Earl of 
Thomond. The older spelling of the name was Cokayne.

PROPOSED REPEAL OF, IN 1687-8; 

Questions to the Magistracy and Corporations touching the same in the 

County of Nottingham. 

[From the Original Documents in the Bodleian.] 



The county of Nottingham has played an important part on 
many occasions in the political transactions of the Kingdom. 
Without recurring to ancient times, it was at Nottingham that 
Charles I. set up his standard in 1642 ; to the same place, 
forty-six years later, his grand-daughter the Princess Anne of 
Denmark first directed her flight in November ib88, on the 
eve of her father's abdication, an event closely following the 
occurrences of which we are now treating ; and in Notting- 
hamshire it was that the main body of the insurgents, who 
had declared for William of Orange, were assembled in arms 
at that time, under William, Earl of Devonshire,* Lord 

* William Cavendish, succeeded his father as 4th Earl of Devonshire in 1684. 
He was raised to the dignities of Marquis of Hartington and Duke of Devonshire in 
in 1694 by William III., who also created him a Knight of the Garter. It would far 
exceed a note to do justice to the eminent services of this nobleman ; among which, 
however, that chiefly concerning the epoch of which we are treating, was the 
patriotic enterprise in which he was engaged in concert with the Earl of Danby, 
Lord Delamere and others in 1688, in aiding the Prince of Orange after his landing. 
As one of the chief promoters of this insurrection, he accorded a welcome reception to 
the Princess Anne of Denmark at Nottingham Castle, belonging to his kmsman the 
Lord Lieutenant, when she sought refuge there after leaving London, and with the 
other Lords issued that ** Declaration ** to be quoted presently, which does such honour 
to its framers. After her sojourn at Nottingham, he escorted the Princess to Oxford, 
in order that she might there join Prince George of Denmark. At the Convention in 
January 1688-9, ^^ ^^^ foremost of all Peers in the order, '* for a day of public thanks- 
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Delamere,* and others. In no securer part of . the country 
therefore, could this Princess have sought refuge at that critical 
juncture, the chief site of the insurrectionary movement, and 
among those of her own communion.f The Declaration of 



giving for having made the Prince of Orange the instrument for the deliverance of 
the kingdom from Popery and arbitrary Power.** In 1687 for assaulting a Colonel 
Colepepper in the presence-chamber at Whitehall, from whom he had formerly 
received some insult, the Earl was fined ;£'30,ooo, an exorbitant and outrageous 
sentence for which the judges were censured. It was not, however, carried out, but 
he was obliged to give a bond for his peaceable behaviour. After the accession of 
William III., the bond was cancelled. In that year he was made Lord Steward of 
the Household, and Lieutenant of the county of Derby, and at the Coronation of 
William and Mary was the bearer of the Crown, as he afterwards was at that of Queen 
Anne. He was at the Congress at the Hague with William III. in 1690-1. The act, 
however, which reflects perhaps the most honor on him, was the ofifer he made the 
unfortunate Lord Russel, being then Lord Cavendish, to change places with him, 
just on the eve of his execution. Of this Lord Russel, he had been the inseparable 
friend. He sat, before succeeding his father, for the county of Derby in the Long 
and the three succeeding Parliaments, having married Mary, daughter of James, 
Duke of Ormonde, and died in 1707. 

* Henry Booth, 2d Baron Delamere of Dunham Massie in the co. of Chester, was 
created Earl of Warrington in 1690. He had only two years before (viz. in January 
1685-6) been tried for high treason by a special commission before Lord Chancellor 
Tefifreys, for conspiring to raise rebellion in aid of the Duke of Monmouth at his 
landing, and was acquitted ; an act precisely similar to that on which he was engaged 
in 1688 in favour of the Prince of Orange [Earl of Denbighs Papers; Hist. MSS. 
Com.T With regard to his trial Luttrell (in his Diary) observes : — " The acquittal 
of the Lord Delamere affords much talk ; the whi|;gs on one side, taking it an ad- 
vantage to them, and a disappointment to the papists.** After the Revolution he was 
constituted Lord Lieutenant of Nottinghamshire, but replaced in 1692 by the Earl of 
Devonshire (Luttrell). He died in 1693-4. 

t The particulars of her journey, although sufficiently known, are perhaps illus- 
trated in a few minor points by the following extracts. The country westward being 
in possession of the Kings forces, her wish to join her husband, then with the Prince of 
Orange, could not be carried out ; she resolved therefore to join the Lords in the 
North, whose head-quarters were at Nottmgham, from whence she afterwards moved 
to Oxford. (From News-letter, dated December 4th, 1688, to Sir William Leveson 
Gower at Trentham, among the Sutherland Papers) : — " The Princess of Denmark 
lay on Wednesday last at the Earl of Northampton*s, went thence for Leicester, and 
was expected at Nottingham last Sat^^, where a house was taken for her ; the bells 
were ringing, and other demonstrations of joy were preparing against her coming, 
and during her stay there she will be entertamed by the Earl of Devonshire." [Hist. 
MSS. Com. V. 198.] (From John Horton to Lord Hatton) Nosely, 2d December, i688 
— **My Lord, If you have not already an ace*, this will acquainte y' L», that the 
Princess Anne came privately with the B^p of London, my Lady Churchill, and two 
woemen more on Wednesday night, to my Lord Northampton's ; and from thence, in 
his Lpp's coach to Leicester on Fryday, where she lodged that night, and yesterday 
went towards Nottingham (in order for Yorke). She did not discover herself till they 
came to Harborough, from whence S' Ch. Shugbrough, and about 50 horse attended 
her to Leicester, where my L** Cullen, and diverse Leicestershire gentlemen came to 
wait upon her, and are gone along with her to Nottingham. The mayor and alder- 
men treated both her Highnesse and his L^^ y* B^^ with two noble b'anquetts, and 
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those in arms on this occasion, herewith subjoined, is charac- 
teristic bf the times, and remarkable for its boldness. It was 
one of those insurrectionary tidings from the counties, which 
kept pouring in upon the bewildered King at that crisis. They 
did, indeed, says this document, own it to be rebellion, ** to resist 
a king governing by law, but none to resist a tyrant, that made 
his will the law ;'' and whilst declaring for the Prince, they above 
all things declared for the cause of Protestantism, of which he 
was the champion, and for the constitutional liberties, which had 
been wrested from them. But the verbatim quotation of the 
record, forming one of the State Papers of that reign, seems an 
essential part of the subject, and is inseparably connected with 
Nottinghamshire at the period comprised in these Returns. 

The Declaration of the Nobility, Gentry, and Commonalty 
at the Rendezvous at Nottingham, Nov. 22, 1688. 

"\X7E the Nobility, Gentry, and Commonalty of these Northern 
Counties assembled together at Nottingham, for the defence 
of the Laws, Religion, and Properties, according to those free-bom 
Liberties and Priviledges, descended to us from our Ancestors, as the 
undoubted Birth-right of the subjects of this Kingdom of England, (not 

all demonstrations of respect and joy was shew'd, with which her Highnesse was 
very much pleased, and seemed wonderfull pleasant and cheerful. The B^ also 
thanked y* gentlemen for their respect, and tould them he was forc'd to lay aside y* 
Bible at present [He had at one time bun a cornet of horse\ , but hoped very suddenly 
to take it into his hands againe*. My Lord this w^ our country afifords &c., &c. 
(Signed) John Horton. It is said all y* lords and gentlemen at Nottingham will 
attend her Highness to York, and continue for some time." [Hatton Correspondence 
ii, 118, 119. Cam. Soc.J The same to the same. Leicester, loth. Dec' 1681 — My 
Lord, Hearing y* Princesse came to this place last night (in her journey to Oxford), 
I came to see how affaires stood. Here is a greate appearance of nobility and gentry, 
(few being left at Nottingham); 15 lords, Devonsh[i>^l, North'ton, Chesterfield, 
Manchester, Grey, Carteret, Cullen, Beaumont, Sherard &c. There are about 14 
or 15 troupes of horse. The Biv is captain,, \A Cullen lieutenant, S' Justinean 
Isham comet to y* Northamptonshire troupe, consisting all of gentlemen. Sir 
Scroupe How, Mr. Cooke of Derbyshire, and diverse other gentlemen comand troupes 
alsoe. . . . To-day I find there is an order or warrant, signed by S' Justinean, 
M' Montagu and M' Andrews, Deputy Lieut* for raising y* Northamptonshire Militia, 
both horse and foot tomorrow, to attend y* Princesse, and meet at Daventry on 
Wednesday, but will march to Coventry or Warwick with her. She goes from hence 
tomorrow by way of Coventry &c (signed), John Horton. [Hatton Correspondence 
ii, 120 ; Cam. Soc.] 
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doubting but the Infringers and Invaders of our Rights will represent 
us to the rest of the Nation in the most malicious dress they can put 
upon us), do here unanimously think it our Duty to declare to the rest 
of our Protestant Fellow-Subjects the grounds of our present under- 
taking. 

We are by innumerable Grievances made sensible, that the very Funda- 
mentals of our Religion, Liberties, and Properties are about to be 
rooted out by our late Jesuitical Privy-Council, as hath been of late too 
apparent : — i. By the King's dispensing with all the Establish 'd Laws 
at his pleasure. 2. By displacing all Officers out of all Offices of Trust 
and Advantage, and placing others in their room that are known 
Papists, deservedly made incapable by the Established Laws of our 
Land. 3. By destroying the Charters of most Corporations in the 
Land. 4. By discouraging all persons that are not Papists, preferring 
such as turn to Popery. 5. By displacing all honest and conscientious 
Judges, unless they would, contrary to their Consciences, declare that 
to be the Law which was meerly arbitrary. 6. By branding all men 
with the name of Rebels that but offered to justifie the Laws in a legal 
Course against the arbitrary proceedings of the King, or any of his cor- 
rupt Ministers. 7. By burthening the Nation with an Army, [in order] to 
maintain the violation of the Rights of the Subject. 8. By discounten- 
ancing the Establish'd Reformed Religion. 9. By forbidding the Subjects 
the benefit of petitioning, and construing them Libellers ; so rend'ring 
the Laws a Nose of Wax, to serve their arbitrary ends ; and many more 
such like, too long here to enumerate. 

We being thus mad€ sadly sensible of the Arbitrary, and Tyrannical 
Government, that is by the Influence of Jesuitical Councels coming upon 
us, do unanimously declare. That not being willing to deliver our pos- 
terity over to such a condition q^ Popery and Slavery, as the aforesaid 
Oppressions inevitably threaten ; we will to the utmost of our power 
oppose the same, by joining With the Prince of Orange, (whom we hope 
God Almighty hath sent J^escue us from the Oppressions aforesaid), 
and will use our utmost Endeavours for the recovery of our almost ruin'd 
Laws, Liberties, and Religion ; and herein we hope all good Protestant 
Subjects will with their Lives and Fortunes be assistant to us, and not 
be bugbear'd with the opprobrious term of Rebels, by which they would 
fright us, to become perfect Slaves to their tyranical Insolencies 
and Usurpations ; for we assure our selves, that no rational and 
unbyassed person will judge it Rebellion to defend our Laws and 
Religion, which all our Princes have Sworn at their Coronations ; which 
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Oath, how well it hath been observed of late, we desire a Free Parlia- 
ment may have the consideration of. 

We own it Rebellion to resist a King that governs by Law ; but he 
was always accounted a Tyrant that made his Will the Law; and 
to resist such an one, we justly esteem no Rebellion, but a necessary 
Defence ; and in this consideration we doubt not of all honest mens 
assistance, and humbly hope for ; and implore the great God's protection, 
that tumeth the hearts of his people as pleaseth him best ; it having 
been observed, that people can never be of one mind without his inspira- 
tion, which hath in all ages confirmed that observation, Vox Populi est 
Vox Dei. 

The present restoring of Charters,* and reversing the oppressing and 
unjust Judgment given on Magdalen Colledge Fellows, is plain, are but 
to still the people, like plums to children, by deceiving them for a 
while; but if they shall by this stratagem be fooled, till this present 
storm that threatens the Papists, be past, as soon as they shall be re- 
setted, the former Oppression will be put on with greater vigour ; but 
we hope " in vain is the Net spread in the sight of the Birds :" For (i.) 
The Papists old Rule is. That Faith is not to be kept with Ilereticks 
as they term Protestants, tho' the Popish Religion is the greatest 
Heresie ; And (2.) Queen Mary's so ill observing her promises to the 
Sufifolk-men that helpt her to her Throne ; And above all, (3.) the 
Popes dispensing with the breach of Oaths, Treaties, or Promises, at 
his pleasure, when it makes for the service of Holy Church, as they 
term it. These, we say, are such convincing reasons to hinder us 
from giving credit to the aforesaid Mock-Shews of redress, that we think 
our selves bound in conscience to rest on no security that shall not be 
approved bj' a freely elected Parliament, to whom, under God, we refer 
our Cause. 

[State Papers (Domestic). James IL Bundle 5. No. 183.] 

With regard to the main subject of this inquiry, the Repeal 
of the Penal Statutes, the county of Nottingham from its ante- 
cedents in the latter part of the last reign, was, at any rate, in 
no mood to acquiesse in the King's measures for abrogating the 
greatest safeguards of its religion. The riotous proceedings at

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Nottingham, which followed the receipt of its new charter in 1 682, 
plainly showed what might be expected of it on the present 
occasion. The county was imbued with anti-Catholic principles, 
and had besides in some way sustained pecuniary loss, as the 
entries below show, by the surrender of the governing Charter 
of its chief town in that year.* 

But disturbances of the peace, then and since, would seem, 
as a rule, to be indigenous to this particular county, from what- 
ever cause arising. Among the tumults and rioting, subse- 
quent to James II., may be mentioned, the popular excitement 
about 110 years later at the time of the French Revolution in 
1798; those which occurred in i8ii-i2,and 1816-17, on the 
introduction of improved machinery for manufactures ; and 



* 1682, Oct. 2, Whitehall ; O. Wynne to Lord Preston : — " His Majesty granted 
lately a new charter, (upon the surrender of the old one), to the city of Nottingham. 
When the charter came down, and the Mayor began to swear those to be members 
of the corporation that the charter directed, the fanatic party, (encouraged by M' 
Sacheverell, and others who thought themselves disobliged by it), be|^an to mutiny 
and to oppose the charter, and chose another mayor and officers of their own. The 
informations are a taking, in order to bring them to punishment, and the Lord Lieu- 
tenant is desired to remove for some days mto that town, and to quell the rioters." — 
" By the surrender of Nottingham charter they have lost 400I. per annum, never to 
be retrieved.

'*The new charter of the town [the county and town] of Nottingham, hath occasioned 
great disturbances there; one part of the town having chosen a mayor and other 
officers, according to the old charter ; the other part have chosen another mayor and 
officers, according to the new charter. 

The county of Nottingham have brought severall actions against the town for the 
losse of their charter; the whole county enjoying severall priviledges thereby 
(Luttrell's Diary, Oct. 6, 1682). — " January, 1682-3. M' Sacheverell hath preferred 
an information against the person that surrendred the charter of the town of 
Nottingham, but M' Attorney General would not at first allow it should be received " 
(Luttrell). 

May 2, 1684. — ** The 2^ was a tryall at the King*s Bench upon an information against 
W°* Sacheverell, George Gregory and Charles Hutchinson, esq", and eighteen others, 
for a ryot committed by them at the town of Nottingham, of which they were all 
found guilty " (Luttreirs Diary). — 1684, May 4. " Sacheverell and all his complices 
are found guilty ; what will follow not hard to guess *' [Hist. MSS. Com. vii., ^76, 
499]. — May 8th, 1684. — " M' Attorney General moved yesterday for judgment against 
M' Sacheverell and the other rioters at Nottingham." — ^June 13, 1684. *»The Notting- 
ham rioters came to the court of King*s Bench to receive their judgment; W" 
Sacheverell was fined 500 marks, M' Gregorv 300, M' Hutchinson 200, and the rest 
according to the value of their estates, and that all of them find sureties for their good 
behaviour for a twelvemonth (Luttrell). 
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the still more recent political riots in 1831 on the subject of 
the Reform Bill, when the castle belonging to the then Duke of 
Newcastle, which had received and welcomed the Princess 
Anne in 1688, on the above-mentioned occasion, was burned 
down by the mob. 

The Lieutenancy of the county had been entrusted, since the 
commencement of James's reign, to Henry Cavendish, the 2d 
and last Duke of Newcastle of that creation. He was Lieu- 
tenant also of the county of Northumberland, and although a 
Protestant, was, like his father, a firm and devoted adherent of 
the House of Stuart. Subsequently, when James II. by force 
of circumstances and the impending invasion, removed all his 
Catholic Lords Lieutenant, the Duke, in addition to his other 
commissions, was constituted Lieutenant over the whole three 
Ridings of Yorkshire. Unlike many others, on the landing of 
the Prince of Orange, viz., Lord Shrewsbury, who had taken 
possession of Bristol ; and the Duke of Norfolk, who as Lieu- 
tenant of Norfolk, had summoned the freeholders of the county 
in favor of the Prince ; unlike his kinsman, also, the Earl of 
Devonshire, just alluded to, the Duke remained loyally at his 
post, and firm to the King's interest, as long as his authority for 
the Royal service was obeyed, but so little was this regarded at 
the last, that (to use the words of Reresby) on his sending 
orders " to his captains of horse to dismiss their militia troops, 
they refused to obey him and laughed at him forhismessage."*t 



* Reresby elsewhere adds : — " About this time a party was sent from York to Wel- 
beck to seize the Duke of Newcastle's horses and arms, which they effected, but did 
not meddle with his person." On this subject also, the Duke of Newcastle writes 
thus to Lord Preston, who had succeeded the Earl of Sunderland, as Secretary of 
State : — " 1688, Dec. !•*, Welbeck (holograph). I have received no letter from your 
Lordship since the 19** of Nov', and I have writ every post. I think it my duty to 
acquaint your Lordship, that upon Thursday the Earl of Devonshire writ a long 
letter to me, desiring me to join with him, and to have my arms. I writ him a 
short .... that I would not join [him], nor would I part [with] my arms. 
This morning about 8 o'clock I was betrayed by my wife and servants, and they took 
my horses and arms, and I never knew of it of [for] two hours after ; they never 
came into the house, but broke open the door where the arms was in the out-buildings. 
My servants tells me [they] threatened to burn my house. I humbly intreat your 
Lordship to acquaint his Majesty with this; the people are so • • • • there is 
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After Jameses abdication, on being summoned to attend the 
Convention Parliament, ordered soon after to assemble by the 
Prince of Orange, the Duke declined either to assist at it, or to 
retain any commission under the Prince. That Convention, as 
is well known, which met on the 22nd January 1 688-9, declared 
the Throne vacant. 

Henry, Duke of Newcastle, died without issue male, in 1691 ;♦ 
his daughter and co-heir the Lady Margaret Cavendish married

\ The instructions sent to the Lord Lieutenant to counteract this movement were 
as follows :— 1688, Nov' 19, Whitehall: — Lord Preston to the Duke of Newcastle. — 
*' My Lords of the Council having this afternoon received advise that the Lord Dela- 
mere is raising forces to go to the Prince of Orange, as your Grace will see by the 
enclosed copies, their lordships have thought it requisite to advertise you thereof, 
that you may give the necessary orders within your lieutenancy, as well for the 
stopping and opposing the said Lord Delamere, if he attempt to come awaV) as for 
securing the peace of those parts, and preventing any persons from joining with 
him." [Hist. MSS. Com. VII ; 349 ; Papers of Sir F. Graham Bart.J 

The following despatch of a later date, is on the same subject: — 1688, Dec i*^, 
London, Lord Preston to the Duke of Newcastle : — " I am to acknowledge the honour 
of your grace*s letters. That in which your grace is pleased to transmit to me the 
copies of your letters to the Earl of Devonshire and my lord Fairfax, I laid before his 
Majesty, as I had done your former, which required no particular orders from him. 
He doth very well approve of your grace's actings upon the occasion, knowing that 
it was impossible ior you to dissipate those numbers that had assembled themselves 
in your lieutenancies, without more forces than you could then draw together. I am 
further to acquaint your grace, in relation to the proposal which you make of constitut- 
ing the Duke of Norfolk lord lieutenant of all the ridings of Yorkshire in your place, 
that his Majesty will by no means hear of it, and that he hath more confidence in your 
grace than to believe, that at this time you will quit his service. His Majesty hath 
appointed the Marquis of Halifax, the Earl of Nottingham, and the Lord Godolphin 
his commissioners to treat with the Prince of Orange upon the present unhappy 
occasion of his invasion. They go to-morrow towards Reddmg \Reading\ to attend the 
Prince of Orange's passport for the continuing of their journey towards him." FHist. 
MSS. Com. VII, 350 1 

* Henry Cavendish, second Duke of Newcastle, and a Knight of the Garter, suc- 
ceeded his father in 1676 and married Frances, daughter of William, second son of 
Robert Pierpoint, Earl of Kingston. His father Sir William Cavendish, was elevated 
to the peerage in 1620 as Baron Ogle of Bothal, and Viscount Mansfield in the co. 
of Notts. He was further created in 1628, Baron Cavendish of Bolsover, co. Notts! 
and Earl of Newcastle on Tyne ; in 1643 Marquis of Newcastle co. Northumberland; 
and in 1664 Earl of Ogle and Duke of Newcastle. He was a most distinguished Royal- 
ist General, but ceased to take active part in the King's cause, after the loss of the 
Battle of Marston Moor in 1643, owing to a misunderstanding between himself and 
Prince Rupert, in respect of that battle. 
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John Holies, Earl of Clare,* in whom in 1694 the Dukedom of 
Newcastle was jevived.

* Sir Scrope Howe K'^S son of John Grubham Howe of Langar in Notts, (whose 
father John Howe of Compton in Gloucestershire, was created a baronet in 1660), 
by daughter of Emanuel Scrope, Earl of Sunderland (11"* Baron Scrope of Bolton), 
was knighted by Charles IL at Whitehall (Le Neve). He was ast. i^ at the Visitation 
of 1663, and married 1"* Lady Anne Manners, daughter of John, 8*** Earl of Rutland, 
and 2**'y Juliana, daughter of William Lord Alington of W3'mondley, co. Herts. He 
sat for Nottinghamshire in 1672, 1678-9, 1679, in the Convention Parliament of i688-g, 
1689-90, and 1695. Before the arrival of the Prince of Orange he was associated with 
W", Earl of Devonshire (afterwards Duke of Devonshire), in concerting means for 
inviting him to England ; and on the landing of the Prince at Torbay, he joined the 
Earl at Nottingham with the other lords, and in November, 1688, united with him in 
issuing that ** Declaration," which we have quoted at length at p. 113 of these Returns. 
He accompanied the Princess Anne to the same destination with a body of horse, 
after she quitted London, and continued to escort her on her return-journey to Oxford. 
In the Convention Parliament he voted for supplying the vacancy of the Throne by 
the Prince and Princess of Grange. He was a Groom of the Bedchamber to William II L, 
and by him created in 1701 Baron of Clenawly in the co. of Fermanagh, and Viscount 
Howe of the Kingdom of Ireland. [Cf. Kennet, Memoirs of the Cavendish family.] 
The Hatton Correspondence names h m as commanding a troop of horse in attendance 
on Princess Anne at Nottingham and Leicester (ii., 120). His son, Scrope, succeeded 
him as 2^ Viscount, and 4*** Baronet. The dignity expired with W™ Lord Howe, 
a general in the American War of 1814. 

f Thomas Markham may have been the son of Anthony Markham, brother of Sir 
Robert, 2^ Bar* of Sedgebrooke, co. Notts, by daughter of Sir William Whorwood of 
Stourton in Staffordshire; or Thomas, brother of the said Anthony, whose son James 
John Markham succeeded to the title as 4"* Bar^ on the death of his cousin Sir George 
the 3<* Bar*. The Markhams either gave name to that village in Notts, or took their 
name from it, and date back to t. Henry III., when Alexander de Markhain was 
Constable of Nottingham Castle. One of them, George Markham of Ollerton, married 
daughter and heir of John Withernwick of Claxby co. Lincoln, and had a son Thomas, 
killed fighting on the King's side at Winceby in Lincolnshire. As elsewhere observed, 
the son of this Thomas might possibly be the magistrate in question. 

I Richard Slater of Nottingham, was M.P. for that borough in 1678-9, 1680, 1689-90, 
1695, ^^^ 1698. He died in 1699 (C.O.L.). 

§ George Willoughby of Cossall, co. Nottingham, was the eldest son of Edward 
Willoughby, by daughter of John Atkinson of Nottingham, and nephew of Sir Francis 
Willoughby. He married daughter of Robert Mellish of Ragnall, and was doubtless 
the same who in 1685 founded a hospital with a chapel at Cossall for 4 men and 4 
women. 

II William Sacheverell sat for the co. of Derby in 1680, and for that of Nottingham 
in 1689-90, and died in 1691 (C.O.L.). He was one of the leading members of the 
House of Commons, and his name is brought forward in the King's Agents Reports 
for Nottingham (posUa),

§ Charles Hutchinson, had been concerned in the riots at Nottingham in 1682 in 
respect of its charter, and was tried in 1684 for his participation in them (See p. 116 
antea). He sat for the borough of Nottingham in 1689-90 and 1695, ^"^ ^^^^ ^^ that 
year (C.O.L). 

I Thoresby mentions Wm. Gregory Williams ofSerlby Hall in Yorkshire, being the 
principal proprietor of Rempstone in 1700, and the manor-house there, (in his time a 
farm-house), as owned or occupied by Capt. Williams ** sometime since." 

** Thomas Lewis, (according to monument in Stanford church, mentioned by 
Thoresby), was son and heir of Thomas Lewis of Stanford, on the borders of Leicester- 
shire and Notts, Alderman of London. He died in 1695, ^^^ ^^^ wife, daughter of 
Francis Dashwood, the same year. From them the lordship passed into the Dash- 
wood family (Thoresby).

Most of the Chaworth 
estates devolved on Mar}' Chaworth, a name familiar in the early history of Lord 
Byron, who married in 1805 John Musters of Colwick Hall. The ist peer, George, 
Viscount Chaworth of Armagh, and Cropwell-Butler, co. Notts, was so created in 1627. 

f Robert Sutton, 2d and last Baron Lexington of Averham in the county of 
Nottingham, was employed in offices of State under William IIL and Queen Anne, 
among which, as Envoy extraordinary to the Court of Vienna, ambassador to Spain, 
and representative of England at the treaty of Ryswick in 1697. ^^ married daughter 
and heir of Sir Giles Hungerford of Calstone in co. of Wilts, and left an only daughter, 
Bridget, Duchess of Rutland, his estate after her death passing to her 2d son Lord 
Robert Manners, who assumed the name of Sutton, whose brother^s grandson was 
Charles Manners-Sutton, some time Speaker of the House of Commons. In Kelham 
church is a monument to his memory, described in Thoroton's Notts. 

I Sir Willoughby Hickman of Gainsborough in Lincolnshire, succeeded as 3d Bart, 
on the death of his father in 1681, and represented the co. Lincoln in 1713. He 
married only daughter of Sir Stephen Anderson of Eyworth in Beds, and died in 1720.

Stan- 
hope, from whose brother John descend the Earls of Harrington, and whose half- 
brother Philip, was created Earl of Chesterfield. He was Gentleman-usher, and 
Daily-waiter to Queen Catherine; was M.P. for the borough of Nottingham in 1685, 
and knighted in 1683 (Browne Willis).

PROPOSED REPEAL OF, IN 1687-8; 

Questions to the Magistracy and Corporations touching the same^ 
with their Answers, in the County of Buckingham. 

[From the Original Documents in the Bodleian.] 



The Lieutenancies of Buckinghamshire and Shropshire were 
at this period united, and had been assigned to the Lord Chan- 
cellor Jeffreys, a chief actor in James's reign, and with the 
exception of the Lord President, Robert, Earl of Sunderland, 
the one who played the most conspicuous part in it. He was 
notorious for bis heartless proceedings in the West after the 
Monmouth insurrection, and in upholding in every way the 
pretensions of the Crown, directed to the establishment of 
arbitrary power. In the first county the Chancellor had re- 
placed John, 2d Earl of Bridge water,* and in the latter Francis, 
Viscount Newport,t neither of these lords being willing to 
comply with the King's measures for the Repeal of the Test 
and Penal Statutes. 

'>' John Egerton, 2d Earl of Bridgewater, succeeTled to the title in 1649, and died 
in 1686. His son, John, 3d Earl of Bridgewater, sat for the county of Buckingham 
in 1685 as Viscount Brackley, and at the Revolution voted for setthng the Crown on 
the Prince and Princess of Orange. In 1689 he was appointed Lord Lieutenant of 
Buckinghamshire by William IIL, and at the time of his death was First Commis- 
sioner of the Admiralty. 

f Francis, ist Viscount Newport, son of Richard Newport, created Baron Newport 
of High Ercall in Shropshire in 1642, succeeded his father as 2d Baron in 1650, and 
in 1675 was created Viscount Newport of Bradford, co. Salop, and Earl of Bradford 
in 1694. These titles became extinct in 1762, on the death of Thomas Newport, 5th

It is plain from the nomination of Jeffreys to these two 
counties, in which he possessed only trifling interest, that the 
King had experienced some diflficulty in filling up his Lieu- 
tenancies with known Roman Catholics, or even others agree- 
able to his views. The Dukes of Newcastle and Norfolk, 
and the Earls of Lindsay and Huntingdon, were undoubtedly 
Protestant Lords Lieutenant at the time, or professedly so, and 
Jeffreys, ostensibly a Protestant, may be assumed from his 
complacent character to have been capable of embracing any 
religion suitable to the occasion ; but he was a man, although 
entirely adapted for James's purposes, of no property sufl5cient 
to justify such an appointment. When one hears, however, 
that the Charters of the Corporations in Cornwall were more 
than half filled with the names of " Oflficers of the Guards," and 
sees in these very Returns that James the Second's equerry, 
Ralph Sheldon, was made nominally to officiate in nearly a 
dozen counties, with which he had not the most remote con- 
nection ; not to mention a host of Admiralty officials figuring in 
the Returns from Hampshire and Kent, nothing need surprise 
one with regard to the corrupt and venal appointments of those 
times. 

Fox (Reign of James IL, p. 98), in allusion to the character of 
Judge Jeffi-eys, says : — ** He was as submissive and mean to 
those above him, as he was haughty and insolent to those who 



Earl of Bradford. The above Viscount was constituted Lord Lieut, of Shropshire in 1660 
rH.M.C.v.,p.i68l; an appointment which seems to have been renewed in i James II. 
A petition to the House of Lords in that year, on the part of Viscount Newport, re- 
cords a fine of ;f 10,000 which was imposed in 1646, upon Richard, Lord Newport (his 
father) deceased, and petitioner his son and heir, for their [then caUed] delinquency, 
after a sequestration of all tRtir real and personal estate, and demolition of their 
residence, besides the said fine for composition.

Petitioner hopes their Lordships will not interpret 
his and his father's loyalty and faithful adherence to his late majesty as a crime, and 
prays that he may be restored to the estate and possession of the rectories and tithes 
so extorted as aforesaid, they being the only part of the fine not swallowed up un- 
recoverably, &c. [Petition of Francis Viscount Newport; H.M.C., vii., 14x1. In 
x668 he was made Comptroller of the Household [486, i4\ • 
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were in any degree in his power ;*' and Dalrymple (Memoirs, i., 
137) describes him, as a man "cruel in his temper, brutal in 
his manner, and a contemner of every thing that is decent.*' 
After the Monmouth insurrection he had united in his authority 
both the law and the sword ; the latter in the shape of a large 
military escort, of which he had the command ; so that, as the 
last named authority further remarks : — ** He shed that blood 
with pleasure, which the law intends should be shed with pain." 
Unanimous as -subsequent generations have been in pro- 
nouncing Jeffreys infamous and depraved, it should not be 
overlooked that as the serviceable and unscrupulous tool of 
James, he had not only to bear his own iniquities, but the blame 
of many crimes which had their origin in his master, whom he 
always declared to be inexorable and unrelenting. When a 
prisoner in the Tower after the Revolution,* .and complaining 

* When consulted on the point of dispensing with the Tests, he confirmed the 
opinion of Lord Chief Justice Herbert, who had first suggested it. He was a younger 
son of John Jeffreys, of Acton in Denbighshire, was bred to the bar and became 
Recorder of London, was created a* baronet in 1680, as Sir Geo. Jeffreys of Bulstrode 
in Bucks, and promoted in 1683 to the office of Lord Chief Justice of the King's Bench. 
It was at Bulstrode that Charles IL dined with Jeffreys in 1678, and ** drank to him 
seven times ** ; and ten years later, in 1688, at the same place, James IL and the 
Queen equally honoured him with their company at dinner (Luttrell). In 1685 ^c 
was raised to the peerage as Lord Jeffreys, Baron of Wem, co. Salop, a title which 
became extinct in his son, who d.s.p.m. in 1702. In the same year he was con- 
stituted Lord High Chancellor, chiefly as a reward for his services in the West, after 
the Monmouth insurrection. On the flight of James IL, in attempting to withdraw 
from the Kingdom, he was taken at Wapping disguised as a sailor, and when brought 
before the lords of the Council was bv them committed to the Tower, where he died 
in April 1689. On the occasion of his capture he is said to have been partly in- 
toxicated, and this is very much borne out by the fact, that when taken before the 
Lord Mayor, on being first arrested, he kneeled and kissed his handy which so surprised 
his Lordship, that he is said to have gone into a ** swoon." This appears to be an 
authentic fact, although primd facie a story too good to be true ; its authority, how- 
ever, is as follows : — Among the Earl of Dartmouth's papers is one dated Dec' 19, > 
1688.— Letter by Sir R. Beach.—** The King taken to [at] Feversham ; the Chan- 
cellor taken, he was going to Hambro' in a collier;^ when taken to the Lord Mayor . 
he knelt to kiss his band ; the Lord Mayor so astonfshed that he fell into a swoond " 
(sic) [Hist. MSS. Com., ii., iij. Among J. R. Pine Coffin's papers are the ensuing: — 
From Dr. Prideaux to his sister, Mrs. Anne Coffin. — 15 Dec, 1688. — ** Weehearethe 
King is at Rochester, and wilbe at White hall tomorrow ; and the Prince of Orange 
is at Windsor. The Lord Mayor [Sir John Chapman] when the Lord Chancellor was 
taken and brought before him, fell into a strange epileptick fitt, and scarce yet re- 
covered.** — 29 Dec, 1688. — ** The Lord Chancellor (Jeffreies) is close confined at one 
M' Bulls, a warders, but allowed pen, inke, and paper, which hee hath much used. 
The Tower church was very full on Sunday, in expectation to see him, but he came 
not out " [Hist. MSS. Com., v., 379J . 
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of his hard fate to Dr. Scott,* who visited him in his confine- 
ment, he said : — ** I was hated by the kingdom for doing so 
much in the West, and I was ill received by the King for not 
having done more '* ; and this assertion of James's cruel dis- 
position is rendered more credible from the fact, that when 
Hannah Hewling, whose two brothers were executed for taking 
part in the Monmouth rebellion, was waiting for an audience to 
present her petition to James II. on their behalf, Lord Churchill, 
(afterwards Duke of Marlborough), who was in attendance on 
the King, after assuring her of his own personal wishes for her 
success, added : — ** I dare not flatter you with any such hopes, 
for that marble,'* (pointing to the chimney-piece, near which 
they were standing,) ''is as capable of feeling compassion as the 
King s heart."t 

We have already alluded in these Returns, as we shall have 
occasion to do again under '* Berkshire," to the first measure 
towards packing a Parliament, that, namely, of remodelling the 
Corporations by writs of Quo Warranto, commenced in the late 
reign of Charles 11. , and which James had for that purpose 
renewed in his. By this step, on the forfeiture of their Charters, 
the common councils of all the Boroughs were altered, and the 
vacant municipal oflBces filled by professed Catholics; the 
former functionaries, who had refused their assent 16 the Repeal 
of the Test and Penal Statutes, being in every case ejected. 
Those Boroughs, which surrendered their Charters voluntarily, 
escaped the legal sentence of privation, but in either case they 
became mere nomination boroughs for the Crown, and simply 
returned members devoted to it. 

Whilst some public bodies were mean-spirited enough to 
thank the King for this and other steps, as the servile addresses 
to him promising to support his measures sufliciently testify,

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and surrendered their Charters voluntarily, Buckingham was one 
of the foremost in its opposition to give up its ancient privi- 
leges. The town of Buckingham had been made a borough temp. 
Henry VIII., and is said to have had a charter of incorpora- 
tion from Edward III., but its governing charter was granted 
in the first year of Queen Mary, in consequence of its services 
in suppressing the Duke of Northumberland's rebellion on that 
Queen's accession. This charter was surrendered t. Charles II., 
viz., in 1684, and a new one was granted, on which the Corpora- 
tion acted until the above occasion in 1687-8. Notwithstanding 
its then opposition, and the ensuing Utigation, during which 
time James II. successively removed three mayors elected by 
the Corporation in as many months, the charter of Charles II. 
had also to be surrendered.* During the following reign of 
William III., however, its original surrendered charter was 
restored, and is that on which the proceedings of the Corpora- 
tion are governed at this time. Macaulay, (quoting Van 
Citters's despatch to his government in 1687-8), gives us a pretty 
plain view of the way in which this surrender on the part of 
Buckingham was eflFected. His words are : — ** Tyranny could 
ill brook this delay [of legal proceedings] . Nothing was omitted 
which could terrify the refractory boroughs into submission. 
At Buckingham, some of its municipal officers had spoken of 
Jeffreys in language which was not laudatory. They were pro- 
secuted, and were given to understand that no mercy should be 
shown to them, unless thev would ransom themselves bv sur- 
rendering their Charter.*'t 



* Luttrell in his Diary, cofirms this fact : — ** The town of Buckingham, after all 
the contest in standing out, has at last been forced to surrender its charter." 

f Van Citters, Dec. - 1687 ; Macaulay ii., 328. Winchester and Barnstable were 

two boroughs which fought out the question; but Lymington is an instance in 
which the Mayor and Corporation successfully resisted James the Second's summons 
by writ of Quo Warranto, ** They pleaded (according to St. Barbe's ** Records of 
the Corporation *'), a prescriptive riffht^ which proved an effectual stop to further 
proceedings ; the expences in defending the action amounting to £^, 
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This litigation had doubtless the eflfect of making the con- 
stituencies more stubborn and determined, for they unanimously 
resolved to return no one to parliament, who would vote for 
the Repeal of the Penal Statutes. 

But the fact was, notwithstanding the Restoration, many 
counties were imbued with Republican sentiments, and Bucking- 
hamshire pre-eminently so. It had ever been conspicuous in 
upholding the liberties and privileges of the country, since the 
first bold and memorable stand made by its member, Hampden, 
against that encroachment on them in 1637, the imposition of 
** Ship-money." It had led the way a few years later in joining 
in an association for mutual defence on the side of parliament ; 
and in denouncing that violation of parHamentary privilege com- 
mitted by the King, in attempting to arrest within the walls of 
the House the five impeached members and leaders of the 
Commons. Whilst 4,000 squires and freeholders rode up to 
London to protect their representative, one of the impeached 
members on that occasion, the county presented a petition to 
the House, signed by 6,000 persons, " who/' in the words of 
Hume, " promised to live and die in defence of the privileges 
of Parliament.'* It was this conduct of the county which caused 
Lord Clarendon to observe, that from the date of the pre- 
sentation of the address of its inhabitants, '* we may reason- 
ably date the levjdng of war in England.*' 

Neither had 30 years effected much change in this county's 
sentiments. Any apparent difference in them was more assumed 
than real. Not very many years had elapsed since the era of 
the Commonwealth, and the son and grandson of its beloved 
representative had not passed away at the time of which we treat. 
It still retained most, if not all, the Republican doctrines derived 
from the spirit infused into it by the above great patriot, and, 
in common with the majority of the nation, entertained a 
wholesome dread of a return to the dominion of Rome. As it 
had been the centre of these principles during the Protectorate 
q{ Cromwell, so to these for the most part it still adhered.

In a review of the " Life of General Deane/' one of the 
Republican party in Buckinghamshire, and a regicide, the late 
John Gough Nichols gives the following extracts,* which very 
much account for its adoption of these sentiments : — " Oliver 
Cromwell has been generally considered the life and soul of the 
Great Rebellion ; but it has not been suflSciently appreciated, 
that the chief instruments of his work were, for the most part, 
selected from his own family-connections in the county of 
Buckingham/' — " Buckinghamshire was covered with a network 
of families, so closely united by intermarriages and common 
interests, that ** One and All,*' the motto of clannish Cornwall, 
might with equal propriety have been assumed by the county of 
Buckingham. The harsh treatment of their member, John 
Hampden, by the Court, sunk so deeply into the breasts of his 
constituents, that the first threatening movement against the 
King, commenced with them/' — This, according to Vicars, 
occurred in January, 1641-2.1 — " The small size of the county 
prevented it from sending such large forces as other counties to 
the aid of the popular Cause ; but in proportion to its extent, or 
rather beyond proportion to it, Buckinghamshire sent more 
into the field, and rallied round John Hampden as its chief. 
Such was its earnestness of zeal and perseverance, that nearly 
one-third of the High Court of Justice, who set their hands and 
seals to the Death- Warrant of the King, were either of this 
small county, or closely connected with it. They were, for the 
most part, relations of Hampden, or allied to him by marriage ;

f Refers to the expedient of "petitioning," (above alluded to), renewed, as Hume 
says, to excite the seditious disposition of the people, after Charles I. had been so 
ill-advised as to attempt the arrest of the five leading members of the Commons. 
The entry runs thus : — ** There came a numerous multitude of Buckinghamshire men, 
both gentlemen and others on horseback, in very fair and orderly manner, with the 
Protestation in their hats and hands, partly in behalf of the most worthy Knight of 
this Shire in Parliament {Hampden), but especially to petition the Parliament for the 
reformation of evils in Church and State ; the just punishment of delinquents ; the 
timely relief of Ireland (then in rebellion ;) and the expulsion of Prelates and Popish 
Lords out of Parliament** (Vicars, Jehovah Jireh, p. 69). 
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and those of his friends, who were not Buckinghamshire men, 
were of the adjoining counties of Oxford and Berks. The 
following names will corroborate this remark, viz., George 
Fleetwood, Richard Ingoldesby, Simon Mayne, Edmund Waller 
of Beaconsfield, Robert Waller (Hampden's son-in-law), Thomas 
Challoner, Peter Temple, James Temple, Edward Whalley, 
J. Bourchier, John Desborough, John Jones, Valentine Wauton, 
all of Buckinghamshire, To these may be added the family 
connections, near or remote, of John Hampden, viz., Oliver 
Cromwell, Henry Ireton, John Hutchinson, Richard Deane. 
Berkshire supplied Daniel Blagrave and Henry Marten. These 
were all Regicides. To these adhered, as *^ consenting to the 
King's death," Lenthall, the Speaker of the Long Parliament, 
an Oxfordshire man ; and John Milton, who, although a 
Londoner bom, selected Buckinghamshire as his place of resi- 
dence ; and the " two Goodwins." who were related to the 
Fleetwoods and Hampdens." These were the centre to which 
the whole county gravitated. 

Perhaps among all other counties of England, with the 
exception of Hertfordshire, the county of Buckingham is one 
in which property has changed its owners more than most 
others since the days of James H., and few of the names of the 
then freeholders, who figure in these Returns, with the excep- 
tion of Temple, Verney, Hobart-Hampden (Earl of Buckingham- 
shire), or perhaps two more, can be identified with it at the pre- 
sent time.

at his death in 1703. He purchased the manor of Great Marlow in Bucks, in 1670, 
having sold Hawnes in 1667 to Sir George Carteret, and represented that borough in 
1680, 1685, and 1689. 

I Sir Polycarpus Wharton succeeded his father, Sir George, in 1681 as 2^ Bar*. 
The latter, created a baronet in 1677, was son of a respectable yeoman at Strickland, 
near Kirkby Kendal, in Westmorland, and therefore in no way related to the con- 
temporary peer of that name — viz., Philip, Lord Wharton, whose son Thomas was 
member for the county of Buckingham at the time. 

§ Sir Thomas Clayton of the Vache, in Chalfont S^ Giles, Bucks. This estate had 
been forfeited to the Crown on the conviction for High Treason of Sir George Fleetwood, 
one of Cromweirs Lords, and one of the Regicides. Charles IL bestowed it on his 
brother James, Duke of York, by whom it was sold in 1665 to Sir Thomas Clayton, 
\Yarden of Merton College, Oxford, (Lipscombe ; Noble). 

II Thomas Hacket of North Crawley, was High Sheriff of Bucks in 1681. By a 
brass in that church we are informed that he died in 1689, having married daughter 
of Augustine Nicholls of Halstead in Leicestershire. 

** Edward Leigh of Iver, here named, was High Sheriff of Bucks in 1685. His 
descendant Thomas Leigh became the same in 1749. 

■ft Thomas Pigot would seem, from pedigree of Pigot of Doddershall (among the 
Gough MSS. Bibl. Bodl.), to have been the last of the Whaddon family seated at 
Doddershall in Quainton, Bucks, and to have died in 1704. He succeeded to it in 
1685, on the death of his uncle Sir Richard Pigot, grandson of Christopher Pigot, 
committed to the Tower by the Speaker of the House of Commons in 1606, expelled 
the House, and dismissed from his seat for the co. of Bucks.

* Sir Robert Throckmorton of Coughton in Warwickshire, was the 3** Bai*, and 
succeeded on the death of his father to Weston in Bucks. He married daughter of 
Sir Charles Yate of Buckland in Berks, sister and heir of Sir John Yate of the same 
.place. 

I Sir Edward Longueville, 3^ Bar^ of Wolverton in Bucks, sold that estate about 
six years before his death in 171 2 to D'^ Kadcliffe, the physician, who bequeathed 
it in trust for the University of Oxford. He met with his death in 1718 by a fall 
from his horse, and his father, Sir Thomas, was also killed by a fall in the same 
way in 1685. He was Sheriff of the county in 1687. The title became extinct, 
by failure of male issue, on the death of his cousin. Sir Thomas, who succeeded as 
4"» Bar^ According to Lysons (Mag. Brit.), the family had held Wolverton for 
300 years, and among them was Sir John Longueville,. who, in Leland's time, lived 
to the age of 103. His descendant Sir Edward Longueville was created a Bar* of 
Nova Scotia in 1638. 

I Sir Cassar Cranmer of Astwood (Astwood Bury) in Bucks, was a collateral 

descendant of Archbishop Cranmer, and son of Samuel Cranmer, Alderman of 

London, who died 16 Charles L His mother was Mary, daughter of Thomas Wood 

of Hackney, Serjeant of the Pantry to Charles L His uncles were, Thomas, bishop 

of Coventry and Lichfield, and Sir Henry Wood of Loudham in Suffolk, Clerk of the 

Board of Green Cloth to Charles IL, one of Queen Catherine's Council, and Treasurer 

of Queen Henrietta Maria, who ob. 1671. His mother re-married Sir Henry Chester 

of Tilsworth and Lidlington in co. Beds, Knight of the Bath, and by her will in 1676, 

she leaves her son Cxsar Wood alias Cranmer, sole executor. He appears to have 

taken the name of Wood after his uncle's death in 1671. His only sister Mary, 

married Sir Anthony Chester, 3^ Bar* of Chichley in Bucks. He became eventually 

a man of very large fortune on the death of his two uncles aforesaid, and of his 

cousin Mary, who died in 1680, sole heir and daughter of Sir Henry Wood, one 

of them, by his second wife, daughter of Sir Thomas Gardiner, Attorney General, 

maid of honour to Queen Henrietta Maria, and a bedchamber woman to Queen 

Catherine. This Mary had married, as his first wife, Charles Fitzroy, Duke of 

Southampton, whilst a minor, and the estate of Sir Henry Wood was settled on her, 

with remainder to her uncle the Bishop, and the above Sir Caesar Cranmer. The 

Duchess was buried [as per Westminster Abbey Registers (Chester)] in the Duke 

of Monmouth's vault in that abbey. Sir Caesar Cranmer was knighted, according 

to. Le Neve, in 1677, and was aet. 6 an. in 1640. His daughter Mary, married 

Sir Walter Blount of Sodington. By inquest post mortem taken on his father in 

16 and 17 Charles L, in Middlesex, Bucks, and Warwick, it was found that he 

was seized of lands in Whitechapel, Astwood and Newport-Pagnel (in Bucks), 

with Upper Itchington manor, and other lands in Warwick. He became in-

volved in a Chancery suit with the Duke of Southampton, after hk cousin*s death, 
and as it excited considerable public interest at the time, the details may be worthy 
of note. Le Neve [Harl. MS. 5801, fo. 103] gives the deed of settlement, on which 
the matter hinged. In Luttrell's Diary, under date of Nov. 3d, 1692, we have the 
following : — ** This week a hearing in Chancery between the Duke of Southampton and 
Sir Caesar Cranmer alias Wood, about 3 [4] 000^. per annum, left by Sir Henry Wood 
after the death of the late Bishop of Lichneld, &c. ; and the Duke claiming the estate 
by marrying Sir Henry Wood's daughter, they gave it for his grace during his life.** 
[Against this decision there ^as an appeal], ist Dec, 1692. — " On Monday next 
tne hearing is in the House of Lords of the great cause between the Duke of 
Southampton and Sir Csesar Cranmer for 4000;^'. per annum, which Sir Caesitr is in 
possession of as next of kin to Sir Henry Wood, and the late Bishop of Coventry ; 
the Duke claiming it by marriage of Sir Henry Wood's daughter, who died without 
issue.** — ^Tuesday, 6th Dec'. — ** A great hearing in the House of Lords yesterday 
betwixt Sir Csesar Cranmer alias Wood appellant from the court of Chancery, for an 
estate of 35oo;f. per annum, which the Duke claimed in marriage with Sir Henry 
Wood's daughter, who died without issue before 16, and in such case it was to descend 
to the next heir, and accordingly the Bishop of Coventry and Lichfield enjoyed it for 
9 years and died ; then Sir Csesar being next in remainder took possession ; on which 
the Duke made his claim and obtained a decree in Chancery, which was yesterday 
reversed" We give the foregoing as illustrating the social history of the day, which 
so far differs very little from that of the present. [Cf. Le Neve (as above), and 
Luttrell's Diary, ii., 606, 632]. 

* Sir Francis Etheridge Knt., sat for Great Marlow in 1698. The manor of Marlow 
passed to him by purchase in 1690. He married the relict of Sir Wm. Goulston. 
He was of the Inner Temple, was knighted in 1681 [Harl. MS. 5801, f. 156], and 
sat for Great Marlow in 1702. 

I Richard Anderson, was son of Sir Richard Anderson, 2d Bart, of Pendley or 
Penley in Aldbury, co. Herts, who held the manor of Fleet-Marston or Marston-Fleet 
in Bucks, and died in vitA patris. His widow married, as his second wife, Simon, ist 
Viscount Harcourt, Lord High Chancellor; and his sister Elizabeth, another of the 
same family, Simon, eldest son of Vere Harcourt, D.D., Archdeacon of Notts. 
[Cf. Clutterbuck's Herts, i., 284J . He sat for Aylesbury in 1685 (C.O.L.) 

I John Blackwell sat for Wendover in 1689-90 (C.O.L.) 

§ Giles Duncombe was probably connected with the Duncombes of Claydon in 
Bucks. 

II Thomas Farrer was of Brayfield and Newenton, Bucks. 

** Edward Baldwin was Recorder of Chipping- Wycombe, and represented that 
borough in 1685. He was probably related to John Baldwyn, M.P, for Wendover in 
)<i^hard Cromweira parliament of 1658-9.

* Roger Price, (the same or an earlier), had been High Sheriff of Bucks temp. 
Cromwell. 

I George Evelyn of Huntercombe in Bumham, was son of George Evelyn of the same 
place, son of Thomas Evelyn by Frances, his wife, sister of Lord Hcrvey of Kidbrook^. 
He died in 1699 (Lipscombe). This family was a branch of the Evelyns of Surrey, 
and in descent from George Evelyn of Long Ditton, Godstone and Wotton (Evelyn*8 
Diary.) 

I Wm. Busby belonged apparently to the family of that name settled at Addington, 
in this county (Willises Bucks, i., 116). With this place is associated the site of the 
gallons, called Gallows Gap, on which the Molines family executed their criminals. 

§ The Chase family were connected with Great Brickhill and Marlow in this 
county ; memorials of them are, or were, to be seen in the churches of those places. 
James Chase was M.P. for Great Marlow from 1695 to 1710, and built Westhorpe House 
in that neighbourhood. One of the same family, Thomas Chase of Amersham, was 
barbarously murdered as a heretic in 1506. 

II A family of the name of Sumner were of Bumham. 

** John Proby, we assume to be one of the sons ot Sir Heneage Proby of Raans in 
Amersham, Bucks, and of Elton in Huntingdonshire; M.P. for Amersham in Bucks, 
and Sheriff of that county in 1636. He seems to have been returned for the co. of 
Huntingdon in 1693, and 1700- 1. His brother Sir Thomas Proby of Elton, was 
created a baronet in 1661-2, and was elected for Amersham in the year preceding, 
at whose decease in 1689, the title expired, and Elton passed to the above John, who 
died in 17 10. His descendant is the present Earl of Carysfort. William Proby of 
Amersham, (apparently cousin of John aforesaid), was Sheriff of Bucks in 1719. The 
Bumham baptismal register of 1645 has Helena, daughter of Sir Heneage Proby, 
sister of the above John and Thomas. We are unable to identify Sir Henry Proby of 
Raans in Bucks, who died in 1662. [Cf. Browne Willis, Hist, of Bucks, p. 117]. 

ft Joseph Alston was son and heir of Sir Joseph Alston of Chelsea co. Middlesex, 
and Bradwell in Bucks, 2d Bart., Sheriff of the county in 1670, who died in 1688-9, 
when the above magistrate succeeded as 3d Bart., also Sheriff of Bucks in 1702, and 
died at Bath in 1715. He married daughter and co-heir of Sir Edward Evelyn of 
Long Ditton in Surrey. 

II Edward Bate is mentioned by Browne Willis (in his Buckingham), as a magis- 
trate for the county, and one " by whose friendship and acquaintance he was much 
gratified." He erected a house ** near the church " at Maid's Moreton (Moreton- 
Maids). His father was Dr. George Bate, a physician and writer. Anthony k Wood 
says that he resided in Hatton Garden, and ob. 1699.

The Names of the present Deputy Lieutenants in the County 
of Bucks, all w** are also Justices of the Peace, except S' W°* 
Bowyer,t S' Henry Ancirewes,§ S"" W"* Drake, II and Alexander 
Denton Esq.'** 

* Nicholas Salter of Ivcr, was Sheriff of Bucks in 1686. In the churchyard of 
Stoke-Poges is a tomb recording his death and the above fact. The latter occurred in 
1693. Gray, the poet, lies buried in the same churchyard, whose elegy is assumed 
to be associated with that spot. 

f Robert Haft was of Brill, where his family had been located from temp. Elizabeth, 
and was High Sheriff of Bucks in 1684. He was probably father of Robert Harte, 
who was baptised, (as per parochial Register), in 1668, his widow dying in 1705 
(Lipscombe). 

J Sir William Bowyer of Denham Court in Bucks, 2d Bart., married daughter of 
Viscount Cranboume, son and heir of William, 2d Earl of Salisbury. Sir Wm. 
Bowyer, the ist Bart., was so created in 1660, and sat for the county in 1661, and 
died in 1679. The above magistrate, from whom the present Sir George Bowyer is 
in direct descent, died in 1721. 

§ Sir Henry Andrews of Lathbury in Buckinghamshire, was created a baronet by 
Charles I. in 1661, and ob. 1696, when male issue failing, the title became extinct. 
His father. Sir Wm. Andrews Knt. of Lathbury, was Sheriff of Bucks in 5 James I. 

II Sir William Drake Knt. of Amersham and Shardloes, was M.P. for the former 
in 1669 on the death of his uncle Sir Wm. Drake, created a baronet in 1641, who had 
been returned for it in 1660 ; he sat for the same borough in 1678-9, 1679, 1685, the 
Convention of 1688-9, and 1689-90, in which year he died. He married daughter and 
heir of Sir Wm. Montagu Knt., Lord Chief Baron of the Exchequer, and second son 
of Edward, Lord Montagu of Boughton ; and his son Montagu of Shardloes was re- 
turned for Amersham in 1695, was a deputy Lieutenant and justice of the peace for 
Bucks, and died in 1698-9, having married daughter and heir of Sir John Garrard, 3d 
Bart, of Lamer in Herts. Sir Wm. Drake was knighted in 1668, and was heir to his 
uncle, the aforesaid Bart., Chirographer to the Court of Common Pleas, and ancestor 
of the present Thomas Tyrwhitt Drake of Shardloes. 

** Alexander Denton of Hillesden, in descent from the Dentons of Cumberland, 
represented the borough of Buckingham in 1689-90, 1695, and 1698, in which year he 
died. His son, Sir Edmund Denton, who was created a baronet in 1699, sat for the 
same borough in 1698, and from 1700 to 1708, and in that year was returned with Mr. 
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W°» Cheyne Esq^*

Hampden for the CO. of Buckingham. He died in 1714, and his widow married Viscount 
Hillsborough. Another son, Sir Alexander Denton, was Recorder of Buckingham, 
became Justice of the Common Pleas in 1722, and Chancellor to the Prince of Wales in 
1729. It was probably the former (then Mr. Denton), who in 1689 recovered £5000 
damages against Sir William Smith's son for running away with his wife (Luttrell). 
In 1709 Alexander Denton, M.P. for Buckmgham, and member in the Irish Parlia- 
ment, was appointed Private Secretary to the Earl of Wharton, when Lord Lieutenant 
of Ireland. 'Luttrell styles him, when nominated his secretary a few years before, 
" one of the council to the Aylesburj' men." He continued to sit for the same till 1722. 
He died in 1739. An earlier Sir Alexander Denton suffered much by the Civil War 
in 1643; Hillesden House, his residence, was taken by the Parliamentary forces in 
that year. • 

* Hon^^ William Cheyne, was the son of Charles Cheyne of Chesham-Bois in Bucks, 
and ofCogenhoe (or Cooknoe) in Northants, (created in 1681 Lord Cheyne, and Viscount 
of Newhaven in the Scotch peerage,) and succeeded his father as 2d Viscount in 1698. 
Charles, ist Lord Cheyne, had sat for Amersham in 1660, and for Great Marlow in 
1685-6, and married the Lady Jane Cavendish, daughter and co-heir of William, 
Duke of Newcastle. The above William, afterwards 2d Lord Cheyne, sat for Amer- 
sham in 1685, and for the county of Bucks in 1695. In 1698, being then Lord Cheyne 
and Viscount Newhaven in Scotland, he was chosen M.P. for the county of Bucks 
and for Amersham, but elected to serve for the former. In 1700-1 he sat again for 
the county, having been also elected for Amersham ; but in the parliament of 1701 he 
represented Amersham, and again in 1705. In 1707 he became a peer of the United 
Kingdom, and in 1712 was constituted Lord Lieutenant of the county of Bucks 
(Bridges's Northants; Lysons). The family of Cheyne of Cogenhoe and Chesham- 
Bois, was of great antiquity. One of the family, Sir John Cheyne, was Sheriff of Beds 
and Bucks, (at that time associated counties), in 2, 4 and 9 Pfenry VI. The manor of 
Chelsea, in Middlesex, was purchased by Charles, ist Lord Cheyne, of the Duke of 
Hamilton, and many localities bore (or still bear) the name of Cheyne in that parish. 
It was sold by his son, the above William, to Sir Hans Sloane in 1712. 

t Sir Anthony Chester of Chichley, 3d Bart., succeeded his father in 1651, and 
married Mary, daughter of Samuel Cranmer, Alderman of London, and sister of Sir 
Caesar Cranmer (Wood) of Astwood, Bucks. He was Sherifl of Bucks in 1^69, as 
his father had been in 1661. 

I Sir John Busby of Addington and Stratton-Audlcy in Bucks, son of Robert Bubby 
of Addington, was knighted in 1661 (Le Neve). He was colonel of the Buckinghamshire 
militia, and ob. 1700. This we learn from a monument at Addington, the inscription 
on which (given by Browne Willis), records his first wife as daughter of Sir William 
Mainwaring, Governor of Chester [who (according to Le NeveJ died in 1667, 19 years 
old, and was buried at Tittenhanger in Herts] ; his second wite was daughter of John 
Dormer, Esq., of Lee Grange co. Bucks ; and that his son and heir Dr. Thomas 
Busby raised it to his memory, (Willis's Bucks).

* Sir Richard Temple, ^^ Bar* of Stowe in Bucks, and Burton- Dassett in Warwick- 
shire. His grandfather Sir Thomas Temple, knighted by James I. in 1603, was created 
a Baronet in 1610, was Sheriff of Bucks in 1616, and of Warwickshire in 1620. His 
father Sir Peter Temple (2^ Bar*), Sheriff of Bucks in 1635, died in 1653. Whilst 
M.P. for Buckingham he was nominated one of the Commissioners for the trial of 
Charles L, but took no part in it (a). The above Sir Richard was constituted Lord 
Lieutenant of Bucks in 1660, was created a Knight of the Bath at the Coronation 
of Charles IL, and sat for Buckingham in 1661, 1685, in the Convention Parliament of 
1688-9, 1689-90, and from 1695 to 1697, i" which year he died. He was one of the 
leading members in the House of Commons during that time, and supported the Bill 
for excluding the Duke of York from the Throne. Sir Richard Temple, his son, who 
succeeded him as 4*** Baronet, was a distinguished officer in the time of Marlborough, 
became a Field-Marshal, and was created Viscount Cobham in 1718, being commem- 
orated as the "brave Cobham" in the lines of Pope. His sister, Hester (Viscountess 
Cobham),wasthe wife of Richard Grenville of Wotton, grandfather to George Grenville, 
the !•* Marquis of Buckingham in 1784, who assumed the names of Nugent-Temple 
before that of Grenville, whose son, again, Richard, (succeeding in 1813 as the 2^ 
Marquis, and assumed the names of Brydges-Chandos in addition), was created Earl 
Temple of Stowe, Marquis of Chandos, and Duke of Buckingham and Chandos in 1822, 
and was ancestor of the present Duke. It was the aforesaid Sir Richard Temple, 
the 3** Bar', who erected Stowe, the seat of the Duke of Buckingham, and planned 
and formed its memorable gardens and grounds, designated by Browne Willis "one 
of the Wonders of the Kingdom." He died in 1697. [Cf. Parish Register; Browne 
Willis's Hundred of Buckingham.] 

t Sir Ralph Vemey of Middle Claydon, co. Bucks, sprang from an ancient family 
temp. Kingjohn, of which may be mentioned Sir Ralph Vemey, Lord Mayor of London 
in 146C, the purchaser of Middle Claydon ; Sir Ralph Verney, his grandson, K"*, Sheriff 
of Bucks and Beds in 151 1, and Chamberlain to the Princess Mary; Sir Edmund Verney, 
Knight-Marshal, Standard-bearer to Charles L, killed at Edge Hill in 1642, "his body 
not found" [Cenotaph in chancel of Middle Claydon church]. The above Sir Ralph 
Vemey, eldest son of Sir Edmund Verney, K°*, created a Baronet in 1660- 1, sat for 
Aylesbury from i6?6 to 1643, and for Buckingham in 1680-1,1685, and 1688-9, and ob.1696. 
His son Sir John Verney, 2^ Bar*, M.P. for the county in i7ioand 1713, was raised to the 
peerage in 1703 as Baron Verney of Belturbet, and Viscount Fermanagh in the peerage 
of I reland ; and the 2^ Viscount Fermanagh was created Earl Verney in 1742 ; titles which 
became extinct with the 2^ Earl Verney in 1791. Sir John Verney*s second wife was 
daughter of Sir Francis Lawley Bar* of Spoonbill, in Salop, master of the Jewel-office. 
The Correspondence of the above Sir Ralph and others, (among the Verney Papers,) 
cxtendsfrom 1630 to 1699, and has been much used in annotating this work. His**Notes," 
taken during the sittingof the Long Parliament, have been edited for theCamden Society. 

I James Herbert of Tythrop, Oxon,and Kingsey in Bucks, M.P. for Westburyin 1685, 
and for Aylesbury in 1695, 1700-1, and 1702, ob. 1709. He was son of James Herbert, 
brother of Philip, 5*"* Earl of Pembroke and 2^ Earl of Montgomery, whose father 4'*^ Earl 
of Pembroke and i"* Earl of Montgomery married Lady Anne Clifford, widow of Sackville, 
Earl of Dorset. 

§ James Tyrrell, son of Sir Timothy Tyrrell of Shotover, Oxon, and Oakley, Bucks, 
K°*, by the sole daughter of Archbishop Usher. He died in 1718, and lies buried in 
Oakley Church, where a mural monument records (or recorded) these facts. 

(a) A distant and contemporary cousin (of Temple Hall at Whellesborough) also 
named Peter, M.P. for Leicester, sat on the King's trial, and signed the warrant for 
his execution. [H. & G. in., 391.]

* William Fleetwood, one of the Missenden branch of the family, was fourth in 
descent from Sir William Fleetwood, serjeant-at-law, and Recorder of London, who 
first purchased the estate at Great-Missenden in Bucks, and ob. 1594, being himself 
in descent from the Fleetwooc's of the Vache in Chalfont. The above magistrate, 
William Fleetwood of Missenden, was High Sheriff of Bucks in 1688, and ob., 
according to parish register, in 1691. Tie was the last heir male of that line, the 
estate passing in marriage by female heirs to other families. [Browne Willis ; 
Lipscombe ; Noble.] 

f Francis Duncombe we infer to have been of Broughton in the co. of Bucks, who 
married daughter of Sir Anthony Chester, 3*^ Bar' ; the same, it is presumed, who sat 
for Amersham in 1708. In Visitation of Bucks, among the Gough MSS. (Bibl. Bodl.), 
Francis, (probably another,) was second son of William Duncombe of Much (Great) 
Brickhill in that county. Francis Duncombe of Broughton was Sheriff of Bucks 
in 16 James I. 

I Sir Richard Anderson, 2^ Bar* of Penley, married i"*, daughter of Sir Thomas 
Hewett of Pishobury, sister and co-heir of George, Viscount Hewett, by whom he 
had Richard (already noticed) ; and 2^^, daughter of Lord Methuen, Lord Chancellor 
of Ireland. He sat for Aylesbury in 1685, and ob. 1699. 

§ Sir Dennys Hampson, 3^ Bar* of Taplow Court near Maidenhead, was M.P. for 
High Wycombe in 1685, Sheriff of Bucks in 1683, and ob. s.p.m. in 1719. His father, 
Sir Thomas, married daughter and heir of Anthony Dennys of Orleigh in Devon. 
The family is recorded of Taplow in Bucks Visitations of 1575 and 1634. 

II Richard Minshull, here named, of Boreton (or Bourton) in Bucks, married daughter 
of Sir George Blount of Sodington in Worcestershire, and ob. 1729 in the King*s 
Bench. His grandfather, Sir Richard Minshull, suffered much for his loyalty in the 
Civil War, and was created in 1642, Baron and Viscount Minshull of M inshull in 
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S*^ Caesar Wood nuper Cranmer,

Cheshire, a title which Nicholas presumes never existed, and gives the name of the 
cnobled party as ^ohn MinshuU. Banks takes notice of the title, but Dugdale makes 
no mention of this peer. The family was, at any rate, in descent from Michael de 
Minshull who was^with Richard Cceurde Lion in the Holy Land, and for his services 
at the siege of Ascalon, had the assignment of the Crescent and Star for his coat- 
armour, (Philpot*s Kent, p. 351). The family motto was: ** His Saladinum vicimus 
armis,*' in allusion to the Crusades and Wars against the Turks. 

* This name is spelt Tyrrell, Tyrrill, Terril, Terrel, and Tyril. Sir Thomas Tyrrell 
of Thornton in Bucks, was the 4*** Bar*, and ob. 1705. Le Neve, however,- mentions 
Sir Thomas Tyrrell of Hanslope and Castle Thorpe in Bucks, who might be the 
Deputy Lieutenant in this Return, Judge of the Common Pleas, knighted in 1661, 
afterwards created a Baronet, and M.P. for the county in 1660. 

f Sir Peter Tyrrell of Hanslope and Castle Thorpe in Bucks, was created a Bar* in 
1665. He was son of Sir Thomas Tyrrell, Judge of the Common Pleas, and one of the 
Commissioners of the Great Seal to Oliver Cromwell ; a colonel also in the parliamen- 
tar}' army, and married a grandaughter of the well-known Sir Walter Raleigh of 
West Horsley (Le Neve; Lipscombe). He died in 1711, having sat for Buckingham 
in 1678-9. 

I Richard Hampden of Hampden, co. Bucks, son and heir of John Hampden, the 
celebrated patriot and leader of the Long Parliament, and father of John Hampden, 
associated with the insurrectionary party in 1683, and with "Monmouth in 1685, was 
•* highly valued by his relation Oliver, Lord Protector," as Noble says, "for his father's 
sake and beloved for his own." He was nearly related to Oliver Cromwell, by the 
marriage of the latter's aunt, Elizabeth, (daughter of Sir Henry Cromwell of Hinchin- 
brook), with William Hampden, his grandfather ; so that" the Protector Oliver and 
John Hampden the patriot were first cousins. The parliamentary career of Richard 
Hampden was long. He was one of the 5 members for Bucks in 1656, and in 
the year following was called up to the Protector's "o^A^r" House as one of his "Lords.'* 
He sat for Wendover in 1661, 1678-9, and 1679. In 1680-1 he was returned for the 
CO. of Bucks. He sat again for Wendover in the Convention Parliament of 1688-9 
with his son John Hampden, and again represented the county in 1689-90 (C.O.L.). 
It was after the assembling of the Convention in 1688-9, when the Commons resolved 
themselves into a committee of the whole House, to debate on the state of the nation, 
that Richard Hampden was called to the Chair (Macaulay), whilst his son John 
Hampden carried up to the Lords the resolution adopted on that occasion, declaring 
the Throne vacant (Noble's House of Cromwell). In February, 168S-9, he was sworn 
of the Privy Council, the firrst which had been appointed by William III., and 
nominated in the same year a Commissioner of the Treasury, and Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, and so continued until 1694, dying in the following year, 1695. He had 
been forward in effecting the Revolution, and a strenuous advocate for excluding the 
Duke of York from the Throne. 

The above Richard Hampden married Lettice, daughter of William, 5^** Lord Paget 
of Beaudesert, (who died in 167S,) by Lady Frances Rich, daughter of Henry, Earl of 
Holland; and had issue, John and Richard. (Shaw's Stafford% i., aao.) 
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His father, John Hampden, so thoroughly belongs to history, that his patriotic 
character and career are known to most persons. We may, however, quote a few 
incidents of his life. The first was the bold stand he made against the opposers of 
his country's liberties, and one to which we may perhaps ascribe his unchangeable 
disgust through life at the abuse of monarchial power. In 1626-7 ^® ^^s imprisoned 
for resisting, as an invidious prerogative of the Crown, the general loan raised without 
the consent of Parliament. In i636,.acting on the same principle which had guided 
him in 1627, he refused to pay the tax called ** Ship-money,'* levied on his estate in 
Bucks. For this act he was tried by all the judges in England, and although sentence 
was given against him, he gained thereby universal popularity throughout the kingdom, 
and Hume observes, **He obtained by the trial the end for which he had sacrificed his 
safety, for the people were roused from their lethargy, and became sensible of the 
danger to which their liberties were exposed." In 1637 ^^ resolved to emigrate and 
quit his country for ever, and was joined in this determination by his cousin Oliver 
Cromwell, John Pym, and Sir Arthur Haslerig; a measure which, had it been carried 
out, would have entirely altered the course of events. The vessels in which they had 
intended to have embarked were detained in the Thames by order of the Council ; 
and, to quote Hume : ** The King had afterwards full leisure to repent this exercise 
of his authority." In 1642 he was one of the five members of the Commons impeached 
by Charles I., for endeavouring to subvert the government of the kingdom, &c., and 
had been active in his opposition to Laud and Strafford in 1640. Hampden was a 
colonel in the Parliamentary Army, and died of a wound received in a skirmish with 
the Royalists at Chalgrove in Oxfordshire in 1643, or, as is also said, from the bursting 
of his own pistol on that occasion. He was first returned to Parliament in 1620 as 
member for Grampound ; sat from 1625 uninterruptedly for Wendover ; and in 1640 
(the Lofig Parliament) as menrber for the county of Buckingham. Baxter says, that 
he was the oracle of his cousin Oliver Cromwell, ** who followed his advice whilst 
living, and revered his memory when dead." [Cf. Tindal, Hist, of England ; Luttrell's 
Diary ; Noble's House of Cromwell ; Lipscombe's Bucks ; Le Neve (Rawl. MS. B.,76, 
10- 13b) ; Forster's Life of Hampden.] 

John Hampden, son of Richard Hampden, whom Echard and others style "John 
Hampden the Younger,", to distinguish him from his'grandfather, was active against 
the House of Stuart, and a determined opponent of the "Court Party;" but Noble in 
his ** House of Cromwell" says, that he "had not the coolness and deliberation of 
either his father or grandfather, the want of which involved him in misfortunes." 
In 1683 he was engaged in the Protestant (or Rye-House) Plot, and at his trial in 
consequence in that year, Jeffreys, before whom he was tried, indulging in his usual 
strain of personal abuse, reproached him "with indecent vehemence," &c., and alluded 
to the "pretext of virtue and religion" set up by the Patriot his grandfather, who was 
the first, he said, "to put a spirit into the common people to oppose the King, arid 
make them run headlong into that which he would have them." He was on this 
occasion pronounced guilty, and fined ;f 40,000. Notwithstanding this outrageous 
and unreasonable sentence, in 1685 he joined the Duke of Monmouth, was committed 
to the Tower in consequence, and narrowly escaped with his life. He sat for the 
county of Bucks in 1679, for Wendover in 1680- 1, and the Convention Parliament of 
1688-9, but sustained a defeat at that place in 1689-90, (as to which refer to note on 
Richard Beke, the successful candidate, and one of the Bucks magistrates in that 
year, and Report of King's Agents p. 240 postea). We see no further mention of him in 
the Rolls of Parliament after that time, and he died by his own hand in 1696. Bishop 
Burnet says, that " he was one of the most learned men he had ever known." He 
had in 1688-9 carried up to the Lords the resolution of the Commons declaring the 
Throne vacant ; and subsequently the Septennial Bill to the same assembly, after 
passing the House of Commons ; but Noble affirms that he never forgave himself for 
the mean and unmanly terms he had begged his life from James II., which led him 
to commit the above act. The entries, however, at pp. '152, 240, point to the current 
belief in his want of sanity.

* Edmund Waller, the second son of the celebrated poet, was M.P. for Amersham 
in the Convention Parliament of 1688-9, and 1695 ; and joined the Prince of Orange at 
the Revolution. He was of Hall Barn, near Beaconsfield, (now belonging to Sir Gore 
Ouseley), and of the Middle Temple. He became a Quaker, and was buried in the 
Quakers* burial ground at Bath, where he died. His will is dated 1699. His father, 
Edmund Waller, the poet, who died at Hall Barn just about the time of these 
circular Questions in 1687, had represented Amersham in 1627, 1639-40, and sat 
for Hastings in 1661, and although 80 years of age in 1685, was returned in that 
year for Saltash in Cornwall. His mother (the above magistrate's grandmother), 
was sister to William Hampden, father of the great parliamentary leader John 
Hampden (already noticed), so that they were first-cousins. The following anecdotes 
we think worthy of note, as verj' characteristic of the man. His "Panegyric'* on 
Cromwell is considered the best of his poetical productions. When asked by Charles 
II. why the "Congratulation," the poem by Waller on that King, was inferior in 
merit to the ** Panegyric " on Cromwell, he replied : — *• Poets, Sir, succeed better in 
fiction than in truth." When James II. heard that Waller was about to marry his 
daughter to Dr. Birch, a clergyman, and sent some one to him, who observed, the King 
*• wondered why he could marry his daughter to a falling church," his answer was : — 
** The King docs me great honour in taking notice of my domestic affairs, but I have 
lived long enough to observe that this falling church, has a trick of rising again." 
He is celebrated for the answer he gave the Countess of Sunderland, who as Lady 
Dorothy Sidney had at one time rejected his addresses with disdain. When in after- 
life Waller was asked by her, ** when he would write again such verses upon her,*' 
alluding to the poetry in which she as " Sacharissa " was pourtrayed, his reply was 
'* When you are as young, Madam, and as handsome as you were then " fCf. Chalmer's 
Biographical Dictionary] . 

Gregories, (another place in Beaconsfield parish which belonged to the Wallers), 
is celebrated as the residence of the great orator Edmund Burke, who died there 100 
years after the time under notice (Lysons Mag. Brit. ; Lipscombe). Noble, in his 
** House of Cromwell," shows that the supposition of the Waller family being related 
to that of Cromwell is a mistake. It arose from the fact of the iVotector's habit of 
addressing Waller as "cousin," whereas there was no relationship between them, 
although Hampden, the patriot, w.is first cousin to each [ii., p. 67] . Edmund Waller 
(as above) of Gregories, &c., was High Sheriff of the county in 1689. 

t Richard Wipwood appears to have died shortly after these circular interrogatories. 
A monument at Quainton records that he was son and heir of Sir Ralph Winwood of 
Ditton, Principal Secretary of State to Charles I., and died 28th June, 1688. He was 
of Denham in Quainton parish, and founder of the almshouses there. 

I Thomas Lewis of Boarstall (or Borstall), was Sheriff of Bucks in 1675, and repre- 
sented High Wycombe in 1679, i68o-i, 1689-90, and 1695, in which year he died.

* Simon Mayne, son of Simon Mayne of Dinton, sat for Aylesbury in 1689-90, and 
died in 1725. His father was M.P. for Aylesbury in the Long Parliament ; one of 
the committee for Berkshire during the Protectorate, and one of the Regicides. 
Dinton is of historical interest. At the manor house Cromwell resided at the time 
Charles I, was at Oxford. The place is associated with John Bigg ** the Dinton 
Hermit," said to have been the executioner of Charles L, but he had at one period 
been in the employ of Simon Mayne the regicide. 

f Richard Beake (or Beke) was a Major in the Parliamentary Army, and in great 
favor with the Protector Richard Cromwell, by whom he was knighted. He married 
Levina Whitstone, niece to Oliver Cromwell, and was one of the Beakes of Hadden- 
ham. He sat in Richard CromwelPs Parliament of 1658-9, as Sir Richard Beke, for 
Amersham, and represented Aylesbury in 1688-9, Wendover in 1689-90, and the same 
borough in 1695 ^^^ 1698. It was at the election of 1689-90 that John Hampden, 
the grandson of the patriot, was defeated for Wendover. Sir R. Vemey writing to 
John Verney under date of 1689-90, Feb. 26, says : — " I admire [wondcr\ how Major 
Beak should carry it for a Parliament man at Wendover against young Hampden; 
but I suppose old M' Hampden was against his son*s being chosen. Many people 
about town say young Hampden is mad " [Hist. MS., Com. vii., 482]. (He com- 
mitted suicide by cutting his throat in 1695). Noble, (in his House of Cromwell), 
states that after the Revolution, he came into favor, was a colonel in the army, and 
dying in 1707, aged 78, was buried at Dinton in Bucks, '* in which parish he had a 
seat.'* His second wife was daughter of Sir Thomas Lee of Hartwell, in Bucks. 
According to Lipscombe, Sir Richard Beke t. Commonwealth, and Colonel R. Beke 
after the Restoration were two different people, viz., father and son. We prefer to 
follow Noble, (House of Cromwell, ii , 212). The title conferred by Richard Crom- 
well would of course have been dropped on the Restoration, so that Sir Richard be- 
came simply Col. R^ Beke, 

I Richard Ingoldsby of Waldridge, Bucks, ob. 1703. He was son and heir of Sir 
Richard Ingoldsby, the celebrated parliamentary general, first cousin to the Protector, 
and one of Cromwell's Lords, and in 1644 a captain in his relation Hampden's 
regiment, M.P. for Aylesbury, and also for the county of Buckingham in 1654. 
Sir Richard, (his father), was the only one of the regicides who procured a free pardon, 
was made a Knight of the Bath, and died in 1685. '^^^ above magistrate died in 1703, 
and his son, Thomas Ingoldsby of Waldridge, was Sheriff of Bucks 7th George I., and 
represented Aylesbury in 1730-1 [Noble, House of Cromwell]. 

§ William Croke of Studley died in 1702, and was buried at Chilton, being son of 
Alexander Croke of Studley by his second wife. Sir George Croke, Lord Chief Justice 
of England t. Charles I., who wrote the Reports that bear his name, was of this 
family ; another, Robert Croke, was M.P. for Wendover in 1672-3, and died the same 
year, Thomas Wharton, eldest son of Philip Lord Wharton, succeeding to the vacant 
seat.

PROPOSED REPEAL OF THE SAME IN 1687-8 ; 

In respect of the Deputy Lieutenants and Magistrates of Berkshire. 
[From the Original State Papers of the Reign of James II, in the Bodleian Library.] 



Like all other counties, Berkshire had already experienced 
one of James's most tyrannical measures at this period, that of 
annulling and re-modelling the Charters of its different Cor- 
porations. With a view of packing a Parliament devoted to 
his will, which would ratify his illegal acts, and carry out, as a 
first measure, the repeal of the Penal and other Statutes, the 
King had adopted towards it the same arbitrary course, which 
in every instance, and under every possible pretext, he had 
taken in respect of the municipal privileges of the several 
Corporations throughout the Kingdom. This step, which had, 
in fact, been first experimentally made towards the latter part 
of the late reign, was more systematically applied by James II. 
to attain this object — the one thing wanting towards removing 
the obstacles which stood in the way of absolute govern- 
ment — indeed, the Repeal of those barriers to despotic power, 
the Habeas Corpus Act and the Test and Penal Statutes, could 
not be effected constitutionally without this preliminary measure. 
To this end no stone was left unturned, and the re-modelling 
of the Corporations went far towards its attainment. 

It is a question, however, whether the Parliament, which 
James was thus endeavouring to pack, would have been more 
amenable to his views, than the equally corrupt assembly he 
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had indefinitely prorogued, or, have answered his expectation, 
had it come to sit ; ** for mens eyes,'* as observed by a writer 
of the period, " were open'd more and more every day, and 
the noble principles of English liberty began to kindle afresh in 
the nation, notwithstanding all the endeavours which had been 
used for a long time to extinguish them/'* 

The conduct of many Corporations, who aflfected to fall in 
with the King's intentions by the voluntary surrender of their 
Charters, is quite in accordance with this view and reasoning. 

But James had more than one method in store for the 
accomplishment of his designs, and what a Parliament would 
not do, he had resolved in his own mind eventually that an 
army should ; and this purpose was plainly indicated by his 
last speech to his first and only Parliament after Monmouth's 
defeat. On this head the same writer further remarks : — 
" Care was taken to model his troops as much to that end as 
the shortness of time would allow." (Welwood.)t 

In granting new Charters, it may be as well to explain, that 
whether on the voluntary or forced surrender of those by which 
the Corporations were governed at the time, the King reserved 
to himself in all cases the choice of the mayor, aldermen, re- 
corder, and bailiffs ;t a process, called the " regulating" of the 
Corporations, and against all those which refused to submit 
to such ** regulation," (as Barnstable, Winchester, Bucking- 
ham, &c.), writs of Quo Warranto were uniformly brought, and 
uniformly with the same result.§

f As the Memoirs from which this is quoted were written at the express desire of 
the Princess of Orange, when Queen Mar>% the remark is significant, not to say con- 
firmatory of what has been imputed to James. 

J To such a state of degradation was James II. reduced before withdrawing from 
the Kingdom, that in October, 1688, when re-instating his Protestant Lords Lieutenant 
on the threatened invasion of William of Orange, and making a semblance of nulli- 
fying all former acts, he issued a Proclamation, *' for restoring Corporations to their 
ancient charters, liberties, rights, and franchises," with an order " for discharging all 
mayors, sheriffs, and aldermen that had been put in since 1679 " (Luttrell's Diary in 
loco),

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The abuse to which this arbitrary process gave rise is beyond 
belief, and the Cornish boroughs were those which may, 
perhaps, be cited as the most flagrant instance of this re- 
modelling system.* 

Judging by the servile Addresses from Berkshire,t presented 
to the King from Reading, Abingdon, Newbury, Wallingford, 
Windsor,! &c., on all pubHc occasions of displaying their loyalty, 
from 1681 to 1687-8, (either **in abhorence of the late plot," 
or, ** thanking him for his Declaration of Liberty of Conscience '*), 
we may conclude that its several Corporations had at once sur- 
rendered their Charters when called upon, without further 
remonstrance ; indeed, we find no legal proceedings by writs of 
Quo Warranto^ recorded against any of them ; but this acquies- 
cence in the Royal intentions was, in most cases, only short- 
lived and insincere. The county-town of Reading may be cited 
as an example. 

In March 1686 a new Charter had been granted to this 
Borough, on the same conditions, the King reserving to himself 
the aforesaid right of nominating or removing at pleasure any 
of the chartered oflTicers. This Corporation proved itself, on 
being re-modelled, as little amenable to James's purposes as 
those we have just named, who had fought out the question of 
a forced surrender. The twenty-four new aldermen, who had 
been appointed under the new Charter, on the presumption of 
their proving staunch supporters of the King, and had replaced 
the original oilicials, shewed themselves equally, if not more 
refractory. Although summarily removed from their employ- 
ments, they were succeeded by others not more subservient. 



* The Charters of most of the Corporations in Cornwall were filled in with names 
of ** Officers of the Guards,*' who had not the most remote connection with the county 
(Rapin ; Burnet).

J It will be seen, in the King's Agents Report postea, that the Borough of Windsor 
proposed to return the notorious William Chiffinch, as the King's nominee for the 
ensuing Parliament; in fact like many other retainers of the Court, who had sat in the 
preceding parliament, he had represented it in that of 1685. 
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only to be dismissed again in their turn, for their votes were 
not only hostile, but diametrically opposed to what was expected 
of them. But Reading was not a solitary instance, such 
were the measures going on throughout the country ; boroughs 
being re-modelled a second and third time, and as observed by 
Macaulay, ** governed by three different sets of magistrates," 
in as many days. As a matter of fact, Berkshire was by no 
means free from Republican sentiments, notwithstanding its 
Royal borough of Windsor, and the servile addresses of its 
Corporations. 

Following the lead taken by the adjacent county of Bucking- 
ham, it had, some 40 or 50 years before this time, joined in the 
expedient of " petitioning," to which Hume alludes, renewed 
close on the ill-advised conduct of Charles I. in 164 1, in attempt- 
ing to arrest the five leading members of the Commons ; and 
during the great civil war which ensued, the county was the scene 
of active operations. Windsor was then garrisoned for the 
Parliament, - and continued in its possession till the end of 
the war, and Newbury was the battle-field of two conflicts. 

The Lieutenancy of Berkshire was associated, at the time of 
which we treat, with the Lieutenancies of Surrey and Norfolk, 
over the whole of which three counties, Henry, 7th Duke of 
Norfolk, had been constituted the Lord Lieutenant on the 
accession of James the Second. These counties, which escaped 
the changes which occurred during James's reign, in the Lieu- 
tenancies of other counties, were again entrusted to him in the 
succeeding reign of William HL He had been summoned to 
Parliament as Baron Mowbray in 1678, during the life-time of 
his father, whom he succeeded in 1684 ; and had become a con- 
vert to the Protestant communion in 1679 ;* a very remarkable 
fact in a member of such a pre-eminently Catholic family as that 



* His conversion, according to Luttrell, occurred before succeeding to the Dukedom. 
*» The Lord Mowbray (he says), son of the Duke of Norfolk, is turn'd Protestant, and 
goes to church " (April, 1679) ; and Reresby, as quoted elsewhere, gives some explana- 
tion for this secession from the Church of Rome (Memoirs, p. 399). 
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3f Howard ; nevertheless he on all occasions fell in with the 
King's views, and continued in his allegiance until the arrival of 
William of Orange, when he declared for that Prince, and the 
Protestant cause with which he had become identified. 

In preparing the present Returns for publication, the occa- 
sional omission of names of note at the period they embrace, is 
noticeable in some few instances, although not observable 
throughout the entire series. Berkshire,* Somersetshire, Dor- 
setshire and Norfolk may be chiefly mentioned. The omission, 
whenever it does exist, is only to be reconciled in one of two 
ways ; either the omitted persons were not in the commission 
of the peace, or had not qualified as acting magistrates — the 
most probable solution — or, they had refused to attend the 
Lord Lieutenant's summons ; in which case their names could 
scarcely have been omitted. 

As a rule, however, it may be safely said, that these Original 
Returns comprehend the entire Gentry of any note or position 
of that day, exclusive, of course, of some of the Peerage, and 
form a very valuable and most authentic record of all who 
figured in that capacity, or played an important part in the 
politics of the last half of the 1 7th Century.

He sat for Berkshire in 1676, 1678-9, 
1685, 1689-90, 1695, 1700, and died in I7ii,when the title created in 1619 became 
extinct, having married daughter and co-heir of Sir Humphrey Winch of Haines, co.

+ Sir John Stonhouse of Radley, in Berks, was 2d son of Sir George, the 3d Bart. 
This Sir George surrendered his father's patent of creation, and had another granted 
to him in 1670, excluding his eldest son George, whom he had disinherited. The ist 
Bart, was William Stonhouse of Radley, created in 1628. The above Sir John sat 
for Abingdon in 1675 on the death of his father.

He was son of Thomas Craven of Appletreewick in the West 
Riding of Yorkshire (Le Neve), and according to Extinct Baronetage (Burke), died in 
1670, when the title became extinct. It is plain, therefore, either that this magis- 
trate's name has been wrongly entered in these Returns, or that a wrong date (a mis- 
print) has been given for his death, which we assume to have taken place in 1690. 
Le Neve adds after his name " This family have no right to arms." His nephew 
William, son of his brother William, succeeded as 2d Baron Craven. 

f Sir Henry Henne of FoUyjohn in Winkfield, Berks, succeeded as 2d Bart, drca 
1668, and the title created in 1642 became extinct in Sir Richard Henne the 3d Bart. 
Corbet Henne was second son of Sir Henry Henne; and doubtless Sir Wm. Henne, a 
Judge of the Court of King's Bench, and his son William a Master of the Court of 
Chancery, were of the same family.

Francis Perkins, (whom we identify as the 
above magistrate), died in 1736, and had a wife Arabella, the Belinda of Pope's ** Rape 
of the Lock,'* which is dedicated to her under her maiden-name of Fermor (Lysons). 
The Sir William Perkins of Marston-Jabbett in Warwickshire, one of the Clerks of 
Chancery, who was " hung, drawn, and quartered at Tyburn," in 1696, for conspiring 
to assassinate William IIL, was possibly also a near connection. 

J George Eyston was one of the Eystons of East-Hendred, an old Berkshire family 
since temp. Edward IIL They were also owners of Catmore, East Hanney, and other 
lands. The magistrate, here named, married daughter of Robert Dormer of Pcterly 
in Bucks, and died in 1691. 

§ Gabriel Young was probably of Basildon. 

II Boulton James, was one of the James family of Denford. In Avington Church arc 
memorials of the same ; and on a gravestone is (or was) this inscription to the magistrate 
here named : — ** Boulton James armiger, iEtatis 38 annorum, ob. 4 die Dec. An. Dom. 
1693 " (Ashmole). The manors of High and Low Denford have devolved to the 
present owner Sir Walter James Bart. (Ashmole's Collections). 

*^ Francis Piggott was beyond doubt one of the family who held at different times 
Hatford, Challow, and Marcham (or Marsham) in Berkshire. Francis Piggott, of the 
same family, died in 1614, and a monument to his memory is (or was) in Hatford Church. 
His wife died in 1637 (Ashmole). 

tf Henry Benedict Hall of High Meadow, in the parish of Stanton in Gloucester- 
shire, was son of Benedict Hall of High Meadow, who in 1660 was an intended 
•• Knight of the. Royal Oak," his estate estimated at ;if 4,000 per annum (Le Neve). 
His son Benedict Hall had an only daughter and heir, Beata Maria Theresa, who 
married Sir Thomas Gage, created Viscount Gage, in the peerage of Ireland. Atkins

The Circular Questions propounded by James IL, on thai occasion^ to the 
Deputy Lieutenants and Magistrates of the County of Shropshire, 



This county, which in the first year of James the Second's 
reign had been entrusted to Francis, Viscount Newport,* was 
associated with that of Buckingham in the 3d of that King, 
and both were assigned to the Lord Chancellor Jeflfreys, of 
whom we have already spoken. As early as 1660, Lord New- 
port had been constituted its Lieutenant,t and had probably 
so continued until his re-appointment in i James IL, but he 
displayed on this occasion the same reluctance to undertake the 
service which James had required of his other Lords Lieutenant, 
and was consequently removed. In the ensuing reign he was 
re-instated in its Lieutenancy by William* IIL 

The Returns from Shropshire were equally unfavorable with 
those of other counties ; and Macaulay, (quoting the Dutch

proceedings by Quo Warranto were still pending in the Court of 
King's Bench against three of them, viz., Bridgenorth, Wenlock, 
and Bishop's Castle, at the time the Lord Lieutenant was 
despatching his Report to the Council, or Board of Regulators. 

At Shrewsbury, the county-town, Charles L remained for 
nearly a month, pending the actual outbreak of hostilities in the 
greatCivil War of the century ; and there also, James IL, who had 
been with him at the time, as Duke of York, kept his court for 
a few days in 1687, during bis progress through that part of the 
kingdom. In December of the following year (1688), when 
the Protestants were in arms in the North, in Shropshire, and 
other parts, we learn from Luttrell that the mob demolished 
several Roman Catholic places of worship in this county, and 
went so far as to pursue the same course with the residences of 
many of the Roman Catholic gentry. But in order to reconcile 
these outrages, which, from the absence of all motive, could 
not possibly occur in the present day, it should be remembered, 
that the distinction between the Romanism of those days, and 
the Catholicism of the present time, was very material. Now, 
it is simply a ** faith." with great proselytising tendencies, 
and daily increasing in influence ; then, it was not a faith only, 
but a " temporal power," from under which the majority of the 
English nation shrunk in dread to live, or by which to be 
governed ; a feeling much strengthened by the Catholic pre- 
dilections of the House of Stuart, and the prevailing suspicion 
of the country being again brought under the dominion of Rome.

* Sir Henry Littleton, 2^ Bar*, of Frankley in Worcestershire, succeeded his father 
Sir Thomas in 1650. This Sir Thomas, created a Knight and Bar* in 1618, was taken 
prisoner in 1644 by the Parliamentary forces, and confined in the Tower for some 
years, and his seat at Frankley burned to the ground. He sat for the county of 
Worcester in several parliaments, and in 1613 had been Sherifif of Staffordshire. 
The above Sir Henry married i"*, daughter and co-heir of Thomas Gary, son of 
Robert, Earl of Monmouth, Lady of the Bedchamber to Queen Catherine ; and 2^, 
daughter of Francis, Viscount Newport (created Earl of Bradford). In 1654 he was 
committed to the Tower by Cromwell on suspicion of subverting the Government. 
He sat in Parliament for Lichfield in 1660, 1677, 1678-9; and was one of the jury which 
tried the regicides. He was succeeded, on his death in 1693, ^Y l^is brother Sir 
Charles Littleton, K»*, as 3* Bar*. His grandson George, became i** Lord Littleton. 

t Sir Charles Holt (or Holte) of Aston in co. Warwick, succeeded as 3' Bar^ in 
1679, and sat for the county of Warwick in 1685. 

I Sir Francis Lawley, 2^ Bar^ of Spoonbill, in Shropshire, was Master of the Jewel- 
office, and died in 1696. He was M.P. for Much-Wenlock in 1660, and for Shropshire 
in 1661. His son Thomas, who afterwards succeeded him, sat for Much-Wenlock in 
1685. Of this family, now represented by Lord Wenlock of Escrick, in Yorkshire, 
was Thomas Lawley, cousin and heir of John, Lord Wenlock, Privy Councillor and 
Knight of the Garter in the reign of Edward IV., who was seized of Wenlock, Cal- 
laughton, and other lands in Shropshire. 

§ Sir Adam Otley (or Otteley), one of the Masters in Chancery, was knighted by 
Charles II. in 1680. He was son of Sir Francis Otley of Pitchford in Shropshire, 
by Lucy, daughter of Thomas Edwards of Shrewsbury. His elder brother was Sir 
Richard Otley, knighted in 1660, Gentleman of the Privy Chamber to Charles II., 
whose wife was daughter of Robert Ridgeway, 2^ Earl of Londonderry (Le Neve).

John Walcot (as above) was High Sheriff of Shropshire in 1661 ; and sat for the 
county in 1685, 1687, having represented Ludlow in 1681. 

He had been High Sheriff of Radnor in 1661 ; and previously in 1645 ^^^ ^ prisoner 
of Sir Thomas Middleton at Red Hill Castle, and his parole, ransom-paper, &c., are 
still in the possession of the family. He died in 1702. 

His third brother was Sir Thomas Walcot of Bitterley Court, Serjeant-at-Law, and 
knighted at Whitehall in 1681 (See Dugdale's Visitation of Salop) ; he was Lent 
Reader in 1671 of the Middle Temple ; was Recorder of Bewdley ; and Judge of the 
King's Bench in 1663. He married daughter of Sir Adam Littleton of Stoke Milburgh 
in Shropshire, Bart., grandfather of Sir Thomas Littleton, Speaker of the House of 
Commons t. William III., and sat for Ludlow in 1679-80. 

The younger brother of the above magistrate is worthy of note. He was of the 
Middle Temple in 1663; and had been Page of Honour to Charles I. when he was 
executed.' The cloak worn by the King on the scaffold on that occasion, and stained 
with his blood, is still preserved at Bitterley Court. Another relic is also in existence 
and in possession of Mr. Walcot, the autograph letter, namely, addressed to John 
Walcot by the Lord Chancellor Jeffreys, interrogating him on the subject of the 
Penal Laws. The justice wrote his answer on the fly-sheet ofjeffreys's letter, as 
follows : — ** Received this letter March y® 30^ '88," and returned the answer the 3i»» 
next following : — 

My Lord, I have received yo' LordPP* letter, and in obedience to yo' Lordw* 
comands, I humbly return this answer by y' servant y* bearer, that I cannot in con- 
science comply with yo"^ LordPP* proposals in taking of y* penall lawes an J Tests. 

I shall alwaies continue my allegiance to y* King, and live peaceably with my 
neighbours; I ame 

My Lord, 

Yo' LordPP" most humble Serv*,

PROPOSED REPEAL THEREOF IN 1687-8. 

Questions to the Magistracy touching the same, with their Answers, 

in the County of Stafford. 

[Prom the Original State Papers of the Reign of James II, in the Bodleian Library] . 



To this, the concluding county of the series, more than usual 
interest perhaps attaches, as that to which James the Second 
had looked with some expectation of success, for in respect of 
the old religion, it exceeded Northumberiand, and was nearly 
on a par with Lancashire, in which county especially, many 
families of opulence and position had been, like itself, long 
located in the exercise of their hereditary faith. Still the 
Returns transmitted to the King by its Lord Lieutenant were 
far from encouraging, and gave additional evidence that the 
county electors were in the main animated by the same spirit 
of opposition to his measures, which had manifested itself 
throughout the whole Kingdom. 

Charles, Earl of Shrewsbury,* had been the Lieutenant of the 



* Charles Talbot, son of Francis, Earl of Shrewsbury, succeeded as 12th Earl in 
1667, and was subsequently created Duke of Shrewsbury by William III. in 1694. 
Descended from a long line of illustrious ancestors, he was bom in the year of 
the Restoration — Charles II. being his godfather — and at 21 he was made Lord 
Lieutenant of Staffordshire (1681). About the time of the Popish plot, but chiefly 
through Tillotson (afterwards Archbishop of Canterbury), he embraced the Pro- 
testant faith ; and Collins observes, that ** to his conversion we owe those 
eminent treatises againat Popery in Archbishop Tillotson*s printed works.'* He 
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county from the time of James's accession ; was colonel of a 
regiment which had been raised in consequence of the Mod- 
mouth insurrection in 1685 ; and had become a convert to the 
Protestant Communion a few years before. He declined to 
undertake the service which the King required of him, or to 
assist him in packing a parliament of his own selection, and 
was forthwith dismissed from both his commissions. Robert, 
Lord Ferrers,* was thereupon delegated to the charge of the 
county, but it would seem unadvisedly, for in the very same 
year of his appointment (3 James II.), he refused to concur 
in the repeal of the Penal Laws and Test Acts (Luttrell), 
and Walter, Lord Aston of Forfar,! a Catholic, and strenuous 



assisted at the coronation of James II., carrying the Curtana or pointless sword, and 
was colonel of one of the regiments of horse, but he soon allied himself with William 
of Orange, and Burnet tells us, that he was one of those chiefly trusted by the 
Prince. When this Prince landed in the West, he joined with many others io 
framing the resolution in defence of the Protestant cause, to whicn we have 
alluded in the Somersetshire Returns. He was selected to treat on behalf of the 
Prince of Orange with the three peers sent by James II. In 1689 he was appointed 
to the Lieutenancy of Hertfordshire, to that of Worcester, and of Hereford in the 
same year ; and in 1693-4 became Principal Secretary of State, the seals of which he 
resigned in 1699. He had been further constituted Lieutenant of Anglesey, Flint- 
shire, and Merionethshire in 1694. He died in 1717-18, and the Earldom pass^ to 
his cousin Gilbert, 13th Earl, who was in holy orders in the Church of Rome. 

* Sir Robert Shirley, 6th Bart., was summoned to Parliament as X3th Baron 
Ferrers of Chartley in 1677, and was created in 171 1 Viscount Tamworth and Earl 
Ferrers. He died in 17 17. 

t Walter, 3d Lord Aston of Forfar, in the Peerage of Scotland, played rather a 
conspicuous part in the history of the times under notice. The family of Aston was 
one early connected with the county of Stafford. Roger de Aston in 1260 was seixed 
of Hey wood and Longdon. In 7 Edward III. John de Aston was Knight of the Shire 
for Staffordshire, and Vicecomes of the county in i8th of the same king. Sir Roger 
de Aston, the 4th, and Sir Thomas de Aston, the 6th in descent, served in several 
parliaments. Later, temp. Henry VIII., Sir Edward Aston of Tixall, was Sheriff of 
the county, one of his daughters marrying Sir Wm. Gresley of Prakelow, co. Derby; 
another Simon Harcourt of Stanton- Harcourt in Oxfordshire ; and another Lawley of 
Wenlock in Shropshire. Sir Walter Aston of Tixall, co. Stafford, was created a Bart, 
in 161 1, and accompanied the Earl of Bristol to negociate the marriage between 
Prince Charles (afterwards Charles I.) and the Infanta of Spain, and was afterwards 
created Baron of Forfar. He died in 1639. Walter, 2d Lord Aston, served Charles L 
with great zeal, and defended Lichfield for him during the Civil War, dying in 1678. 
Walter, 3d Lord Aston of Forfar, the Lord Lieutenant, here named, married Cathenne 
Gage, and died in 17 14. The title became extinct in 175 1 with James, 5th Lord Aston, 
on failure of issue male. In the election of Scotch Peers to serve in Parliament in 
1713, a protest was made against Walter Lord Aston*s name being added to the Rolls 
of Parliament | Cf. Douglas's Scotch Peerage], In 1678-9 he was committed to the 
Tower as concerned in the Popish Plot, and criminating papers were found in his 
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supporter of James the Second, was constituted Lieutenant 
in his place. 

Notwithstanding the Catholic character of this county, the 
Protestant portion of the Staffordshire community had already 
taken a prominent part in 1 642 in providing against the danger with 
which it was then threatened-^to use its own language — " by the 
bloody councils of papists and other ill-affected persons.*' It 
was just preceding the preparations for the Civil War, which 
broke out in that year, that petitions from all quarters loudly 
demanded that the Parliament should put the nation in a position 
of defence. ** The County of Stafford, in particular," observes 
Hume, '' expressed such dread of an insurrection among the 
papists, that every man, they said, was constrained to stand 
upon bis guard, not even daring to go to church unarmed.** 
(Dugdale, p. 89). It must be remembered also that it was to 
this part of England, and the neighbouring county of Shropshire, 
where he had many active supporters, that Charles I. marched 
from Nottingham, before the first conflict in the struggle, 
and which was afterwards the scene of many conflicts between 
the opposing parties. 

About co-eval with these changes in the Lieutenancies 
of 1687, James made a progress throughout some of the 
midland and southern counties, taking Lichfield in his return 
homeward. Here, or in its hnmediate neighbourhood he was 
greeted with one of those fulsome and adulatory addresses, 
which at this day we are altogether at a loss to appreciate or to 
understand.* The Bishop of Lichfield, also, had already sent 

house. Luttrell in his Diary informs us : — " 18 May, 1680, — Walter, Lord Aston of 
Forfar in the Kingdom of Scotland, was arraigned by the name of Walter Aston Esq', 
together with Sir James Simmons, Walter Hevenineham, and Robert Peters, at the 
King*8 Bench bar, for high treason, in conspiring the death of the King, &c. This 
Lord Aston was also arraigned on another indictment for felony, in harbourine one 
Ewers, knowing him to be a Papist priest, &c.** On the 25th we find him brpugnt up 
again, and admitted to bail. In Dec. 1688, at the time of the Revolution, he and 
Caryli, Lord Molyneux, the Lord Lieutenant of Lancashire, having seized Chester, 
thought fit to abandon it, when the country was in arms for the Prince of Orange 
(Luttrell).

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up an address of the same character two months before from 
this county, signed by the clergy and others of his diocese, 
thanking the King for his ** Declaration of Liberty of Con- 
science/'* — issued solely in virtue of his Prerogative and dis- 
pensing with all religious Tests — or, as the entry quoted below 
has it, " from the Church of England for the King's kindness to 
them/'t Another address was sent from Newcastle-under- 
Lyme to the same eflFect, adding the assurance, that it would 
only send to Parliament members willing to repeal the 
Penal Laws and Tests.! These manifestations were no doubt 
flattering to James, coming from men who at heart held the 
Church of Rome in detestation. Here at Lichfield, on the 
morrow of his arrival, he touched for the " King's Evil " in the 
cathedral ; a custom which was abandoned on the accession of 
the House of Hanover, but had been much in vogue and largely 
resorted to in the reign of Charles H. This proceeding, a 
visible proof of his heirship, according to the Divine Gift, firom 
Edward the Confessor, whilst it obtained the servile thanks and 
blessings of the supposed benefitted, and tended to enhance his 
Kingly oflfice and prerogative, was doubtless employed on that 
occasion with all possible ostentation and solemnity, to augment 
his popularity at a critical juncture. 

* A ** Declaration of Indulgence " had already been issued by Charles II. in 1673, 
which dispensed with the Penal Laws, and permitted Roman Catholics to celebrate 
their worship only in private houses. The Declaration promulgated by James II. 
dispensed not only with the Penal Laws, but with religious Tests also, and permit* 
ted the public performance of all Catholic ceremonies, as well as the erecting of 
Catholic places of worship. These acts were perfectly unconstitutional in both 
Kings. 

t The Address (among the Vemey Papers) Dr. H. Paman to Sir Ralph Vemey, 
runs thus : — 1687, May 4. — *• Whereas in your Majesty's Royal Declaration, lately 
published, you have been graciously pleased to declare that your Majesty will pro- 
tect and maintain the archbishops, bishops and clergy, and all other your subjects 
of the Church of England, in the free exercise of their religion, as by law established, 
and in the quiet and full enjoyment of all their possessions, without any molestation 
or disturbance whatever ; We cannot but think ourselves obliged in duty and grati- 
tude, to return your Majesty our hearty thanks for these the gracious expression of 
your kindness, and for all the former assurances of your royal favours to the Church 
of England, and humbly to express our loyalty, as becomes the true sons of the

\ Lwttrcirs Diary. 
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But, perhaps, a course which the King adopted with regard to 
this county, reads at this day, as one of the most extraordinary 
and ludicrous on record. We have mentioned it elsewhere, but 
not in connection with the county of Staflford. The proceeding, 
although not generally well known as a matter of history, is 
recorded and authenticated by Kennet, Echard, and others, 
who lived at a time its veracity could be either substantiated or 
refuted.* It is quoted by Macaulay, and we may, therefore, 
give it in his own words : — " James flattered himself that it 
would be easier to deal with separate battalions than with many 
thousands of men collected in one mass. The first experiment 
was tried on Lord Lichfield's regiment of infantry, now called 
the Twelfth of the Line. That regiment was probably selected 
because it had been raised, at the time of the Western insur- 
rection, in Staffordshire, a province where the Roman Catholics 
were more numerous and powerful, than in almost any other * 
part of England. The men were drawn up in the King's 
presence. Their major informed them that his Majesty wished 
them to assist in carrying into effect his intentions concerning 
the Test, and that all that did not choose to comply, must quit 
the service on the spot. To the King's great astonishment 
whole ranks instantly laid down their pikes and muskets. Only 
two officers and a few privates, all Roman Catholics, obeyed his 
command. He remained silent for a short time. Then he bade 
the men take up their arms. ' Another time,' he said, with a 
gloomy look, ' I shall not do you the honor to consult you.' " 
[Macaulay's Hist, of England, ii., 425.] 

As inferences, inseparable from the subject of the Penal 
Statutes, are not unlikely to be drawn by observations in these 
pages, tending very much to set one faith in competition with 
another, or rather to pit the Church of England against that of 
Rome, whereby conclusions might be arrived at, neither con- 
templated nor desired ; it may be appropriate to remark that the 
Romanism of the present day, as regards England, has nothing 
in common with the Romanism of the times of which these 
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Returns treat, save on the score of faith, which remains as then, 
unchangeable and unchanged. In the i6th and 17th Centuries, 
apart from questions of belief, it was a " temporal power," and a 
spiritual government, of which those of the Reformed Church, 
whether Puritans, Presbyterians, or Calvanists, lived in perpetual 
dread, as compromising to their liberties, and the free exercise 
of their minds. This feeling had prevailed from the time Queen 
Elizabeth came to the Throne, and during her whole reign, for 
many entertained foreshadowings of calamities likely to arise at 
her death, on a renewal of the temporal supremacy which Rome 
had lost on her accession. 

This primary view of the Church of Rome, was, in a great 
measure political, and so far unconnected with any question of 
its doctrine or traditions, as to which of course, then as now, 
opposite opinions prevailed, but they were of a secondary con- 
sideration. When, however, the death of Queen Elizabeth did 
occur, and shortly after the accession of the Stuarts, the memor- 
able plot of the 5th of November, the Anti-Catholic feeling of 
the country received a fresh impulse, and an accession of 
strength and encouragement, which all the acts of the two 
following Princes of that House tended to establish and con- 
firm.

In 1660 he was made a judge of West Wales, 
afterwards of South Wales, and m 1662 King's Counsel and Justice of the Marches of 
Wales ; an appointment he held till 1674. He was a bencher of the Inner Temple, 
and 7th in descent from William Degge of Stramshall, in Uttoxeter parish, Stafford- 
shire, living t. Hen. IV. He figures in the Returns also from Derby. 

t Alexander Harcourt was apparently son of Edward Harcourt, of whom Erdes- 
wick, in speaking of Tamworth, says : — " There is also here a house of the Harcourts. 
Edward Harcourt, now living, was the son of Walter (living at Tamworth in 1553, 
who married Mary daughter of Humphrey Comberford), who was son of Richard of

He was 
H^ndson of Sir Francis Lawley of Spoonbill, in Salop, wbose son Tbomas Lawley, 
created a Bar< by Charles L in 1641, was direct ancestor of tbe present Lord Wenlock. 
He sat for Wenlock in 1660, and for Shropshire in 1661. 

f Sir Charles Holte of Aston in Warwickshire, succeeded as 3' Bart in 16^9. He 
represented the county of Warwick in 1685, and married daughter and co-heir of Sir 
John Clobury (or Clobery), K*^ of Bradstone in Devon. He died in 1722. 

i Thomas Orme, the magistrate here named, was son of William Orme of Haunch- 
1, Longdon, in Staffordshire, who suffered for his loyalty to Charles L He is 
identified by the inscription on a monument to his memory in Longdon Church, 
recording ** that he was M.P. for Lichfield ,[in 1685] , one of the Exempts of the 
Yeomen of the King's guard, t. Charles H. and James H. ; afterwards one of the 
hon^ band of gentlemen-pensioners, and a captain in the Princess Anne of Denmark's 
regiment of foot, then commanded by Robert, Lord Ferrers. That in 1688, being one 
of the six captains who refused to admit the Irish troops into Portsmouth garrison 
[i^.j into the Duke of Berwick's regiment then quartered at Portsmouth], he was 
tried and broke by a court-martial, his gent-pensioner's place taken from him, and 
had not y* Revolution soon after happened, he had in all probability suffered death. 
This same Tho" Orme died in Earl's Court, Covent Garden, within the liberties of 
Westminster, 22<* May, 1716, in the 79"* year of his age, being the last heir male of 
his family, to whose memory his exors have caused this monument to be erected." 
(Shaw's Staffordshire.) At Dugdale's Visitation in 1663, W™ Orme was at, 49 an, ;

"^^ There can be no doubt that Sir Thomas Whitgreave, here named, was one of 
Cromweirs knights, and sat in the Commonwealth Parliaments of 1654, 1656, and 
1658-9, as one of the 4 members for the co. of Stafford. The same is also designated 
as ** Tho» Whitgreave Esq'," so that primd /octet one would be disposed to consider 
the magistrate in these Returns the person indicated undereitherdenomination(C.O.L.)* 
There were two contemporary Thomas Whitgreaves, both of the same family, and 
almost of the same age, who entered their descents in 1663 at the time of Dugdale's 
Visitation. The one of Bridgford in co. Stafford, Knight, was at. 37 an, ; the 
other of Moseley, was at, 38 an,, in that year. The former must have been the 
above magistrate, but matters in connection with Charles II., render the last a person 
of historical interest. Whether the Thomas Whitgreave, named by Le Neve, an 
intended ** Knight of the Royal Oak," his estate valued at ;£'6oo per annum, was the 
same who concealed Charles II. at his house at Moseley in Staffordshire, after the 
defeat at Worcester, is not apparent. This last Thomas Whitgreave died in 1702, 
and a mural tablet in Bushbury church records (or did record) the fact. From having 
been instrumental in preserving the King's life, he was exempted from all penalties 
affecting " Popish recusants ; " and in Dec, 1678, an order was made in the House of 
Lords to bring in a Bill to exempt him, the Giffards, and others, from this liability. 
His descendant Thomas Whitgreave, t. George I., claimed the same exemption, and 
with others petitioned accordingly. Shaw (Staffordshire) states that Thomas Whit- 
greave of Moseley refused to take the oaths to George I. 

Father Huddlestone, mentioned elsewhere, a Benedictine priest, and chaplain at 
Moseley at the time of the Battle of Worcester in 165 1, rendered his services in 
secreting the King on the above occasion. (Cf. Shaw*s Staffordshire ; Noble*s House 
of Cromwell ; Ath. Oxon ; Lansd. 857.) 

f Brome Whorwood, (presumably father of the above,) was of Holton and Head- 
ington near Oxford, eldest son of (Sir) Thomas Whorwood of Sandwell in Staffordshire 
by d. and h. of Geo. Brome of Holton, whom he m. in 1634. He belonged to a family, 
long located at Bobbington, Compton, and Sandwell, in Staffordshire, and sat for the 
city of Oxford in 1661, 1678-9, 1679, and i68o-i. One of the name, of Stourton Castle 
in Kinfare, was Sheriff of Staffordshire 7 Charles II. Entries [in H.M.C. vii., 476, 499], 
show that this Brome Whorwood was hostile to Catholics (^'Severe against Papists**), 
and that he died in April, 1684. This is confirmed by the Parish Register of Holton 
[Cf. Visit. Oxon, 1634] . 

I Thomas Giffard of Chillington in Staffordshire, son of John Giffard, succeeded to 
the estate on the death of his father in 1694, which on his own death s.p. in 1718, 
reverted to his kinsman Peter Giffard of Black Ladies, who thus united the two pro- 
perties (Burke's Commoners). This magistrate was probably one of those Catholic 
officers arrested by Lord Bath at Plymouth, on the landing of William of Orange. 
[S. pp. 96, 214.] 

§ Charles Gerard, 6^ and last Lord Gerard of Gerard's Bromley, co. Stafford, 
succeeded his cousin Digby, the 5^ Lord Gerard in 1684 (Nicholas), and ob. s.p.m. 
in 1707, when the title became extinct. The cousin whom he succeeded, 
died from drinking at the early age of 22, and Luttrell (Diary, October 3^, 
1684,) has the following with reference to this Digby the 5*** Lord Geranl :— 
'* The Lord Gerard of Bromley kill'd himself at the Rose tavern in Covent Garden 
with excessive drinking." The same authority, (April 15^, 1707,) observes as to

The Gerards of Bromley were 
a branch of the Gerards of Bryn of Lancashire, and derived from Robert de Wynde- 
sore, one of the sons of Walter Fitz Other, the ancient stock of the Irish Geraldines.

t Sir Edward Littleton of Pillaton Hall, in the county of Stafford, and the Moat 
House, Tamworth, succeeded his father as 2d Bart., and died about 1709. He sat 
in Parliament for the county of Stafford in i6C2-3,and his son, Edward, who married 
daughter of Sir Theophilus Biddulph Bart., and ob. in vitd patris, sat for the same in 
1685. 

J Sir Charles Wolseley, 2d Bart, of Wolseley, co. Stafford, succeeded his father 
Sir Robert, ist Bart., in 1646. His brother, Col. Wm. Wolseley, commanded the 
Inniskillen Regiment at the I3attle of the Boyne, and his son Robert, a parliamentarian, 
is said to have been one of Cromwell's Lords. The above Sir Charles, one of the Lord 
Protector's Council, sat in Parliament for Staffordshire in 1654 and 1656, for Stafford 
in 1660, and died in I7i4«

* This nobleman is variously styled Gerard, Lord Brandon ; Lord Brandon Gerard ; 
Lord Gerard of Brandon ; Charles, Lord Brandon Gerard ; and Lord Brandoo. 
He was eldest son of Charles Gerard, created Baron Gerard of Brandon, co. Suffolk, 
in 1645, who was further advanced to the Viscounty of Brandon and Earldom of 
Macclesfield in 1679, being grandson of Ratcliffe Gerard of Hatsall, co. Lancaster, 
younger brother of Thomas, ist Baron Gerard of Gerard's Bromley. He succeeded u 
2d Earl of Macclesfield on the death of his father in 1693, being then member for the 
county of Lancaster. He sat also for the same county in the Convention Parliament 
of i688-9, and in that of 1689-90, and previously in 1680-81, 1679, 1678-9. Hit 
father was the last Lord President of the Marches of Wales. He was a conspicuous 
person in his day. The first thing we hear of him was that he was engaged in the 
Rye-house Plot, and committed to the Tower for high treason in 1685. He was tried 
and found guilty the same year, and sentenced to be executed. Ford, Lord Grey, 
Rumsey, Goodenough, and others, gave evidence against him. After a lengthened 
imprisonment he was released on bail, according to Luttrell, ** by order from the 
King ; '* and his attainder reversed in Nov. 1687. ^^ ^^^ ^ colonel in the army, 
and died s.p. in 1701, having not long before been sent ambassador to Hanover by 
William HL on a matter affecting the succession to the Throne. 

t Was of Norbury and Swynnerton in Staffordshire, and son of Wm. Fitzherbertof 
Swynnerton, named among the intended *' Knights of the Royal Oak *' in 1660. Hii 
descendant in the 4th degree, Thomas Fitzherbert, married in 1778 the daughter of 
Walter Smythe of — in Hants, and niece of Sir E. Sm)rthe of Acton-Burnell, Bart^ 
who was the celebrated Mrs. Fitzherbert. See Returns from Derbyshire. 

I Thomas Brook was probably son of Wm. Brook of Haselor (or Haselour), co. 
Stafford, who died in 1672 (Elford Register). 

§ Sir Richard Astley of Patteshull (or Patshull) in the county of Stafford, was 
created a Bart, in 1662, and died in Feb. 1687-8, about the time of these proceedings. 
His son Sir John Astley, M.P. for Shrewsbury, sold the Patshull estate, with whom 
the title expired. 

II Walter Fowler of St. Thomas, was cousin to the magistrate William Fowler in 
these Returns, as per pedigree of the Fowlers in Shaw's Staffordshire. 

** John Turton of Aire was (or Alderwas) co. Stafford, (son of Wm. Turton of 
Orgreave), not then knighted, became Sir John Turton, a Baron of the Exchequer, 
I William and Mary, and Justice of the King's Bench, was knighted at Whitehall 
in 1689, and ob. 1707 (Luttrell ; Le Neve). 

ft Major Lyttleton was a younger son of Sir Thomas Lyttleton of Frankley, ist 
Bart. According to Collins, and a monument to his memory in St. George Chapel, 
Windsor, he was Major in Prince George of Denmark's regiment, married daughter 
of Sir Thomas Brown of Norwich, and died in 17 17 (Potts Antiquities and History 
of Windsor, p. 384).

* John Swynfen of Swynfen and Weeford, and at one time of Thickbroom, here 
named, in descent from John de Swinefen, sub-vicecomes of Worcestershire, was 
bom, according to his epitaph in Weeford Church in i6i2, and ob. 1694. He was a 
person of some celebrity, and was returned for the county in 1640, was M.P. for Tam- 
worth and Stafford in several parliaments, those, namely, of 1658-9, 1660, 1661, 1678-9, 
1680- 1. He was very conspicuous during the Hon**** Anchitell Grey's debates in 
the House of Commons. Shaw, in his Staffordshire, says: — " He was a noted per- 
son in the reign of Charles L, the Protectorate of Oliver Cromwell, and the reign of 
Charles IL, being a busy man on behalf of the parliamentarians under every adminis- 
tration.*' He was a member of Strafford's committee, and as such obtained a pre- 
dominating influence in the country. He, and others of this committee in 1643 
signed the warrant for razing Stafford Castle. He was a member of the Long Parlia- 
ment of 1640 for Stafford, and in 1679 was one of the members of parliament ordered 
to draw up the Bill to exclude the Duke of York from succeeding to the Throne. 
The other members were; — Bennet, Trenchard, Hampden, and Sacheverell. Echard 
and Rapin both observe : — ** By these proceedings of the Commons, it plainly appeared 
that they only sought occasion to drive things to extremities." From his affectation 
of plainness and pretence of sincerity, he obtained the cognomen of ** Russet-Coat."

* John Granville (orGrenvill) son of the memorable Sir Bevil Grenville, who fell at 
the Battle' of Lansdowne near Bath on the part of Charles I., was created Baron 
Granville of Kilkhampton and Biddeford, Viscount Granville of Lansdowne, and 
Earl of Bath. He was engaged in the same cause as his father, and was wounded at 
the second Battle of Newbury. He was chiefly instrumental in bringing about the 
restoration of the Royal family, by negociating with General Monk, his kinsman.

and was subsequentiy employed in important posts and offices about the Court 
In 1688 he at once declared for the Prince of Orange, and was active in his behalf. As 
Governor of Plymouth at that time he seized the Earl of Huntingdon, and summond 
the deputy lieutenants, justices, and gentlemen of Cornwall, to meet him at Saltash, 
where he read to them the Prince's Declaration, and ** they subscribed the association" 
(Luttrell). He died in 1701. The Earl of Bath, (in March 1687-8), had been sent 
by the King into the West, the seat of his Lieutenancy, ** to see,*' says Luttrell, " how 
the gentlemen there stood affected to taking off the penall lawes and tests.'* He had 
already sucured the last election, in the way shown below. With regard to this 
mission and the Answers from Cornwall, his son Lord Granville, writing to Sir Wm. 
Leveson at Trentham, observes as follows: — 1688, Mays, London. "As for the 
ceremonial part of our journey," [alluding to the aforesaid mission], " the compliments 
which were made my Lord wherever he passed, and the manner of his being received 

by the gentry of the two counties, without doubt you know he gave 

great satisfaction to the country, so by the Answers he has brought he has likewise 
pleased the Court, His Majesty having declared himself well satisfied with what he 
has done. The Answers of the Roman Catholics were all positive to the Questions ; 
the Dissenters were divided ; some were positive, others doubtful, desiring that the 
Questions might be debated by a free parliament, and in case a reasonable expedient 
or equivalent could be found, they were ready to serve his Majesty in all things, 
which was also the unanimous answer of those of the Church of England. These 
Answers being delivered with great submission and duty, the King has been pleased 
to take them in good part " [Hist. MSS., Com. v., 197 ; Sutherland Papen]. 
But, perhaps, the step taken by Lord Bath to secure the elections for Cornwall in 
the last parliament of 1685, the only one of James's reign, and to be repeated of course 
in that to come, was of all others the most flagrant. In order that the Returns should 
be composed of those only devoted to the Court-party, he entered the names of the 
Officers of the Guards in most of that county's Charters, so that the Kin|^ could rely 
with a certainty upon 44 votes on all occasions. The Admiralty Officials for the 
same purpose had equally been assigned to Kent and Hants in respect of Portsmouth 
and Chatham by James's order, as justices of the peace. 

* Charles Granville, by courtesy Lord Lansdowne, son of the ist Earl of Bath, 
was summoned to parliament in vitd patris in 1689, in his father's Barony erf* Gran- 
ville. He succeeded as 2d Earl of Bath, and died in 1701, twelve da3r8 after his 
father, by the accidental discharge of his own pistol. He was created by the Emperor 
Leopold a count of the Roman Empire, for his services as a volunteer in the war of 
Hungary, the defeat of the Turks before Vienna in 1683, ^^^ ^^ ^^^ capture of 
Gran. He was sent envoy extraordinary to the King of Spain in 1685 by James II. 
(Luttrell.) 

f John Granville, second son of the ist Earl of Bath, and brother of Lord Lans- 
downe, was Lord Warden of the Stanneries, and created in 1702 Baron Granville of 
Potheridge, co. Devon, and died s.p. in 1707. He married the Marchioness of 
Worcester, daughter of Sir John Child of Wanstead in Essex. His sister Grace was 
the wife of Sir George Carteret, afterwards Lord Carteret.

* Sir Charles Scarborough, the King's Chief Physician {hodie^ Physician in Ordinary), 
was knighted in 1669, and from different entries appears to have been the fashionable 
physician of the day. Luttrell recounts his narrow escape from shipwreck off Mar- 
gate, in company with the Duke of York in 1682, on board the Glouoester frigate 
He was returned M.P. for Camelford in 1685, and we have the following entry in 
*• Evelyn's Diary," and the additional notes to it : — " Sir Charles Scarborough was 
educated at Caius College, Cambridge, where he obtained a Fellowship. He after- 
wards studied medicine, but making himself too conspicuous as a Royalist during the 
troubles, was deprived of his Fellowship, and found it necessary to retire to Oxford. 
Subsequently he practised in London as a physician, and at the Restoration received 
the honour of knighthood, and was named one of the King's physicians. He succeeded 
Harvey as lecturer at Surgeon's Hall." In 1652, Evelyn observes : — " D* Scarborough 
was instant with me to give the Tables of Veins and Arteries to the College of 
Physicians, pretending he would not only read upon them, but celebrate my curiosity 
as being the first who caused them to be completed in that manner, and with that 
cost ; but I was not so willing yet to part with them, as to lend them to the College 
(luring their anatomical lectures; which I did accordingly." In allusion to his library, 
after his death, Evelyn observes: — (io«*» 1695). " My lord Sunderland showed me 
his library, now again improved by many books bought at the sale of Sir Charles 
Scarborough, an eminent physician, which was the very best collection, especially of 
mathematical books, that was, I believe, in Europe, once designed for the Kine's 
Library at S* James's ; but the Queen's dying, who was the great patroness of that 
design, it was let fall, and the books were miserably dissipated." 

t Robert Brent, who was a principal agent in carrying out the details of James's 
proceedings with the different Corporations, played an active, although subordinate, 
part in that King's reign, and chiefly under the " Board of Regulators " as far as 
can be asceftained. In 1685 a report was current that he was to be made Solicitor

|uence was himself committed by the House of Commons to the custody of 
; Serjeant-at-Arms. Having absconded immediately on his release (in Feb. 1688-9),

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To the Kings most Excellent Ma*^«. 
May itt please your Ma*** 

Pursuant to your Ma*"** commands, some of our number, with 
others their associates, have visited several Corporations and Burroughs 
that elect Members of Parliament, and some of them being retum'd 
(viz D' Nehemiah Cox, and James Clarke, from Wiltshire and Dorset- 
shire ; M'. Benj Dennis, and Richard Adams, from Cambridge, Norfolkc, 
Suflfolke, and Essex ; M'. Nathaniel Wade,* John Jones, and Richard 
Andrewes from Somersett and Devonshire) ; We most humbly tender 
to your Ma^® a briefe acco** of their transactions, pursuant to Instructions 
received by direction from your Ma^*, and the most Hono**^* Lords of y* 
Committee for regulating Corporations. 



♦ Perhaps the career of this man, a lawyer of Bristol, is more remarkable than 
that of any of his contemporaries. Associated as he had been in 1683 ^i^h Rumbold 
Ailiffe, Goodenough, and others, in the Rye-house conspiracy, who all had been 
executed, and two years later as a captain in the Duke of Monmouth*s force, 
Macaulay may well express his wonder '' that he should have escaped." He was 
kept, however, to be used for other purposes, such as we have lately had experience 
of in Ireland. According to Burnet, he had been one of those who chiefly encouraged 
Monmouth to make his descent. In these Returns he is indiscriminately named M' 
Wade, Nathaniel Wade, and Major Wade, but we identify him as the same person 
throughout. The following entries, (chiefly from LuttrelKs Diary), justify this con- 
clusion : — ^June 23*^, 1683, came out a proclamation by his majestic for apprehending 
Col. John Rumsey, Richard Rumbold malster, Richard Nelthorp Esq', Nathanid 
Wade gent., Richard Goodenough gent., Capt. Walcot, &c., &c., for conspiring the 
death of the King and the Duke of York.*' \Readers in history will recof^nise in thtu 
names, some who were executed, others who became informers.] *' Aug* 2**, 1683. — Several 
persons accused to be in the late conspiracy are fled, and not yet taken : — Richard 
and Francis Goodenough, Richard Nelthorp, Nathaniel Wade, Joseph Tilcy, John 
Ayliff'e, Robert Ferguson, Duke of Monmouth, Ford Lord Grey, Richard Rumbold the 
malster, and William his brother, &c., &c., &c." — ** October 5«^ 1685, one Captain 
Wade, who was one of Monmouth's captains in the West, was lately taken in those 
parts, and brought up to town this day, and committed to Newgate. After naming 
certain conspirators found guilty of high treason and sentenced to death, the several 
witnesses against them, as Goodenough, Wade, Burton and Mallet, had their pardons 
(as is said only of all treasons, &c., before the Rebellion), thereby enabling them to be 
good witnesses." — *' The 28*** Nov^ 1685, being the last day of the term, sevexvl 
perbons who were taken up in Monmouth's Rebellion, were discharged. The same 
day also Nathaniel Wade, Richard Goodenough, and James Burton, were brought to 
the King's Bench bar, and pleaded his majesties pardon to them for their outlawry 
of treason and all other crimes to the 4*** July last ; which was allowed, and they re- 
manded again to Newgate till his majesties pleasure be further known*" — "June 4*, 
1686. The same day, Cap^ Wade had his majesties pardon allowed in court for his 
being in the Western Rebellion." — " Feb. 23^ 1687-8, Captain Wade, one that was in 
the late Rebellion, is made town clerk of Bristol, in the room of M' Rumsey ;'* and we 
here see him employed as one of the Agents for Somersetshire and Devonshire. 
Rapin (Hist, of England) erroneously names him * Edward." (Cf. Macaulay*8 Hist 
of England ; Wade*s Confession, Harl. MS. 6845.) 
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They have discovered all sorts of men in the countrey, as to your 
Ma^^ most gracious intentions for Repealing the Tests and Penal Lawes 
for concience in matters of Religion, and doe find many of the Church 
of England, moderate and well inclined to part with those Tests and 
Lawes ; their Religion being secured according to your Ma*^** Declara- 
c'on ; and soe are the Presbiterians. 

The Roman Catholiques, Independants, Anabaptists, and Quaquers, 
that are numerous in many places, are generally in your Mafi^ interest, 
notwithstanding the many rumours, and suggestions to divide and 
create jealousies among them. These are unanimously agreed to elect 
such members of Parliament, as will abolish these Tests and Lawes. 

We also finde, that Mouns'. Fagells letter,''' and other Pamphletts are 
industriously spread through all parts, with discourses and endeavo" 



• Wc have elsewhere noticed this celebrated letter of the Pensionary Fagel, but 
Wei wood, (Memoirs, 189 sq.) gives us a clearer view of the matter. He observes : — 
•• While the project was going on to take off the Penal Laws and Tests, and the 
Protestants were in amaze what to expect ; the good Genius of England, and King 

tames*8 ill-fate, set him on to make a tryal of the inclination of the Prince and 
^rincess of Orange in that matter. The Prince and Princess had look'd on with silent 
regret, on all the unlucky steps that were makmg in England. To know their High- 
nesses mind in the business of the Penal Laws and Tests, was a thing the most desir'd 
by the Protestants ; but there was no possible way to come to this knowledge, if 
King James himself had not help'd them to it." — Their opinion on these Statutes was 
declared in the letter in question, as the same writer proceeds to show. — ** M"^ Stuart, 
since Sir James Stuart, had been pardoned by King James, and received into favour 
after a long banishment. He had been acquainted in Holland with the late Pensionary 
Fagel, and persuaded himself of a more than ordinary friendship with that wise 
Minister. The King said it was his interest to find out, by some one way or other, 
the Prince and Princess's thoughts of these matters, which, if they agreed with his 
own, were to be made publick ; if otherwise, were to be conceal'd. M' Stuart took 
this task upon himself. Pensionary Fagel was in a great post in Holland, and in a 
near intimacy with the Prince; one that was intirely trusted by him, and ever firm 
to his interest. To know the Pensionary's opinion was thought to be the same with 
knowing the Princess. . . . Upon these considerations, and upon a mistake that 
M' Stuart was in, about the Constitution of Holland "[viz., that the Roman Cathohcs 
were not there excluded from employment and office] " he writ a letter to Pensionary 
Fagel. . . So averse were the Prince and Princess of Orange to meddle, and so un- 
willing to allow Pensionary Fagel to return an answer to this Letter, that by the King's 
direction, M' Stuart writ five or six more before it was thought fit to answer them." 
Owing to reports, purposely spread in England, that the Prince and Princess of 
Orange agreed with the King in his design to repeal the Penal Statutes, which the 
English Envoy at the Hague, at that time the Marquis d' Albeville, took care not to 
contradict ; reports which alarmed all who were firm in the interest of the Church of 
England ; the Prince and Princess of Orange found themselves under the necessity of 
disabusing the minds of a country, in which they had so near an interest, and directed 
the minister Fagel to make one reply to M' Stuart's several letters : — "That being 
desired by M' Stuart to let him know the Prince and Princess of Orange's thoughts 
concerning the Repeal of the Penal Laws, and more particularly concerning the 
Test, he told him. That he would write without reserve, since M' Stuart had said in 
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to prejudice the mindes of those who are faithfull, or incHned to your 
Ma^*» interest, and that theres noe way yet settled to spread a sufficient 
number of such other books, as may informe and furnish the countrey 
with arguments to discover and detect the fallacious subtleties of these 
pernicious pamphlets; those few we have sent downe and disperst, 
have had very good effect. This we humbly submitt to your Ma**" 
consideration to give effectual! order therein. 

We have also settled fitt and proper correspondents in each of those 
Counties, Corporations, and Borroughs for all services relating to this 
affaire, by whom we can in a short time be truely informed of any per- 
son or thing, and influence any Election, which service, (we doubt nott), 
they will, from time to time, faithfully and heartily perform, without 
putting your Ma*** to any greater charge, than the nature of the worke 
requires, the effect whereof will farr surmount that charge. 

We do not finde that your Ma^** Revenue Officers have, or doe, im- 
prove their power for your Ma^** service in promoting this service, but 
on the contrary, severall of them, and of the Post Masters are utterly 
averse thereunto. 

Upon our most strict enquiries, conferences, and information, we 
finde upon the regulations and measures proposed for those counties 
and places, which elect a hundred and forty members, that when your 
Ma^* shall please to call your Parliam', you may expect above a hundred 



his Letter, that they were writ by the King's knowledge and allowance. That it was 
their opinion that no Christian ought to be persecuted for his Conscience, or be ill 
us*d because he differs from the publick and established Religion ; and therefore, that 
they can consent, that the Papists in England, Scotland, and Ireland, be sufferd to 
continue in their religion with as much liberty as is allow'd them by the States of 
Holland, in which it cannot be deny'd but they enjoy a full Liberty of Conscience. 
. . . And if his Majesty, (continues the Pensionary), desires their concurrence in 
repealmg the Penal Laws, their Highnesses were ready to give it, provided those 
laws remain still in their full force, by which the Roman Catholtcks are shut out of both 
Houses of Parliament, and out of all publick employments, ecclesiastical, civil and military ; 
as like-wise those other Laws which confirm the Protestant religion, and which 
secure it against all the attempts of the Roman Catholicks. But their Highnesses 
cannot agree to the Repeal of the Test, and those other Penal Laws last mentioned, 
that tend to the security of the Protestant religion, since the Roman Catholicks 
receive no other prejudices from these, than being excluded from Parliament and 
publick employments " &c., &c. 

Owing to the above Reports, there was a necessity (adds Welwood) of publishing 
the Pensionary's letter in several languages, which had great influence on the minds 
of Protestants, and was highly resented by James. 

Macaulay, speaking of this letter, calls it ** a remarkable document and drawn up 
with exquisite art," that, ** it was translated into several languages, and circulated 
widely on the Continent." Bishop Burnet prepared the English version, of which 
50,000 copies were distributed over the whole Kingdom.

5802, 
fo. 15) has this entry : — " He was indicted at the old bayly . . . 1696, and found 
guilty of a conspiracy against King William 3*^, for which he was executed at 
Tyborne 3<* Apr., 1696." "He built the statly brew-house in the Minones called S' 
John friends brewehouse." " M' Gibbon writt a little pamphlet called * The whole 
life and conversation of S' John friend.' '* On his father's monument in S* Katherine's 
(Collegiate) Church, is (or was) this motto : — Nomine amicus erat, ne amicus minus 
erat in re (Le Neve). 

J The charges brought a^^ainst Sir Robert Wright, the Lord Chief Justice of the 
King's Bench at the Revolution, are thus given in a letter from to 

Lord Preston, among Sir F. Graham's Papers . — 1688, Dec. 5th. — To my Lord Preston. 
" On Saturday last I left Exeter, where by the Prince's command are printed two 
impeachments of high treason against the Lord Chancellor, and Lord Chief Justice of 
the King's Bench. The former in the nature of a manifesto ; the latter by way of 
articling. I would have got one of each, either by money or interest, but which I in 
vain attempted. That against Sir Robert Wright being articles, I copied as far as I 
could by stealth, which are as followeth : — 
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Castle RiSEiNG, Is a Borrough that chooseth by prescription; there 

are about 20 Electors. T*is wholly under the power of 
the Duke of Norfolke.

It does not appear who furnished this information to the Principal Secretary of 
State, but as it was written immediately before the withdrawal ot the King from 
the country, the remaining portion has historical interest. ** And now, my good lord, 
as nothing ought to make a people rebel against their lawful Sovereign, so no cor- 
ruption or injustice should be suffered in the King's ministers. I have now had the 
honour to serve in all the Parliaments since the Restoration, but never heard of the 
like of these articles, if true. Let these things, if possible, be redressed, for 'twill 
truely and really advance the honour of the Crown, which is the whole intent of this 
notice, and I know if the King is informed of this, he will speedily look into and 
redress it. The manifesto and articles are designed to be dispersed when the Prince 
comes near London. God of Heaven preserve his Majesty, &c. P.S. — If cither of the 
two printed papers can be procured, your Lordship may depend upon them in 20 
hours after obtained, having ordered a servant to attend in Exeter accordingly " 
[Hist. MSS., Com. vii., 420]. 

* Sir Samuel Bamardiston uf Hrightwell in Suffolk, was created a Bart., in 1663, 
and died in 1707. He was cousin to Sir Thomas Barnardiston ist Bart., of the elder 
(or Ketton) branch, in that county; and was M.P. for the county of Suffolk in 1672, 
1678, 1679, t68o, 1698, and 1700. In 1683 Sir Samuel Bamardiston was the victim 
in a memorable cause tried in that year at Guildhall before Lord Chief Justice 
Jeffreys. His offence was, that in an intercepted letter to Sir Philip Skippon, who 
had married his niece, he had reflected on the government, by saying" that the brave 
Lord William Russel was lamented ; that the Earl of Essex had been murdered ; 
and that Algernon Sidney was about to be beheaded," &c. Luttrell, in noticing the 
case, says, that he was tried, " for writing and publishing scandalous and seditious 
reflections concerning the late fanatick conspiracy " [2.^., the Rye-house Plot]^ " that 
he was found guilty, and sentenced to pay a fine of ;f 10,000, and to be committed 
jntill it should he paid." Hume commenting on the severity of the sentence passed

concerning Sir Samuel are alluded to in the H. & G. (iii., 211), Mr. J. Gough Nichols 
observing: — "In Dec' 1641 Samuel Barnardiston, a younger son of Sir Nathaniel, 
gave rise to the party termed Roundhead, having been so called by the Queen, who 
saw him in a city procession that came to Whitehall bringing a petition. This was 
the same Samuel, who was created a Baronet in 1683, after having joined heartily in 
the restoration of Monarchy. However, the vengeance of the court again fell on hira 
several times. In 1683 he was prosecuted for high misdemeanor [Sec State Trials], 
and tried before Jeffreys, who in his address to the jur>' alluded to the ** Roundhead" 
notoriety, and said, " The Act of Oblivion might have put Sir Samuel in mind that it 
was not fit any more to go down to Whitehall to make uproars and tumults and 
hubbubs." The fine, to which he was sentenced, he refused to pay ; his estates were 
seized, and he suffered long imprisonment. The foreman of the jury, (adds Mr. 
Nichols), Thomas Vernon, was knighted ** for his services in securing a conviction." 
[See Lady Rachel Russel's Letters, 3d Edit., p. 52]. Luttrell in his Diar>', under 
date of June, 1685, gives the sequel to this severe and scandalous sentence: — "Sir 
Samuel Barnardiston, who hath layn some time in the King's bench, is at liberty, the 
King having been pleased to remit his fine ; or rather, he hath paid £"6,01)0 and given 
bond for the residue.'* The case was brought twice before the House i»f Lords in 
1689, and the judgment reversed on one occasion, and confirmed in the other. 

* Sir Thomas Barnardiston, of Ketton (or Kedyton), in Suffolk, succeeded as 2d 
Bart, in 1669. He was cousin to the contemporary Baronet of Brightwell, and 
represented Great Grimsby, co. Lincoln, in 1685 and 1688-9, and Sudbur\' in 1690, 
1695, and 1698. His connection with Lincolnshire appears to have been through his 
mother, daughter and co-heir of Sir William Armine of Osgodby in that county. His 
sister was married to Sir Philip Skippon Knt. of Wrentham in Suffolk. He died in 
1698. 

t Sir Henry Felton of Playford, co. Suffolk, 2d Bart., was M.P. for the county of 
Suffolk in 1660, and ob. 1699. 

} Henr>' Jermyn, Lord Dover, was created Baron of Dover in Kent in 1685, and 
was one of James's Catholic Lords Lieutenant. He succeeded as 3d Baron Jermyn 
on the death of his brother Thomas, 2d Lord Jermyn in 1703. They were both 
nephews of Henry Jermyn of Rushbrooke, in Suffolk, who had been created Baron 
Jermyn by Charles I. in 1643, and in 1660 Earl of St. Albans. He died in 1708 when 
these titles became extinct. In 1686 he was sworn of the Privy Council, and made 
Lord Lieutenant of Cambridgeshire. He became a Commissioner of the Treasury 
on the removal of the Earl of Rochester in 1686-7. His house in Carrbridgeshirc 
was sacked by the mob at the Revolution, and in 1689 he was attainted by the House 
of Commons as one of James's adherents.

Report from the King's Agents* respecting 127 elections for 
different counties and boroughs : — 

To the King's most Excellent Majestie, 
May it please Your Majestie. 

Wee most humbly tender to Your Majestie an accompt of the Trans- 
actions of several of those Agents, lately sent into the Country, and of 
the Progress they have made, in the affair by Your Majestie committed 
to them, so farr as the same is yet come to our hands. None of those 
Agents, except from Somersetshire and Devonshire, being yet returned, 
but dayly expected. 



* The names of some of the Agents were : — Dr. Nehcmiah Cox and James Clarke 
for Wiltshire and Dorsetshire ; Mr. Benjamin Dennis and Richard Adams for Cam- 
bridge, Norfolk, Suffolk, and Essex ; Nathaniel Wade, John Jones, and Richaid 
Andrewe for Somerset and Devon ; the remaining Agents for Hants, Sussex, Lincoln- 
shire and Yorkshire are not named, and in the Returns from which the above Report 
is taken, no mention is made of Agents for the four Northern Counties, or for Wales. 
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Wee do find that the Dissenters are Rrm to their resolutions^ and not 
shaken by any endeavours that have been used to the contrary. 

That the Books that have been dispersed have had very good effect, 
to the satisfyeing and establishing very many, though many endeavors 
have been used by the Church party to diswade people from reading of 
them. 

That a great inconvenience attending this affair, is the suggestions 
that are propagated by Churchmen, and some others disaffected, residing 
about London. • 

However we have no reason to doubt, but there will be an Election 
of members for the Parliament, that will readily concur with Your 
Majestie in establishing the Libertie proposed by Your Majestie's most 
Gracious Declaration. 

As a further satisfaction to Your Majestie, wee humbly tender an 
accompt, so farr as wee can learn from the Electors, who they intend to 
choose in the respective Counties^ Corporations, and Borroughs follow- 
ing, and what their respective inclinations are.

I William Chiffinch, the son of Thomas Chiffinch, whose name, as ** Prime 
Minister of his master's pleasures," has been perpetuated by Sir Walter Scott in 
** Peveril of the Peak/* succeeded in 1666 to the same office of Page of the Bedchamber 
and Keeper of the Private Closet to Charles II., and, like his father, was chiefly 
celebrated for pandering to the vices of that King. Still, in this respect, both were 
probably on a par with many who have preceded, and many who have followed and 
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Reading, To secure the Election they desire a further Regu- 

lation which was sent to S' Nicholas Butler.* 

still follow in the same line. William ChifRnch performed, at any rate, more honest 
functions in the next reign, and (at p. 307) we give his signature to a receipt for the 
watering of Hyde Park in 1690 [Rawl. MS., A. 306, 172]. Although proposed as the 
King's nominee for Windsor in the next parliament, he had already sat for it in that 
of 1685. 

The entries in connection with his name are not wanting in historical interest. 
One of the Vemey Papers [H'M.C. vii., 467], shows how in Dec, 1676, "the King 
being at Windsor did M^ Chiffinch the favour to dine with him, and after dinner con- 
ferred the honour of knighthood on him." [This we suspect to have been a practical 
joke, for no patent or official record of the creation to our knowledge exists.] Another 
in June, 1677, how " The Queen, the King attending her, supped at William Chiffinch's." 
In March, 1680, mention is made among Mr. Davies Cookers MSS.,[H.M.C. vi.,425], 
(in a letter of that date from Mutton Davies of Gwysaney, Esq., to T. Edwards of 
Rhuallt), of a dinner given to a party of gentlemen **by M' Chiffinch, whose chamber 
is under the Kings,** and of Charles the Second*s unexpected appearance amongst 
them; how "about an hour or two after dinner, about candle-light (for it was in 
Jan^ and dinner late), the King pleasantly said, he came to drinke a glasse of wine 
with us, and it should be to the happy meeting of his Parliament at Oxford, where 
he would go as far as any man, (that was his expression), for the preservation of the 
Protestant religion as by law established, and the utter extirpation of Popery;" 
whereupon. Sir Thomas Vernon (of Hcdnet) said, "Amen, and Presbytery too," to 
which the King enjoyned, " with all my heart, for I have smarted from those people 
already." A letter (among Sir F. Graham*s Papers, H.M.C., vii., 419), addressed 
"To M' William Chiffins (Chiffinch), near the Prfvy Stairs m Whitehall,'' points to 
the site of his apartments in 1688 ; and another from Whitehall in Oct', 1673, 
addressed to Sir Joseph Williamson (Cam. Soc, New Series, ix., 35), gives us the 
name of his residence near Windsor. The entry in the last runs thus : " His Majesty 
has not come this night [to Whitehall] as was expected, and will not till to morrow 
noon. Yesterday he was pleased to honour M' Chiffinch with his presence at dinner 
at Filberds (the place still existing under that name between Windsor and Bray (a) >, and 
is diviseing many pritty projects to enlarge the little Parke there, and make it more 
fit for deere ; he sayes next yeare he will spend much of his summer there, being 
mightily taken with it. Mademoiselle Gwinne [Nell Gwynn] went to M' Chiflinches 
the day before, which gives matter for some talk, &c., &c." 

Chiffinch was evidently a convenient tool for every sort of dirty work. It is said 
that he introduced Jeffreys, and first brought him into notice at Whitehall. 
(Macaulay.) 

{a) This place, once the residence of Nell Gwynn, is situate in Hollyport, a hamlet 
in Bray parish, now known as Philbert House or The Philherds, and there can be no 
doubt that it retains the name which it once acquired from forming part of the manor 
of Craswell or Creswells in that parish, belonging t.

This last 
place afterwards belonged to Alice Perers, the wife of William de Wyndesore, and 
was given upon her attainder to John Holland, Earl of Huntingdon [Pat. 12, Ric. II.], 
who being himself attainted in 1400 when Duke of Exeter, the manor was granted the 
same year to William de Wyndesore's nephew, John de Windesore [Pat. i., Hen. IV.J 
(Cf. Lysons, Mag. Brit.). The former place was granted t. Edw. III. to the Dean 
and Chapter of Windsor.

He was 
well known for his philanthropic disposition, especially in support of the oppressed 
clergy, amongst whom were two Bishops.

He was M.P. for Reading in 1688-9, 1689-90, and 
1695, and died in 1711. 

I John, 3d Lord Lovelace of Hurley, was instrumental in bringing about the 
Revolution of 1688, which he had indefatigably promoted. He had been several 
times subjected to arrest ; once in 1683 for suspected complicity in the Rye-House 
plot, when he was discharged on bail fLuttrell) ; in Feb., 1687-8, for ordering certain 
constables to disobey Roman Catholic justices, as unqualified to act; and on other 
occasions. In his endeavour to join the Prince of Orange he was captured by the 
Duke of Beaufort's militia at Cirencester, and taken prisoner to Gloucester Castle, 
whence he was afterwards rescued by the mob under Sir Richard Dutton and Capt. 
Bertie, reaching Oxford at the head of 300 horse. He narrowly escaped being tried 
on that occasion by a Council of War; but the Prince of Orange having seized certain 
Catholics, held them as hostages for his security (Luttrell). He was Captain of the 
Band of Pensioners to William III., and Chief-Justice in Eyre-"on-this-side'*-Trcnt. 
His residence at Hurley (Lady Place), was fitted up with ^reat magnificence, and 
when visited there by Wm. III., a vault was shewn the King, in which the secret 
meetings had been held for promoting the Revolution (Lysons, Mag. Brit.). He 
died in 1693.

il Thomas Wharton, eldest son of Philip, 4*** Lord Wharton, (who had served in 
the Parliamentary army, was a strong Puritan and one of Cromwell's " Lords,") sat 
for the CO. of Bucks in 1672, 1678-9, 1679, i68o-i, 1685, and the Convention Parlianoent 
of 1688-9. He early joined the Prince at Exeter; and was Comptroller of the House- 
hold to William IIL in 1689; his younger brother Goodwin Wharton was sent to the 
Tower in 1688 for taking plans of the fortifications at Portsmouth ; he had sat for the 
CO. of Bucks in 1698. The former particular is thus related : — "Trois ou 4 jours apres 
que S. A. fut arriv6e en cette ville [Exeter] , my Lord Colchester, Lt dc la Compagnie 
des Guardes du Corps, my L^ Dover, M^ Wharton, Coll* Godfrey et encore 10 ou 12 
autres arriverent ici, et 2 jours apres arriva Coll* Beaumont, celuy qui quitta demiere- 
ment Portsmouth, et encore quelques autres officiers avec luy [H.M.C. vii., 226].** 
In 1706 he was created Viscount Winchendon, in the co. of Bucks, and Earl of 
Wharton, co. Westmorland, having succeeded his father as 5^ Baron Wharton in 
1696. In 1708 he was appointed Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, and made Lord Privy 
Seal in 1714. In 1715 he was advanced to the further dignities of Marquis of Malmes- 
bury and Marquis of Wharton, and died the same year. The above Marquis is 
represented by historians as unblemished in his private character, and renowned for 
wit, activity, and courage. His son, the 6*** Baron, created Duke of Wharton in 1718, 
was attainted by parliament in 1729, and died in exile in Spain in 1731. The heirs to 
the Barony, if the attainder were removed, are Lord Willoughby de Eresby, Colonel 
Kemeys-Tynte of Halswell, co. Somerset, and A. D. Baillie, Esq. Sir Thomas 
Wharton, from whom the family derive, was the well-known Lord Warden of the 
Marches, t. Henry VIII., and Governor of Berwick. His repulse of an incursion of 
the Scots when Governor of Carlisle, assisted by Sir William Musgrave in 34 Henry 
VIII., is a matter of history. 

The following entries are of interest in respect of Philip, 4*** Lord Wharton. 
In April, 1677, having been arrested and committed to the Tower, with the Duke 
of Buckingham, and the Earls of Salisbury and Shaftesbury, he wrote the following 
letter to Sir Ralph Verney : — 1677, Wobum, May 5. — ** Upon my petition to 
the House of Peers at the close of their last sitting, they submitted the matter 
of my liberty to the King, and when he was at Newmarket he gave me leave to 
be here, or at S^ Giles (as my business required), till the 21"^ instant. You will 
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Lee* ; S' Roger Hillf is also named. Their senti- 
ments we doe not fully understand.

Since I cannot possibly go up myself, 
3ret (if a friend of mine is in town) I shall endeavour to get him to discourse it with 
my Lord at a distance, and try whether his lordship will meddle in this affair, so far 
as to speak favourably to the King for your further liberty ; but to deal freely with 
you, if I understand things right, it must be a greater interest than mine, that must 
persuade him to do it/' — ** 1677, May 5. — Ann ?, Lady Wharton, to Sir Ralph Vemey. 
Asks him to use his influence with the Chancellor on her husband's behalf. The 
following refer to his religious principles : — In 16^8 Lord Wharton refused to take 
the oath, ** because he said it was idolatry to kiss the Book;" whereupon Lord 
Shaftesbury remarked ** he hoped kissing was no idolatry, for if 'twere then they 
must forbear kissing their wives." — Another entry of the same date on the same sub- 
ject : — '* Philip, whom they call Lord Wharton, has read and taken the oath, but re- 
fused to kiss the Book." — 1679, Dec. 8. — ** I present you with this enclosed, with this 
black mark on Philip, whom you call Lord Wharton, * that his heart was with them 
but neither hand or foot ' " [alluding presumably to Monmouth and his party]. [Verney 
Papers ; Hist. MSS., Com. vii., 469, 434, 468.] 

* Sir Thomas Lee of Hartwell in Bucks, was created a Bart, in 1660, and sat for 
Aylesbury in the Long Parliament of i66o-i, and in 1678-9, 1679, 1680-1, for the 
same borough.

1670, and subsequently in 1678-9. In 1682, on the occasion of the town of Notting- 
ham receiving a new Charter, in place of the one which it had surrendered, a riot 
ensued, in which he was the chief leader, and for the part he took in it, he and several 
others were tried two years afterwards in 1684. He unsuccessfully endeavoured to 
bring an action against those of the Nottingham Corporation, who had surrendered 
their town*s Charter, but was overruled by the Attomev-General. Luttrell thus 
relates the sequel of the matter: — *• 13*** June, 1684. — The Nottingham rioters came 
to the court of King's Bench to receive their judgment ; W*" Sacneverell was fined 
500 marks, M' Gregory 300, M' Hutchinson 200, and the rest according to the value 
of their estates, and that all of them find sureties for their good behaviour for a 
twelve-month.** These particulars go far to explain the course he adopted some years 
later in parliament, and in them we may see the origin of the ** Disabling Clause " in 
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M' Wright, who are both right men. M' Sacheverell

the Corporations Bill, moved by him in the House of Commons. When in 1690 that 
Bill was brought into the House for restoring the ancient rights and privileges to 
those Corporations who had surrendered their Charters during the last reigns of 
Charles ILand James n.,he it was who moved to add a clause against all functionaries, 
who had in any way been concerned in surrendering the same, by disqualifying them 
from acting for seven years, or holding any municipal office in any such borough. 
Although the clause was in the end lost by a very trifling majority, and did not form 
part of the Bill, it was plainly directed against all (especially the Tory party), who in 
any corporate town like Nottingham, had handed over their charter to the fatherly 
and tender care of the King (Cf. Hume and Macaulay). In the Convention Parliament 
of 1688-9 he had sat for Heytesbury, and in the next year we find him refusing the 
office of a Commissioner to the Admiralty offered him by Wm. III. on being advanced 
to the Throne. Whether he refused it on the score of ill-health, for he died in 1691, 
being at the time M.P. for the county of Notts, or for the reasons given by Tindal 
(H. of England, i., 41) is doubtful. This writer observes : — " He had distinguished 
himself by several speeches for the Bill of Exclusion, and being little acquainted 
with mantime affairs, desired the King to excuse him from acting at the Admiralty 
board, on account of his insufficiency. The King replied, * There are enough who do 
understand the business, which a man of sense would soon be master of, and he 
could depend on his integrity.* ** Sacheverell persisted in excusing himself, saying, 
** Since he was not qualified for the service, he could not in conscience accept the 
salary " (Oldmixon, iii., 2). 

Wm. Sacheverell was evidently related to the Morley and Hopwell branch of the 
family in Derbyshire, and equally to those of Barton and Ratcliffe-on-Trent, in Notts. 
Robert Sacheverell of Barton, the last heir male of that line, who ob. 1714, was M.P. 
for the borough of Nottingham, but in what degree of affinity he stood to the above 
William, is not apparent. Neither have we ascertained whether Dr. Henry Sacheverell, 
Rector of St. Saviours, Southwark, whose trial in 1709 caused such extraordinary 
commotion, could lay any claim of relationship to this ancient family, of which the 
Nottinghamshire Visitation of 1614 furnishes a descent of many generations from t. 

Edward I. The arms of the Sacheverells of Morley, (as in that church), were :

Suffolk, was created a Bart, in 1660, and sat for 
Suffolk, in 1689-90, 1695, and ob. 1705. 

t William Bhdgeman, was Under-Secretary of State, and Clerk of the Privy 
Council t. James II., and Secretary of the Admiralty. Evelyn states in his " Diary," 
that he '* enjoyed his friendship,'* noting the skill of Mrs. Brid|;eman on the guitar ; 
that he lived in Pall Mall, and was Chairmanof the Committee of Greenwich Hospital, 
and died in 1699. In 1690 we find him again as an Under-Secretary of State, and Lutt- 
rell, who records this appointment [ii. 149J , styles him ** formerly Clerk to the Lord 
Sunderland,*' i.e.. Clerk of the Privy Council. He witnessed the will of James II., 17^^ 
Nov., 1688, and appears to have died in 1699. His wife was Diana, daughter of 
Peter Vernatti, and from an article in the H. He G. (v., 152-155), we are enabled to 
add the following particulars. He was of Combs, near Stowmarket in Suffolk, and 
its register records the burial of his son, (Orlando Bridgeman M.P. for Ipswich, who 
ob. 1731), his son's wife, and their daughter. From Doctors' Commons wills, &c., 
in 1699, administration of the effects of W°i Bridgeman Esq', was granted to Diana 
his widow ; and from the will of Kathenne Bridgeman his daughter, (dated in 1640), 
(who married her cousin Orlando, 4th son of Sir Orlando Bridgeman Bart., and died 
s.p.), we learn that she was of Cavendish Square, S^ Mary-le-bone, one item in it 
being :— »* To M" Susannah Plot, Sir Philibert Vernatty's picture." This William 
Bridgeman*s son, Orlando, M.P. 1713-15, rebuilt and resided at Combs Hall, near 
Stowmarket. The communion-plate, now in use at Combs church, was his gift to 
that parish, of which he was several times church-warden. |Cf. Davy's Suffolk 
Pedigrees. Add. 19120; Lansdowne MS., 1152; Hollingsworth, &c. ; Camden 
MiiceUany, VoL vm.J

1690. He sat for Surrey in 1685, and had also represented that county in the Long 
Parliament. Mention will be found made of him in the next following notes. 

I Sir Edward Evelyn of Long Ditton, near Kingston in Surrey, was created a 
Bart, in 1682, and dying in 1692, the title became extinct. He represented Surrey in 
1685. He was cousin of George Evelyn of Wotton, and John Evelyn in his ** Diary," 
under date of 3'** April, 1685, has the following entry: — " This day my brother at 
Wotton, and M' Onslow, were candidates for Surrey against Sir Adam Brown, and 
my cousin Sir Edward Evelyn, and were circumvented in their election by a trick of 
the Sheriffs [Samuel Lewenj taking advantage of my brother's party going out of the 
small village of Leatherhead to seek shelter and lodging, the afternoon being tem- 
pestuous, proceeding to the election when they were gone ; they expecting the next 
morning ; whereas before and then they exceeded the other parties by many hundreds, 
as I am assured. The Duke of Norfolk led Sir Edward Evelyn*s and Sir Adam 
Brown*s party. For this parliament [1685], very mean and slight persons, (some of 
them gentlemens servants, clerks, and persons, neither of reputation or interest), 
were set up ; but the country would choose my brother [George Evelyn] , whether he 
would or no, and he missed it by the trick above-mentioned. Sir Adam Brown was 
so deaf, that he could not hear one word. Sir Edward Evelyn was an honest gentle- 
man much in favour with his Majesty'* [^Evelyn's Diary, ii., 220]. According to the 
same authority, Sir Edward Evelyn died m 1692. 

§ George Evelyn of Wotton, in Surrey, was elder brother of John Evel3m of Sayes 
Court, (the celebrated Diarist, and author of" Silva,'* ;and ob. s.p. in 1699, aged 83. 
The author, his brother, died in 1705-6, and had been a Commisssioner of the Privy 
Seal to James IL, and a Commissioner for the Sick and Wounded. George Evelyn 
represented the county of Surrey in 1679, 1680-1, the Convention Parliament of 1688-9, 
but lost his election in 1685 in the manner noticed by his brother. [See '* Sir Edward 
Evelyn " note preceding.] His return for the parliament of 1679 is thus mentioned by 
his brother, John, the Diarist 1—4^ Feb., 1679. — ** My brother Evelyn was now chosen 
Knight for the county of Surrey, carrying it against my Lord Longford and Sir Adam 
Brown of Betchworth Castle." In ** Evelyn's Diary," is an interesting letter from him 
to his father Richard, descriptive of the visit of Charles L to Oxford in 1636. 

II Mr. Onslow, was Richard, of West Clandon in Surrey, eldest son of Sir Arthur 
Onslow (who died in July, 1688), and succeeded as Sir Richard Onslow, in that year. 
He sat for the county of Surrey in the Convention Parliament of 1688-9, 1689-90, 
1695, 1702, became Speaker of the House of Commons in 1708, and was raised 
to the peerage as Baron Onslow of Onslow, co. Salop, and Clandon, co. Surrey, in 
1716. He was direct ancestor of the present Earl of Onslow. He had sat for Guild- 
ford in 1685, 1679, 1678-9. No less than three of that family had held the important 
post as Speaker. In the year in which he was chosen Speaker in the next reign, he 
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SouTHWARK, This place is not under our management. 

Blechingley, Is under the influence of S' Robert Clayton,* who 

became one of the Lords of the Admiralty, and was sworn of the Privy Council to 
Queen Anne in 1710. On the accession of George L he was one of the Privy Council, 
a Lord of the Treasury, and Chancellor of the Exchequer, and in 1715 became a 
Teller of the Exchequer for life. The year following he was created Lord Onslow, 
having on all occasions been indefatigable in support of the Protestant interest (Collins). 
In 1^16 he was constituted Lord Lieutenant of Surrey, and died in 1717. 

His father had married daughter and co-heir of Sir Thomas Foot, Lord Mayor of 
London in 1649, who for refusing to proclaim the Commonwealth, had afterwards 
been created a Baronet, with limitation of that title to his son-in-law the said Arthur, 
and died, according to monument in Westham church, Oct. 12, 1687, aged 96. Sir 
Arthur Onslow died (as per Aubrey's Surrey), in July, 1688. He had been elected 
for Bramber in 1640, when under age ; sat in the Protector's parliaments for Surrey 
in 1654, 56, and 58-9, for Guildford in 1660 and 1661, and for the county in 1678-9, 
1679, i68io-8i, but lost his election for the county in 1685, in the way mentioned in 
a former note. The grandfather of Sir Richard Onslow, was the " Lord Onslow " of 
the Protector's ** other " House (Noble). In 1683-4 both father and son seem to have 
got into trouble with the government as seen by the following entries : — 8th April, 
36 Charles IL, (1683-4). — ** Warrant made at the General Quarter Sessions of the Peace, 
held at Croydon on the aforesaid day, for binding Sir Nicholas Stoughton, Arthur 
Onslow Esq', and Richard Onslow Esa', to be of good behaviour, in sums of 500^ 
each for the said principals, and 250£ each for their sureties " (Loseley MSS.). — 
1684, June 16. J. Vemey to Sir R. Vemey. — ** Sir Thomas Armstrong being outlawed, 
a trial was denied him, so he is to be hanged next Friday. . . . Onslow and his 
son of Surrey are bound to their good behaviour for a year, for some words spoke by 
the last four years since, reflecting on the government. The fathers fault was for 
giving a plate to Guildford with the Kin|;s arms on one side, and his own on the other, 
which the town have orders to return him, or else put out his arms " [Vemey Papers, 
Hist. MSS., Com. vii., 481, 68]. 

* Sir Robert Clayton, alderman and Sheriff of London in 1671, and knighted in that 
year. He was one of the members for London in 1678-9, and 1680-1, and brought in 
the Bill of Exclusion of a Popish successor in the Parliament of that last year, 
summoned to meet at Oxford, the renewal of which led to its dissolution immediately 
after [Hatton Correspondence; C.O.L.]. He represented Bletchingley in 1689-90, 
1698, and 1702, and obtained the manor " for payment of Lord Peterborough's debts 
in 1677, according to the trust of the act of parliament " (Evelyn). He was Lord 
Mayor of London in 1679, and a Commissioner of the Customs in 1696. Le Neve 
says of him : — *' He was a scrivenor, and hath no issue, vastly rich, he came up to 
town a poor boy, dyed without children in 1707, and buried at Bletchingley in Surrey." 
Evelyn makes frequent mention of him in his " Diary." Of his seat Marden, is this 
entry : — '* 1677, i2**» Oct. — With Sir Robert Clayton to Marden, an estate he had 
bought lately of my kinsman. Sir John Evelyn of Godstone, in Surrey, which from a 
despicable farm-house. Sir Robert had erected into a seat with extraordinary expence. 
It is in such a solitude among hills, as, not being above sixteen miles from London, 
seems almost incredible, the ways up to it are so winding and intricate. The 
gardens are large and well walled, and the husbandry part made very convenient and 
perfectly understood. The bams, stacks of com, the stalls for cattle, pigeon-house, 
&c., of the most laudable example. The orangery and gardens are very curious. 
In the house are large and noble rooms. He and his lady (who is very curious in 
distillery) entertained me three or four days very freely. I earnestly suggested to him 
the repairing of an old desolate dilapidated church llVoldingham] , standing on the 
hill above the house, which I left him in good disposition to, and endow it better, 
there not being above 4 or 5 houses in the parish, besides that of this prodigious rich 
Scrivener" A foot-note tells us that the business of Scrivener, comprehended that of 
a Banker, and what is now called a Conveyancer.

1695. The former had sat for that borough in 1685, and was knighted in 1687. ^^ ^'^ 
Lord Mayor of London in 1703-4, and Le Neve, says : " He was a brewer by St 
Katherine's. His beer famous, called Sir John Parsons beer." 

I Sir John Werden Knt. and Bart., of Leyland, in the co. of Lancaster, repre- 
sented Reigate in 1672, and 1685. He was a man of some note ; a baron of the 
Exchequer ; secretary to the Spanish embassy under Lord Sandwich ; envoy extra- 
ordinary to the court of Sweden in 1671-2 ; secretary to the Duke of York, as Lord 
High Admiral ; and a commissioner of the Navy. He was made a Bart, in 1672, and 
was a commissioner of the customs both in James IL reign, and after the Revolution. 
He died in 1716. He was son of Major-General Robert Werden, treasurer to Mary, 
Queen of James IL ; and his grandaughter became in 1722 Duchess of St. Albans. 

§ Sir John Thompson of Haversham, in co. of Bucks, was created a Baronet in 
1673. He represented Gatton in Surrey in 1685, the Convention Parliament of 1688-91 
1689-90, and 1695, and in the following year was called to the Upper House as Baroo 
Haversham of Haversham. He was a leading man in the House of Commons, and 
zealous in promoting the Revolution. His first wife was Lady Frances Annesley, 
daughter of Arthur Annesley, ist Earl of Anglesey. 

II Thomas Turgis sat for Gatton from 1680 to 1698 (C.O.L.).

f William Leveson Gower, one of the Duke of Monmouth's bail in 1682, married 
daughter of John Granville, ist Bad of Bath, and succeeded his nephew Sir Thomas 
as 4th Bart, in 1689. He sat for Newcastle-under-Lyme in 1675, 1678-9, 1679, 1680-1, 
1688-9 the Convention Parliament, and 1689-90, and died in 1691. His son Sir John 
Leveson Gower, who succeeded his father as 5th Bart, in 1691, was raised to the 
peerage as Baron Gower of Stittenham, in the co. York, and dying in 1709, his son in 
1746, was raised to the further dignity of Viscount Trentham, co. Stafford, and Earl 
Gower, and was direct ancestor of the Duke of Sutherland. He was the adopted heir 
of Sir Richard Leveson of Trentham, in Staffordshire, K.B., brother of Sir John 
Lf veson of Hailing in Kent, and Lilleshall in co. Salop, whose name is of such con- 
stant recurrence in the Sutherland Papers of the Hist. MSS. Com. Sir William 
Leveson Gower's youngest daughter Jane, married Henry Hyde, the last Earl of 
Clarendon and Rochester.

t John Turton (S. Dugdale's Visitation of Staffordshire), was M.P. for Tamworth 
in 1680-1 (C.O.L.). He was made a Serjeant-at-law in 1689 ; became a Baron of the 
Exchequer (Le Neve ; Luttrell) ; and Sir John Turton in 1689. 

I Col. Guy was doubtless a near relative of Thomas Guy, the wealthy bookseller, 
who was chosen M.P. for Tamworth in 1694-5, the same year in which Mr. Secrettiy 
Guy was committed to the Tower for bribery (as in the following note). It is barely 
possible that they be one and the same. The M.P. in question was the founder of 
the Almhouses at Tamworth, and of the hospital (Guy's Hospital) founded tnd 
endowed by him in 172 1. We are told that he was 76 when he undertook the build- 
in|;, but he did not live to see it finished. He was bom in 1644, and sat for Tamworth 
(his native place) in 1695, 1698, 1701, and 1702 [Cf. Maitland (Hist, of London); 
C.O.L.]. 

§ Mr. Secretary Guy was a person of considerable note in his day. He was of Tring 
in Hertfordshire, and son of Henry Guy of the same place, by daughter of Francis 
Wethered of Ashlings, whose monument in Tring church records her death t. William 
III., having been bom t. Queen Elizabeth. We are told by Clutterbuck (History of 
Herts), that the manor of Tring came into possession of Henry Guy, (apparently the 
father), on the death (in 1669) of Queen Henrietta Maria, on whom Charles I. hid 
settled it, after his accession to the Throne. Charles II. granted a licence to 
Henry Guy (the son, as above), in the 34th of his rei^ fPat. 34 C. II., p. 7, n. 3] to 
hold a market on Friday in ever}' week. He had previously granted him the reversion 
of the manor in the 31 of his reign [Pat. 31 C. II., p. i, n. 28.] According to Salmon 
(Hist, of Herts, p. 130) Mr. Secretary Guy built " an elegant house upon the estate, 
and adomed it with gardens of unusual form and beauty." He was mayor of St. 
Albans in 1685 ; and to him Catherine of Portugal (consort of Charles II.) demised 
the manor of Hemel Hempstead for 31 years from 1680, afterwards re-granted to hiro 
in 1687 for the same term. His sister was married to Sir Francis Leigh of Bexley 
(Le Neve) ; and it was his father probably, who in 1638, was Recorder of Berkham- 
stead. He appears to have sold Tring to Sir William Gore, alderman of London. 
The arms of Guy (as on monument in Tring church) are : — Gules, 7 lozenges, 3, 3, 
and I vaire (Clutterbuck). Henry (the son) was one of the grooms of the bedchamber 
to Charles II., James II., and William and Mary, and Secretary of the Treasury in 
the same reigns. We see his name mentioned in this last capacity, when the 
Treasury was placed in commission in 1678-9 on Lord Danby's impeachment [Hatton 
Correspondence, Cam. Soc.,] ; and in 1689-90, we find him a Commissioner of 
the Customs. In 1691 he was appointed Secretary to the Lords of the Treasury, and 
whilst acting in that office was committed to the Tower for bribery, and resigned the 
post in 1695. Smollett (Hist, of England) in regard to this, observes : — ** Guy, t 
member of the House, and Secretary to the Treasury, had been employed, together 
with Trevor the Speaker, as the Court-Agent for securing a majority in the House of 
Commons ; for that reason he was obnoxious to the members of the opposition, who 
took this opportunity to brand him, and the courtiers could not with any decency 
screen him from their vengeance.**

1685, 1688-9, 1689-90, and 1702) (C.O.L.) ; and his name is returned in connection 
with it by the King's Agents (antea). A warrant is extant, under the sign-manual of 
James II., (March 168^-5), ^or payment to him, or his assigns, of the suni of ;£'5oo *' for 
the King's Secret Service " [H.M.C. vi., 473]. An entry in Luttrell's Diary, informs 
us, that William III., when setting out for Ireland in 1690, stopped at Tring, and 
** did Ml* Henry Guy the honour to dine with him." He was accompanied amongst 
others by the Earls of Portland and Scarborough. His death took place in 1710-11,

Bath, sat in parliament at that time for Heydon, was appointed Secretary of State in 
1714, and died in 1674, set. 80 (Westminster Abbey Funeral Register), we assume that 
celebrated statesman to be here indicated (Cf. Clutterbuck's Hist, of Herts ; Hist. 
MSS., Com. iv, 298).

The first (dated June i, 1685) »s significant u 
predicting a rising a fortnight before Monmouth^s landing at Lyme Regis. Copy oft 
letter from the Mayor of Taunton to the Mayor of Exeter, sent to Richard Coffin as 
High Sheriff: — '* By the inclosed copies of 2 letters intercepted in these partes, you 
may perceave an intention of an insurrection forthwith in the West, and this day the 
examination of a miller was taken upon oath before M' Justice Tymewell, that aboute 
80 horsemen, supposed armed, did passe, about one of the clocke this mominge, t 
byway near this towne of Taunton, and soe into a part of the west of England, &c., &.** 
Another is from the Assistant Deputy-Sheriff, Thomas Northmore of St. Thomas's, 
Exeter, to Mr. Richard Coffin as Sheriff, during Jeffrey's Bloody Assize. — *• 12** Oct., 
1685. ... I was driven to ride to Wells, and there to carry all the Assizes, for a 
mitigation of the whipping, and about disposeing of the quarters of the rebells. 
I acquainted my Lord (then Chiefe Justice, now Lord Chancellor), that wee have 
many markett townes in our county, soe by charter, that scarce retaine at this day 
the name of marketts, in some of which very few, in others not any, did resort to buy 
and sell, but as in other little villages, where no markets ever were. To which my 
Lord {Jeffreys) answered, that the whipping should be onely in the greater and more 
generall marketts ; and for the quarters of the rebells, they are ordered to bee sett up 
at Honyton, Axminster, Coliton, Ottery, Crediton, Biddeford, Barnstable, Torrington, 
Tiverton, Plymouth, Dartmouth, Tottness. On Saturday next, at Axminster, is the 
last execution to bee done, and one more then at Honvton, unles reprieved, endeavours 
being makeinge per expresse, who is not yet retomed. Three were executed at Hony- 
ton Saturday last. Quarters are already sett up at Coliton, Honyton, Ottery, Crediton ; 
others are brought hither to bee sent as above. The quarters are already boyled and 
tarred ; warrants are to be sent to the Mayors to sett them up. I saved you consider- 
ably by my journey to Wells, and endeavour to save you what expences I can ; how- 
ever it is exceedinge chargeable and troublesome ; another such yeeres trouble will I 
not undertake for 5ooli. . . . There are about 400 condemned at Taunton ; and 
700 at Wells. Its thought about 100 are and wilbee executed ; the rest transported, 
unles perhaps a few may be pardoned. You fared better than the Sheriffe there

* The interrogatories to the Lancashire Magistracy, and the Answers from the same, 
are not included in these State Papers. Macaulay, quoting V'an Citters, states them 
to have been unfavourable to James's proposed Repeal of the Penal Statutes, the 
Lord Lieutenant reporting ** that two-thirds of his deputies, and of the magistrates 
were opposed to the court " ; so that this, the most Catholic county in England, proved 
no exception on this occasion. 

] Caryll, 3d Viscount Molyneux, succeeded his brother Richard, the 2d Visci>unt, who 
ob. s. p. soon after the Battle of Worcester. He was 2nd son of Sir Richard Moly- 
neux, 2d Bart., who was created in 1628 Viscount Molyneux of Marjborough, in the 
Peerage of Ireland, and ob. 1632. He and his brother Richard raised two regiments 
of horse and foot for Charles H., and were present with him at the Battle of VVorcestcr. 
Caryll, Viscount Molyneux, was outlawed by the Parliament temp. Cromwell, and 
compounded for his estate. He had been appointed to the Lieutenancy of Lancashire 
in 1687, m place of William, Earl of Derby, but in October, 1688, the year iollowing, 
when James removed his Catholic Lieutenants, the Earl of Derby was re-constituted 
to the post (Luttrell). On the landing of the Prince of Orange he, (together with 
Lord Aston), secured Chester for James IL, but both retired from it on learning the 
abdication and flight of the King. With regard to this matter, there is the following 
entry in the Verney Correspondence: — 1688, Dec. 4. . . ** Since I writ this I have 
seen a letter from Chester that said that upon this day sennight Lord Molinox came 
in to Chester with his regiment of Papists, which made a stranger confusion than 
was in all the last wars ; some few were wounded, but I heard of none that were 
killed ; but he possessed himself of both town and castle*' [H.M.C. vii., 502]. In 
1C94 he was one of the State prisoners tried at Manchester, being then 86. An 
entry in the Hatton Correspondence (ii., 207) runs thus:— "The old decrepid Lord 
Muliintux, who \is] 86 years of age, and very infirme, is, w^ y* rest of y" Roman 
Catholicks, to be tryed at Manchester, in Lancashire." He died in 1698. William 
Molyneux, his brother, succeeded him as 4th Viscount, and ob. 1717.

He was in descent from Gerald Fitzwalter or Gerald de 
Windsor, brother of William de Wyndesore, t. Henry IL, and direct ancestor of the 
present Lord Gerard of Gars wood.

His son, Ralph, married Lady Philippa Howard, daughter of Henry, Duke of Norfolk. 
Derived from a common ancestor with the Standishes, extinct Baronets of Duxbury, of 
whom Sir Richard Standish sat for Wigan in 1689. 

** John Girlington of Thurland Castle in Lancashire, married Margaret, daughter 
of James Duckett of Grayrigg in Westmorland, and sister of Anthony, last heir male 
of the Grayrigg line. Thurland Castle in Lonsdale, was celebrated as having been 
twice besieged by the parliamentary forces in 1643, and defended by a staunch 
Royalist, Sir John Girlington. It capitulated to Col. Alex. Rigby (a lawyer) in that 
year. It had formerly belonged to the Tunstalls, and numbered among its owners 
the ** Stainless Knight '* of Scott's Marmion, Sir Brian Tunstall. It is said to have 
been partially restored by John Girlington before his Shrievalty in 1663. [Cf. Chetham 
Soc. ii., 148, 151]. In Tunstall church is (or was) a brass, commemorative of the 
above John Girlington, who died in 1706, aged 69. His estate was valued at ;('iooo 
per annum on being returned as a ** Knight of the Royal Oak " in 1660. 

ft This magistrate may have been Nicholas Towneley of the Middle Temple, 
Barrister-at-law, son of Nicholas Towneley of Littleton in Middlesex, in descent from 
the Lancashire family of Towneley of Royle.

* Louis de Duras, Earl of Feversham, Marquis de Blanquefort, and brother to the 
Due de Duras in France, married daughter of Sir George Sondes, Earl of Feversham, 
and succeeded him in that earldom. He became naturalized in 17 Charles IL, and 
as Captain of the Guard to the Duke of York, was engaged in the naval battle against 
the Dutch in 1665. He commanded the King's troops at Sedgemoor against the 
Duke of Monmouth, and was in command of James IL's army when the Prince of 
Orange came to Windsor, by whom he was placed under arrest for disbanding the 
same, although for nominally coming to him in an irregular way. 

In 1679-80 he had been appointed Master of the Horse to Queen Catherine ; and in 
1680 her Lord Chamberlain. In 1682 he was sent to congratulate Louis XIV. on 
the birth of the young Duke of Burgundy his grandson. In Oct., 1688, he was 
selected for the Lieutenancy of Kent, when James removed his Catholic Lieutenants, 
an appropriate appointment, for although a Protestant (as mentioned by Rapin, ii., 
782, and confirmed by Harillon (Life of James II.), he was steadfast to the last in 
his allegiance to the King. He died in 1709. 

Lord Feversham played a conspicuous part during James's reign, especially to- 
wards its close. His despatch to Lord Preston, when in command of the King's 
troops, after the Prince of Orange had landed, is noteworthy : — 1688, Nov. 27, 
Monday, Reading ; the Earl of Feversham to Lord Preston (holograph in French). 
•* I have just received the letter which you wrote to me by the King's command, 
which sufficiently shows me how all will go. I shall not touch any more upon politics, 
not doubting the King will do all he can to stay the torrent. For great evils there must 
be great remedies, as the King phrased it not long ago. What I would say (returning 



^relating}io the rising in the provinces) is, that there is no doubt everything possible must 



'wiU] be done to support it. I see by the copy of the letter, which you have sent to me

that they may be at Northampton to-day, or to-morrow.(a) If they march to join the 
Prince of Orange, they must go by way of Oxford, or higher up, now that the King's 
troops are here [viz., at Reading^, An effort must be made to send from London, by 
post or otherwise, persons to keep us continually informed, at least as far as possible, 
where the Prince of Orange is. I have sent out people to get news on that point 
Endeavours must be made to know if he separates his troops ; by that means better 
to know how to arrange the detachment of the army. As forme, I think that we may 
detach hence Fenwick's regiment, 3 companies of Irish dragoons, and that the King 
may come [cause] to march from London, Talbot's and Lord Salisbary's regiments, 
to join with M'^ Hamilton's and M'^ Graham's, who would march with the troops 
hence and join, wherever the King thought most convenient to fall upon them, for 
assuredly they do not expect it, and that step would have a very good effect. The 
troops to march from London, should have orders how they should march here, so 
that they [the Dutch] should have no intelligence that troops are marching against 
them. They should not take any wagons, or at least they should have orders to leave 
them, and send them back to London a day or two afterwards, so that they may not 
suspect anything. I have named Lord Salisbury, because I should be very glad that 
if Miremont marched, he came when I was in Hanover ; the King's service must go 
on ; but I should much better like to have him with me, and I hope the King will so 
arrange. I have also named Talbot's regiment, because I think that the two squadrons 
are at London, and as their horses are fresh, that would be a great relief to many 
people who are much in need of them. All that I say is only by way of proposition; 
this can do no harm to the substance of the business, for I do not think that the 
Prince of Orange is sufficiently near us to prevent this detachment. There is only to 
send me an order, when the Kmg writes, that the troops should join. I have warned 
Major General Graham, because he will be here this evening, and M' d' Hamilton can 
not be here until to-morrow evening, and I can have the King's orders to-night or to- 
morrow morning, so that the troops may march hence. Let them rest as long as 
possible, having regard to the time necessary for them to reach the place which the 
King shall indicate. I will only say I will assuredly do my best. P.S. — Let me have 
news as often as possible, for according to them I must make my arrangements." 
[Hist. MSS., Com. vii., 419J. 

Another letter, somewhat later, after having been made prisoner by William of 
Orange at Windsor, for disbanding James's troops — but ostensibly for passing his 
lines without a safe-conduct, — has also historical interest : — 1688, Dec. 17*", Windsor, 
(holograph). — The Earl of Feversham to Lord Preston. — " I have given an account 
to his Majesty of my imprisonment, which I cannot but think very extraordinary, but 
I will not trouble you with it, having writ to the King at large, who I do not doubt 
will speak to you of it. I desired him not to be impatient about it, for I am very 
quiet as to myself, and I hope he will think of himself, more than of anybody else. 
This is not a time to dispute very much. I am afraid I writ to the King about 
granting me a pardon for all the crimes imaginable. I do not desire that the crime 
that I am accused [0/], be inserted in it, which is to have disbanded the army; how- 
soever, I leave it to you to do what you think fit in it, but pray let it be dispatched as 
soon as it can be, for I see it may be veiy good, as innocent as one can be, to have a 
pardon, especially at this time. P.S. — I have writ to the King, that I have acquainted 
you with what I desire of him, if he can do it, so I desire you to speak of it to him as 
soon as you can." [Hist. MSS., Com. vii., 421 ; Sir F. Graham's Papers].

* Was made a serjeant-at-law in 1686, and the year following Recorder of London, 
in succession to Serjeant Holt (Luttrell). He was brother of William Tate of De la 
Pre in Northants, and was knighted by James IL in 1687 (Le Neve). (See Northamp- 
ton Return). 

f Sir Anthony Deane was a Commissioner of the Navy, and knighted ** on board his 
own ship at Blackwall " (Le Neve). He sat for Harwich (with Samuel Pepys) in 
1678-9, and 1685. Both he and Pepys were accused in 1679 by the House of Commons 
of giving information respecting the English navy to the French Government, and 
Luttrell affirms that they were both rightly accused, and improperly discharged by 
Chief Justice Sir W. Scrogs. Sir Anthony Deane, however, was so celebrated in 
his day as a naval constructor, and so intimately associated with Pepys at the 
Admiralty, that the following extract from Evelyn's Diary is worthy of record in 
respect of the state of the English navy at that time, and characteristic of the man : — 
** 7**» March, 1690. — I dined with M' Pepys, late Secretary to the Admiralty, where was 
that excellent shipwright and seaman (for so he had been), and also a Commissioner 
of the Navy, Sir Anthony Deane. Amongst other discourse, and deploring the sad 
condition of our navy, as now governed by inexperienced men since this Revolution 
(of 1688), he mentioned what exceeding advantage we of this nation had, by being the 
first who built frigates, the first of which ever built was that vessel which was after- 
Mrards called "The Constant Warwick," and was the work ol Pett of Chatham, 
\Commissioner of the Navy^ and Master builder at Chatham in 1663, knighted as Sir 
Phineas Pett in 1680,] for a trial of making a vessel that would sail swiftly. It was 
built with low decks, the guns lying near the water, and was so light and swift of 
sailing, that in a short time he told us she had, ere the Dutch war was ended, taken 
as much money from privateers as would have laden her ; and that more such being 
built, did in a year or two scour the Channel from those of Dunkirk, and others which 
had exceedingly infested it. He added, that it would be the best and most infallible 
expedient to be masters of the sea, and able to destroy the greatest navy of any enemy, 
if, instead of building huge great ships, and second and third rates, they would leave 
off building such high decks, which were for nothing but to gratify gentlemen-com- 
manders, who must have all their effeminate accomodations, and for pomp ; that it 
would be the ruin of our fleets if such persons were continued in command, they 
neither having experience, nor being capable of learning, because they would not 
submit to the fatigue and inconvenience, which those who were bred seamen would 
undergo, in those so otherwise useful swift frigates. These being [intended] to en- 
counter the greatest ships, would be able to protect, set on, and bring up, those who 
should manage the fire-ships ; and the Prince who should first store himself with 
numbers of such fire-ships, would, through the help and countenance of such frigates, 
be able to ruin the greatest force of such vast ships as could be sent to sea, by the 
dexterity of working those light, swift ships, to guard the fire-ships. He concluded 
there would shortly be no other method of sea-fighting, and that great ships and men- 
of-war, however stored with guns and men, must submit to those who should encounter 
them with far less number. He represented to us the dreadful effect of these fire- 
ships ; that he continually observed in our maritime war with the Dutch, that when 
an enemy's fire-ship approached, the most valiant commander and common sailors 
were in such consternation, that though then, of all times, there was most need of the 
guns, bombs, &c., to keep the mischief off, they grew pale and astonished, as if of a 
quite other mean soul ; that they slunk about, forsook their guns and work, as if in 
despair, every one looking about to see which way they might get out of their ship, 
though sure to be drowned if they did so. This he said was likely to prove hereafter 
the method of sea-fight, [afk^] likely to be the misfortune of England, if they continued 
to put gentlemen-commanders over experienced seamen, on account of their ignorancCi 
effeminacy, and insolence " [Evelyn's Diary, ii., 304-5] .

Some of " Narborough's Voyages" were printed in 1694. — ** An Account of several 
late Voyages and Discoveries to the South and North." The following matter is 
related of him in the '* Hatton Correspondence": — ^June 9th, 1687. — '* Ther was a 
rich Spanysh ship coming from the West Indies yt was sunck three score years agoe, 
laden w*^ gold and silver. Duke Albemarle (Christopher, 2d Duke), S' John Narborough, 
S' James Hays, and another, gott a pattent from the late King, on tearms to gett aU 
the gold and silver they could from the bottom of y* sea by any art "*" ever. They have 
been 10 years a trying, and gott dyvers (men used to it), out of the West Indies, and 
found this ship, and gott her up and safe into the river, worth two hundred and 50 
thousand pounds in gold and silver. Duke Albemarle's share, 2 eights, is 40,000; 
S' James Hays as much 40,000 ; and others proportionable. The King reserv'd a io^*» for 
himselfe. It's certainly true ; you'l heare it more at large quickly.** On this subject 
a letter, also, of May 25, 1688, among Mr. Pine Coffin's Papers, has the following :— 
** It seemes Sir John Norborow [Narborough] hath not bin successful! in his fishing 
for more of the Spaniards plate, having gotten but one ton and a halfe, which comes 
to i2,oool, and is brought hither, but will not requite us '* [H.M.C. v., 378] 

t Was a Commissioner of the Navy, and died in 1692 (Luttrell). 

I Sir William Pritchard was elected Lord Mayor of London in 1682, and brought 
an action against a Mr. Papillon for causing him to be arrested during his mayoralty, 
for which the jury awarded him ;f 10,000 damages in 1684, [Luttrell adds] ** to the 
amazement of all." 

§ Sir Richard Haddock (mentioned elsewhere), was reinstated at the Admiralty by 
James II. in 1688, and made a Lord Commissioner of the Navy in 1689 by William III. 
He was much employed by the latter, and we find him in Oct. 1690, in command of 
the fleet in the Downs from Ireland, in charge of prisoners. In 1693 ^^ ^^'^^ Comp- 
troller of the Navy, and succeeded in that office by Sir Cloudesley Shovell (Luttrcl!'. 
He was in the naval engagement against the Dutch, on board the " Royal James," 
off Southwold in May, 1672, as Captain Haddock, and was the only one of that vessel 
who escaped. It was in this action that Lord Sandwfch was killed in command of 
that man-oi-war. 

II Sir Richard Beach, was a Commissioner of the Navy, and died in 1692. 

** Samuel Pepys (the Diarist), Secretary to the Admiralty. — See notice of him in the 
Huntingdonshire Returns. — He occurs in the Returns from Hampshire and here, also, 
in those from Kent, with the other several Naval Commissioners, ostensibly in virtue 
of their office, in respect of Portsmouth and Chatham. In 1686, James II. issued an 
order that all field-officers of the Army should be in the commission of the peace of 
the counties in which they were stationed (Luttrell). The same course was evidently 
followed in the Navy in order to secure the elections.

young Earl of Salisbury hath lately married the daughter of great Bennett, who 
IS about 13 years old/' He was much in favor with James II., commanded one of 
his regiments, and formed part of Lord Feversham's force when William of Orange 
landed. [See Lord Feversham's despatch to Lord Preston in Nov. 1688, p. zS^antea. 
In attempting to leave the kingdom with Lord Peterborough at the Revolution, both 
were arrested, committed to the JTower, and afterwards impeached for high-treason. 
He succeeded his father in 1683 ; ob. 1694, and was ancestor of the present Marquis 
of Salisbury. One or two facts may be added about him. An altercation which he 
had with Mr. Hampden, the patriot's grandson, in 1691, is recounted by some member 
of the embassy in London, presumably to Dyckvelt, as a piece of political news :— 
[Part of letter without date, but subsequent to the Revolution.] ** Je ne S9ay si vous 
avez apris une querelle entre le Comte de Salisbury papiste, et M' Hampden le ills. 
lis soupoient chez le Comte d' Oxford. Apres le repas la conversation roula aur la 
chasse et les chasseurs. Quel qu'un dit que le feu Roy Charles tiroit fort bien. Un 
autre dit que le Roi tiroit bien aussi. M' Hampden dit que le Royjaques tiroit mal, 
et qu'il avoit manque son coup. My Lord Salisbury s'imagina, mal k propos, que ce 
mot le regardoit, parce qu'il est Jacobite, et s'emporta contre M' Hampden. Le 
lendemain il le fit appeller en duel qu'il accepta ; Mais leur amis trouverent le moyen 
de les empecher de sortir de la maison, et Ton fit si bien comprendre a my Lord 
Salisbury qu'il avoit tort, qu'il prit le party d'alier chez M' Hampden, et luy fit des 
excuses" [Hist. MSS.;Com. vii., 200; Earl of Denbigh's Papers]. Luttrell (Diary) says 
that in March 1687-8, **he commenced to build a Roman Catholic chapel at Hatfield." 
The Earls of Salisbury were descended from Robert, the youngest son of the cele- 
'brated statesman t. Q. Eliz., W"^ Cecil, Lord Burghley, Lord Treasurer of England. 

*■ Lord Clifford's name among the Buckinghamshire magistrates, was in virtue of 
the "Creslow pastures" near Aylesbury, of which Charles II. granted the ist Lord 
Clifford a lease for 60 years, m consideration of his services. The above Lord 
Clifford succeeded his father Thomas, Lord Clififord of Chudleigh, co. Devon, in 1673, 
who had been Principal Secretary of State and Lord High Treasurer in 1672, and 
raised to the peerage in that year. Collins (in his Peerage) gives this second Lord's 
name as ** George," Nicholas as ** Hugh." He was one of the Earl of Devonshire's 
bail when committed for an assault on Col. Culpeper in the presence-chamber in 1687.

* Sir William Courtenay of Powderham Castle, was the first who received the 
Prince of Orange after his landing at Torbay on his way to Exeter. *' Sir William 
Courtenay, says Dalrymple, the friend of the unfortunate Lord Russell, in whose 
house the Prince lodged, because he counted upon him, gave no countenance to his 
enterprise, either in his own name or by his tenants ** (Memoirs i., 225). He married 
the daughter of the famous parliamentarian general Sir William Waller. He was 
High Sheriff of Devonshire in 1664, and sat in parliament for the co. of Devon in 
1678-9, and 1679. His son Francis, who was M.P. for the county of Devon in the 
Convention Parliament, and subsequent parliaments, pre-deceased him in 1699. 
His great-grandson, Sir Wm. Courtenay, was created Viscount Courtenay in 1762.

With the exception of Warwickshire and Hertfordshire, two 
counties of which no Returns are extant, the foregoing comprise 
the entire Returns from the English and Welsh counties. 

Over the former county, Robert, Earl of Sunderland, Lord 
President of James II.*s Council, had been appointed the Lieu- 
tenant ; Hertfordshire had been assigned to Lawrence Hyde, 
Earl of Rochester.

With respect to this last county, it appears, on the authority 
of Luttrell [Diary, Dec. 1687] that '*The gentlemen of the 
county of Hertford, attending the Earl of Rochester, their Lord 
Lieutenant, gave in their answer, that they were not for taking 
off the Penal Laws and Test.'* 

* Richard Kent of Devizes, sat for Chippenham in 1689-90, and died in December 
of the year following (C.O.L.). 

• t Sir Gilbert Gerard of Fiskerton, co. Lincoln, was created a Bar* in 1660, and sat 
for Northallerton in 1661, 1678-9, and 1680-1. He was son of R^itcliffe Gerard, son 
of Ratcliffe Gerard of Halsall in Lancashire, by daughter and heir of Sir Charles 
Somerset, 5*** son of Henry, Earl of Worcester. His 2^ wife was daughter of Bishop 
Cosin of Durham. Sir Gilbert, who was Sheriff of the county of Durham in 1665-75, 
died at York in Sept' 1687, and was cousin of Lord Gerard of Brandon (Earl of Maccles- 
field). His son (the 2^ Bar') married daughter and heir of Charles, Earl of Falmouth, 
from whom he was divorced ; and, from the date of the endorsement of the Return, 
it is not impossible but that he may be the Sir Gilbert (Cosin) Gerard above-named.

Father Huddlestone, the Catholic priest who administered the sacrament to Charles 
II., in his last moments, is here alluded to. The details'are thus given in the ''Life 
of James II." (p. 747) : *'The Duke of York stood all the while by the bed side, and 
seemg the King [Charles II,] would not receive the sacrament from them [the Bishops 
of Bath and Wells^ &c.], and knowing his sentiments, desired the company to stand a 
little from the bed, and then asked the King whether he should send for a priest, to 
which the King replied, *For God's sake, brother, do, and lose no time.' The Duke 
said he would bring one to him ; but none could be found except Father Huddlestone, 
who had been so assistant to the King's escape from Worcester; he was brought up 
a back staircase, and the company were desired to withdraw, but he (the Duke of 
York) not thinkmg fit that he should be left alone with the King, desired that the 
Karl of Bath, a Lord of the Bedchamber, and the Earl of Feversham, Captain of the 
Guard, should stay ; the rest being gone, Father Huddlestone was introduced, and ad- 
ministered the sacrament." 

With the exception of the King's answer to his brother, which is not that of a 
dying man, this account is in the main corroborated by the following, among the 
muniments at Versailles. The French Ambassador, Barillon, who was present on 
the occasion, in a despatch to Louis XIV., gives a more circumstantial and authentic 
account of this matter. It would appear that the proposition to have the sacrament 
administered to Charles II., emanated entirely from the Duchess of Portsmouth, and 
not from the Duke of York. She it was who maintained then, and in after life, that 
the King had died by foul play ^Fox, Life of James II.). Welwood obser\*es, 
(Memoirs, 120): "It is certain his death came opportunely for the Dukt [of York], 
and in such a manner, and under such circumstances, as will be a problem to 
posterity, whether he died a natural death, or was hastened to his grave by treacher>'." 
Barillon, on leaving the King's ante-room at Whitehall, and going to the apartments 
of the Duchess, found her in the greatest grief. She said to him : " Monsieur 
r Ambassadeur, je m'en vais vousdire le plus grand secret du monde, et il iroit de ma 
t^te si on le savoit. Le Roy d' Angleterre dans le fonds de son coeur est catholique, 
mais il est environn6 des evesques protestans, et personne ne lui dit V 6tat ou il est, 
ni ne lui parle de Dieu. Je ne puis plus avec biens6ance rentrer Jans la chambre, 
outre que la Reine y est presque toujours ; Mon' le Due d' York songe k ses affaires, 
et en a trop pour prendre le soin qu'il devroit de la conscience du Roy ; allez lui dire 
que je vous ai conjur6 de 1' avertir qu'il songe k ce qui se pourra faire pour sauvcr 
r dme du Roy ; il est maitre dans la chambre ; il peut faire sortir qui il voudra ; ne 
perdez point de temps, car si on difif^re tant soit peu. il sera trop tard.'* On com- 
municating the matter to the Duke of York, great difficulty arose in finding a priest 
who understood English, for the Queen's Portuguese confessors, although at hand, 
were not available, from ignorance of the language. At last the Comte de Castel- 
melhor discovered amongst them Father Huddlestone, of whom Barillon says, that

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he saved the King after the Battle of Worcester, (a fact also mentioned by Rapin, &c.,) 
f S.p. 2o6n, antea] , and was consequently excepted out of all acts of parliament enacted 
against Catholics and priests. It was thought necessary to disguise him, so they put 
upon him a wig and a casock (**0n lui donna une peruque et une casaque pour le 
d6guiser"). The Duke of York, informed by Barillon that all was ready, sent 
Chiffinch to bring Father Huddlestone to the apartment, and desired that all should 
retire, with the exception of the Earl of Bath and Lord Feversham ("Messieurs, le 
Roi veut que tout le monde se retire, k la reserve du Comte de Bath et du Comte de 
Feversham*'), of whom the first was a Lord of the Bedchamber, and the last was "in 
waiting." The Duke then, introducing Father Huddlestone, said to the King: **Sire, 
voici un homme qui vous a sauv6 la vie, et qui vient ^ cette heure pour sauver votre 
&me.*' Care had been taken to prepare and instruct him as to what he should say to 
the King by one of the Portuguese priests, because individually, says Barillon, he was 
not a man of much learning ; (**de luim^me ce n' 6toit pas grand docteur") ; but the 
Duke of York told him (Barillon) afterwards, that he had acquitted himself very well, 
and made the King formally promise, that, in case of recovery, he would openly avow 
his faith as a Catholic. The King then received absolution and extreme unction. 
This lasted, adds Barillon, about j of an hour. The presence in the King's room of 
the Lords Bath and Feversham, who were Protestants^ was reassuring to some who 
did not quite understand what was going on, especially the Bishops (Fox's History 
of the Reign of James IL; Appendix Dalrynriple's Memoirs, ii., 93). 

fi] Page 32. ** Sir John Lowther of Lowther/* 2** Baronet. 

Shortly after the Revolution — viz., in February 1688-9, one of William IIL*s first 
appointments was conferred on Sir John Lowther, by constituting him Vice- 
Chamberlain and Privy Councillor, and the same year Lord Lieutenant of Westmorland. 
In 1689-90 he was associated with Lord Godolphin, Sir Stephen Fox, Richard Hampden, 
and Thomas Pelham, as a Commissioner of the Treasury. He resigned this last 
appointment in 1691, and that of Vice-Chamberlain in 1693, "in order," says Luttrell, 
**to retire into the country." He resigned also the Lieutenancy of the county of 
Westmorland in the year following, Charles, Earl of Carlisle, being appointed to 
succeed him. On the landing of William, Prince of Orange, he seized Carlisle for 
that Prince, the Irish garrison retiring without disputing its possession. In 1696 Sir 
John Lowther was raised to the peerage as Baron Lowther of Lowther, ce. Westmor- 
land, and Viscount Lonsdale; titles which became extinct on the death of his son in 
1713. The above Viscount, who died in 1700, was author of the "Memoirs of the 
Reign of James II.'* Although the subsequent Earls of Lonsdale derive from Sir John 
Lowther's cousin and contemporary. Sir John Lowther of Whitehaven, it was to the 
above Sir John Lowther of Lowther that their family estate is mainly indebted, the 
systematic course pursued by him in buying up the properties of different Westmorland 
families in embarrassed circumstances contributing effectually to that end. [Cf. Sir 
Daniel Fleming's Hist, of Westmorland in 1671.] 

[i] Pages 54, 380. " Sir Jonathan Trelawny *' 

was the 3** Bar' of Trelawny in Cornwall, and one of the seven Bishops committed to 
the Tower by James II., being at the time Bishop of Bristol. He was translated to 
Exeter in 1688, and promoted to the See of Winchester in 1707, and died in 1721. 

[i] Page 148. " George, 5*** Viscount Castleton," 

was conspicuous in the debate which ensued at the second meeting of James's parlia- 
ment, after the suppression of the Monmouth Rebellion, on the King announcing his 
intentions in respect of a dispensing power, and a standing army. On this occasion 
Echard (History of the Revolution, p. 68), speaks of him as "a man above all fear and 
bribery." • In 1688-9 he was appointed to command one of the regiments raised for 
service in Ireland. In 1691, being then stationed at Portsmouth, he was ordered 
with his regiment to Flanders, and was present at the siege of Namur in 1692. 
(Luttrcll.) 
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[ij Page 218. ** Mr. Buckland." 

Maurice Huckland, (or as written, B.ickland, Bacland, Bockeland, Rockland), was 
of Standlinch, in the parish of Downton, Wilts. He represented Do^vnton in the 
parliaments of 1678-9, 16S8-9, 1O89 90, and 1697. Walter Buckland in 1660 was 
returned as a ** Knight of the Royal Oak," his estate valued at ;f9oo per annum. 
(Le Neve.) 

[i] Page 218. ** Colonel Deane." 

This magistrate having given his answer in Hampshire, would seem to be identified 
with the Deanes of Mattingley and Heckfield, in that county. John Deane of 
Mattingley dying in 1675, it is probable that his son John Deane of Aylwards in 
Mattingley, is here indicated (Cf. Berry*s Genealogies). John Deane was M.P. for 
Ludgershall in 1688-9, ^i^d in 1689-90. [Quere ? It "Thomas" in the Hants Return 
may not be an error.] 

[iJ Page 219. " Marquis of Worcester." 

Charles, Marquis of Worcester, eldest son of Henry, i"* Duke of Beaufort, died in 
vita patriSj from the effects of a fall. He sat in Parliament (under the above title) for 
CO. Gloucester in 1685, having been also returned for Monmouthshire at the same 
election. As Charles, Lord Somerset, or rather Lord Herbert of Ragland, he repre- 
sented the latter county in 1678-9, having sat for the borough of Monmouth in 1677. 
In 1680-1 he was M.P for the citv of Gloucester, and M.P. for Monmouthshire in 
1685. He married the daughter of Josiah Child of Wanstead in Essex, renowned for 
his enormous wealth. Evelyn (Diary, March 16**^, 1685,) gives us some account of 
Sir Josiah Child's seat at Wanstead: **I went to see Sir Josiah Child's prodigious 
cost in planting walnut-trees about his seat, and making nsh ponds, many miles in 
circuit, in Epping Forest, in a barren spot, as often times these suddenly monied men 
for the most part seat themselves. He from a merchant's apprentice, and manage- 
ment of the East India Company's stock, being arrived at an estate ('tis said) of 
^"200,000 ; and lately married his daughter to the eldest son of the Duke of Beaufort, 
late Marquis of Worcester, with ;f 50,000 portion at present, and various expectations.*' 
His son Henry succeeded his grandfather as 2^ Duke io 1699, ^^^ year after his 
father's death. 

[i] Page 219. " Richard Kent." 
[ii] Page 301. 

Richard Kent of Devizes, sat for Chippenham in 1689-90, and died in December of 
the year following (C.O.L.). 

[i] Page 242. ** Sir John Littcott." 

Sir John Lytcot was Secretary to Lord Castlemaine when ambassador to the Pope, 
and, according to Luttrell (Diary), was knighted by James II. in 1686. Le Neve, 
however, states him to have been knighted in France in 1701. 

[i] Page 356. ** Wortley Whorwood '* 

was of Gray's Inn, and son of Sir William Whorwood of Stourton Castle, a property 
which he subsequently sold. He became associated with Kent by his marriage with 
a daughter of Sir Edward Dering of Surrenden-Dering, purchasing Denton Court near 
Canterbury in that county in 1679, which he held till his death in 1703. (Shaw's 
Staffordshire.) 

[i] Page 381. "Serg* Maynard." 

[ii] Page 233, 241. ** Sir John Maynard " 

was an exceedingly old man at the time of these proceedings, having been born in 
t6o2. He was one of the "Managers" cf the prosecution at three very eventful 
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trials in the 17th century, viz., at that of the Eari of Strafford in 1640-1; of Archbishop 
Laud in 1644-5 ; and of Viscount Stafford in 1680, being chief Manager at this last, 
and at the time nearly 80 years of age. (Evelyn's Diary.) He was appointed First 
Commissioner of the Great Seal in 1689 ^Y William IIL 

[ii] Page 24. "Colonel William Strode/ 

son of Sir William Strode of Newnham (or Newneham) in Devonshire, was entered 
in 1598 on the books of St. Mary Hall, Oxford, as "an Esquire's son of co. Dorset." 
[Ath., Oxon.] He died in 1645, and was buried in Westminster Abbey by order of 
Parliament. His body, however, was exhumed by Royal Warrant in 1661, >yith that 
of Pym the republican statesman, and many others of the Protectorate period, who 
had been "unwarrantably interred'* in that Abbey. He is said to have been known 
by the sobriquet of the " Parliament Driver.*' 

[ii] Page 76. ''Silas Titus." 

It is stated by Rapin [History of England, ii., 647], that after the impeachment of 
the celebrated Chancellor Clarendon, and before his disgrace and final withdrawal 
from the Kingdom, Charles IPs entouraf^c neglected no opportunity of lowering the 
Prime Minister in his master's estimation, seeing that his presence had become 
unbearable to the King. Rapin states : *'The Duke of Buckingham and some others 
perceiving this disposition of the King, neglected nothing to cherish it. As often as 
they saw the Chancellor coming, they would say to his Majesty, Here comes your 
Schoolmaster ! At other times they mimicked him before the King, in order to make 
him ridiculous. The Duke of Buckingham used to walk in a stately manner, with a 
*pair of bellows' before him for the * Purse,* whilst Colonel Titus carried a * fire-shovel* 
on his shoulder for the * Mace.'*' Rapin adds, "The King suffered these buffooneries, 
and therefore discovered his disgust to his minister.** Noble in his " House of 
Cromwell," in a foot-note relating to Ramsey Abbey in Huntingdonshire, purchased 
by Colonel Titus of the Cromwell family about 1675, makes the following mention of 
him, bearing equally on the above matter : — "The Cromwells, the most opulent family 
in Huntingdonshire, after a gradual decline, totally expired, and their great estates 
fell into various other hands ; Ramsey, the richest, into those of the celebrated Colonel 
Titus." — "Colonel Titus is rendered memorable from being the supposed writer of the 
pamphlet " Killing no murder," the dedication of which, addressed to Oliver Cromwell, 
tyrant of England, (against whom it was directed), is a master-piece ; but it is now 
thought to have been written by Colonel Edward Sexby, who died a prisoner in the 
Tower, and he, it is believed, acknowledged himself the writer of it. Titus was the 
buffoon of Charles H's court, and prevailed more by it than others with the greatest 
wisdom ; Lord Clarendon's banishment was owing to this fooling. He was a leading 
member for the bill to exclude from the Throne, James, Duke of York (afterwards 
King James IL). He said upon that occasion in the House of Commons, that 
" expedients to secure the Protestant religion, when such a person was suffered to 
mount the Throne, was as strange as if there was a lion in the lobby, and they should 
vote, that they would rather secure themselves by letting him in, than by keeping him 
out and chaining him." He was also one of the " Managers " of the prosecution at 
the trial of Viscount Stafford in 1680. Colonel Titus represented the borough and 
county of Huntingdon in several parliaments ; and was still a member of the House 
in 1693. Macaulay quotes part of his speeches on the Commons* and Lords' 
Triennial Bill in that year. "Old Titus, who had been a politician in the days of the 
Commonwealth, entertained the House with a speech which had been fashionable in 
those days. * Parliaments, he said, resembled the manna bestowed from Heaven on 
the chosen people. They were excellent while they were fresh ; but if kept too long 
they became noisome, engendering worms by the corruption of what had been sweeter 
than honey." As to the Lords' Bill, though zealous for triennial parliaments, Titus 
owned that he was not surprised at the ill-humour shown ; * It is true,* he said, *that 
we ought to be dissolved ; but it is rather hard, I must own, that the Lords are to 
prescribe the time of our dissolution. The Apostle Paul wished to be dissolved ; but 
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I doubt if his friends had set him a day, he would not have taken it kindly of them/ " 
(Macaulay, Hist, of England, iv., 344, 479.) He resided ac Ramsey in the summer, 
and at Bushy-park in the winter; "his free and cheerful humour," says Noble, "made 
his company eagerly sought." In 1703 he left the manor of Ramsey to Catherine, his 
widow, and his daughters, Susannah and Catherine ; they jointly held this manor until 
1709, when by the death of the mother, the daughters, as co-heiresses, were ladies of 
it until 17 19, and the survivor of them, Catherine Titus, continued so until her death 
in 1732, when she left the manor, with an estate of about ;f 2000 per annum, to her two 
servants. Coulson Fellows Esq', purchased the manor of them in 1736. [Noble's 
House of Cromwell, i., 66, 67, 75.] 

In the last months of James's reign, notwithstanding his antecedents in respect of 
the Exclusion Bill, &c.. Col. Titus was sworn of the Privy Council, and was one of 
those consulted "in modelling the justices in the counties." [Bramston, Autobio- 
graphy, 311.] In that capacity he attended the Council at Windsor (24th Aug., 1688), 
at which the King determined to summon a parliament, (not long before he removed 
his Catholic Lieutenants), having been called up for the purpose "out of Huntingdon- 
shire" [Id., 312]. This mark of favour appears to have been very much due to an 
audience to which he was admitted with the King, recorded by Anthony d W'ood 
[Ath., Oxon iv., 624] : '*In the beginning of Nov' (1687) he (Titus) was introduced by 
W™ Penn, the quaker, into the presence of his majesty King James II., and kiss'd his 
hand, in order to give his assistance towards the taking away the Test and Penal Laws^ 
and in the middle of May, all the report was, that he had finished a book fit for the 
press, wherein he made it appear, that the taking away the Test and Penal Laws is 
[would he^ the greatest happiness that can befal the nation, and a bulwark against 
Popery y Accordingly on the 4*** July following (as observed) he was sworn of the 
Privy Council. His opinion at James's last Council, on the eve of his abdication, 
was adverse to the King's wish to issue a warrant for the release of the Earls of 
Salisbury and Peterborough, just then committed "as Papists for high-treason." 
[Bramston, p. 340.] 

[ii] Page 145. "Nicholas Salter" of Iver, 

was son by the second wife of Sir William Salter Knt., Carver to Charles I., who was 
son of Sir Edward Salter Knt., Carver to James I. Their monuments are (or were) 
in Iver Church. In 1616 Sir Nicholas Salter of Enfield, knighted in that year, was 
one of the " Farmers of the Customs." [Col. Top. and Gen. ii., 314.] 

[ii] Page 102, 294. "Sir Thomas Burton" 

was the 3** Bart, of Stockerston in Leicestershire. His son. Sir Charles, the 4*** and 
last Bart., was in 1705 (according to Luttrell) "committed for robbing on the highway 
near S* Albans," and was eventually transported. 

[ii] Page 150. **John Hampden," the patriot, 
was one of the "Managers" of the prosecution atthetrialof Earl of Strafford in 1640-1. 
[ii] Page 150. "John Hampden," junior, 

was a " Manager" of evidence at the trial of Viscount Stafford in 1680. 

[ii] Page 182. "John Walcot." 

Appended is a copy of the parole of John Walcot, from the original in the possession 
of the present owner of Bitterley Court : "Theise are to give lycence and authority 
unto John Walcott of Walcott m the County of Salopp gent., now prisoner at Red 
Castle, to travell thence uppon his parolle unto his (fathers dwelling house at Walcott 
aforesaid ; uppon his faithfuU promise and undertaking, uppon his reputation and the 
woord and credit of a Gent^ to returne himself true prisoner to Red Castle aforesaid 
at the end and expiration of seaven dayes next ensueing the date heereof. Given 
under my hand at my Quart" in Red Castle, the viijt*» day of May Anno Dni 1645.

Northampton, aged 80 years or thereabouts.*' His son, (from whom 
the above Philip Pargiter was in immediate descent), was : *' William Pargiter of 
Mavesyn Ridware, co. Stafford, at 51 an,'' on that occasion. 

[ii] Page 205. " Robert Howard " 

must not be mistaken for any other of the contemporary Robert Howards at this 
period. Of these, Robert Howard, a " favourer of Roman Catholics," (son of Thomas, 
Earl of Berkshire,) sat for Stockbridge in 1661, for Castle Rising in subsequent pari*", 
and became a knight. He was made a Privy Councillor in 1689, and was dramatised 
by Shadwell, as ^^ Sir Positive At- All " in his comedy of the " Sullen Lovers." [Ath.

The latter had been 
till his death in 1666, " Keeper of the Jewels," and ** Comptroller of the Excise." 
He is said to have been of Northflect in Kent, to have been born in 1600 at Salisbury, 
and to have been first brought to Court by Bishop Duppa. After Charles I.'s death 
he continued abroad with Charles II. until the Restoration. He was buried in West- 
minster Abbey, where is a monument to his memorj' [Cf.

Charles Trelawny, a brother of Sir Jonathan Trelawny, Bishop of Bristol, com 
manded one of the Tangier regiments, afterwards the 4th Regiment of the line. He 
was of the number who had sent assurances of support to William of Orange before 
his landing, and joined him on his so doing from Warminster with his whole corps ot 
officers (H.M.C., vii., 226).

ment of dragoons is embarking at Ostend for Ireland.** In 1703 he was named for 
service in- Piedmont, and in the year following was appointed to command a force of 
English, Dutch; and Prussians, destined to assist the Camisards (or French Pro- 
testants) in the Cevennes (Luttrel). 

[ii] Page 292. " Abstrupus Danby." 

The branch of the Danbys of Thorp, to which this magistrate belonged, acquired 
their Masham property by the marriage of Sir Christopher, son and heir of Sir James 
Danby of Thorp, and Famley, Kn^ (whose will dated 1497 is among the "Testamcnta 
Eboracensia *' [Sur. Soc. liii. 123], with a daughter and co-heir of Thomas, Lord 
Scrope of Masham. The grandfather of the said Christopher, was Sir Robert Danby 
of Thorp- Perrow, near Bedale, living 1459. 

Sir Abstrupus Danby is said ta have acquired his singular Christian name from a 
distortion, but at any rate he transmitted the same name to his son Abstrupus Danby 
of Swinton, whose line expired nominally with the late William Danby of that place. 

One of the family, Sir Thomas Danby of Famley, Thorp-Perrow and Masham Kn*, 
flourished earlier in the same century, and was born in 1610.
